2‘PV2r>0) refer to similar topics that were' dealt with by the (iovenunent 
of Bondray between tfie vears 182(1 and IS2(i. riie topics dealt witli in 
(his volume cover the subsecpient |>c'riod from 1827 to 18K). 

1 he letters, c'lc., exticuiecl in this and in the previous volume, cover¬ 
ing the period 182() 181(1. do not include all cases of “ ()])ening of Ciov- 
ernmenl SehcKrls I he letters printed in the two volumes are: stray 
papers eollected from several fdes in the* Secretariat Record Office. It is 
possible that many other jrape'rs rc'lating to the subject iniLdil liave 
remained umracccl. 

loom 1827 to 1840, the o]>ening of new government schools was 
sanctioned by the (hiveniinent, geiie'rally on the iccommendaiion of the 
Orllector of the' district in wdiieli the (own or village was situated. In 
and after thc' year 1810. the recommending anthoiiiy w;ts geneaallv the' 
Superintendent of (hnernment Schools who forwarded Ins reronmunda 
tion through the ' Board ol i’diicatiou ' creatc'd hv (iovernment in 1810. 
to look after all govemmetit educational institutions in the Bombay 
Presidency. 

The extracts cover Hi cases of opening of new government schools. 
The c:c)rrespc)nciericc printed in these extracts furnishes information on 
various points relating to eacli case. Phe following Statement gives a 
summary of the 16 cases referred to in the extracts.

educational activities of the Britisli (.oxernment, partic idarlx in Bcaigal. 
I'he Bombay (Goxernmeru had all along bec*n in favour of assisting vettiacu 
lar scliools and higher education through the medium of xernacidars, 
although English seminaries xvere assisted to a point. In spite of tl.is hint 
given by the (doxernment of India, the Bomliay (.oxernment did not gixe* 
up its deeprooted liking for vernacular education. For xcars alter 18,5,5,

Idle letter from Ciovernmeni of India also ccantains a relerence to the 
system followed in Bengal in respect caf .school education: 
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“I au\ desired, however, to take this opportiinitv ot iiientioiiiiii; that 
the system pursued in Ben[*:d is opposed to that of village tuition on the 
ground of the iiisuflu icncy of the funds at disposal with reference to the

In anothc'i letter dated Isi August 1828. ilie Colh'clor of Khandesh 
reportc’d to the (.overnmeni on the* condition ol schools in Khandesh. He 
reportc’d (he numfjer of government schools and tlu'ir puj)ils as thev stood 
in August 1828. He wrote' al)out the kc-en elesirc- of inativ to give llu'ir 
children oj)j)ortunilies to learn F.nglish and made mention ol a private 
English school at Malegaon (p. lO.h). 1 he Collector made the following 
observation a])Out encouraging priv ate (indigenous) sc hools. Eli is is 
ratlier unustial. Ehe usual opinion exprcsssc'ci l)v ollic ers, at this time*, was 
that the private schools did not deserve anv encouragement and that thev 
should be left alone to flourish or perish. Ehe Collector wrote: “1 think 
much may be done in encouraging the schools already established inde¬ 
pendent of Government, were the Collector and his assistants on their

that we therefore begged him to settle here with liis family and undertake 
the Management of a School. He replic-d that lie waiuld agree to do so, 
provided some arrangement were first made about his maintenance. 1 here- 
fore as a Government order has been issucxi tor the establishment of schools 
in every towm, we have retained this person as a teacher and request your 
consent to our setting up a school and your orders about the allowance 
to be given to the Leacher.

I beg to state for tlie information of tlie Honoiadde the Governor in 
Council, that I visited tiie school at this station under Balcristna Punt, a 
master paid by the Government. 

I'liere were ninety scholars and I have the satisfaction to report that 
1 thought their progress and advancement was exceedingly creditable. 

After the examination at whicli I attended, 1 wished to distribute 
prizes to a few of the scholars shewing the greatest ])rc)fic iency. 

I had no authority to do so. It appcxirs houever tliat it would be 
attended with advantage to these scliools if the visiting Commissioners on 
the occasion ol such visits had such authority. 

I would therefore respectfully recommend that the Collector should 
be authorised to grant on the direction of the visiting Commissioner small 
prizes to the extent of 100 Rupees at each Suddar Station. 

Sliould the Honorable the (lovenior in Council be pleased to sanction 
this, 1 beg to solicit that the Princijxd Collector of Dharwar be authorized 
to give prizes of la Rupees each, in Turbans or anything appropriate to 
the boys Hanmantdas and Goornatli, the first, on the examination just 
mentioned, as very satisfactorilv applving and explaining the morals of 
some of Esop’s Eables, the other for singular proficiency in Arithmetic. 

I shall in my circ uit report upon the state of education in this Zillah 
more particidarly allude to the favourable mode in which I found this 
School in cpiestion to be conducted.

2nd. On my last visit to Panwell, I called together the Petitioners 
and tlie l)()ys desirous of studying these languages. Of the latter there are 
about thirty. There is a man who instructs them in Arabic. If such may 
be called instruction when the Master is ignorant of the sense of the words, 
and tlicre is a person who proposes to teach Persian, pro\'ided he is gTanted 
an allowance: but he from conversation I had with him, has merely know¬ 
ledge of the Persian language of India which the Right Honorable the 
Governor in Council is aware is very dilferent in principal recpiisites, pro¬ 
nunciation from the language of Persia. 

3rd. As this laudable zeal and anxiety to become acquainted with 
two languages which on this side of India may prove to a great utility, 
not only in mercantile transactions, but in some instances to the public 
service, 1 am humbly of opinion that the wishes should be encouraged, 
and a master from the Gulf might probably be found by the Persian 
Secretary’s Department or a person of the late Government Institution, 
capable of teaching both languages I think, however that if government 
is walling to grant the favor of entertaining a school master for teaching 
these languages, a good native of the country where these are spoken 
should be employed and not a person of this country w^hose acejuirements 
are seldom sufficient to teach others.

Room so that Gcjvernment will Ik* at no expense on that account. 

4. If CH)vernment do not wash to incur the extra expense of the 
pay of the schoolmaster and the contingent allowance, 1 would suggest 
that one of the new\ now' employed in the city of Eoonah, be removed to 
Soopah. There are four schoolmasters in Poonah, and considering the 
means at command in that city, one individual can easily be spared.

own. 1 am humbly of opinion that there is no bcncht derived by Govern¬ 
ment on the people compensating the expenses of supporting such a 
Guzeratti school in a Murrati Zillah but that it should be forthwith abolish¬ 
ed.

The humble pelifion of Kasheshunker Girjashunkcr, late Goozeraihee 
Schoolmaster at Nargole, in the Sanjan Purgiuia, and the ZJllah Tarmah, 

Most respectfully Shcwcth, 

That in the said village there were two schools established by the 
Government one Goojerathec and the other Mara thee, which has been 
shut up two years since, on account of the death of the scliool master. 

The former or the Goojerathee school was under your Petitioner’s 
charge, and he was discharging his duties very caiefully but 15 j)ersons 
of the irdiabitants of the village who were not on good terms with your 
Petitioner, and whose boys did not attend the school, applied to the Go\- 
crnment that there was no necessity of retaining the school in the village, 
as they did not recjuire their boys to be taught in the Government school, 
and by virtue of the Government order, it has l)een nearly (i months since 
the school under your Ihtitioner’s charge has been shut up. and your 
Petitioner his numerous family left without suslinance. 

But a great mass of people whose boys attended the school and are 
getting on very well, have become sadly regretted to seeing the schcxil 
altogether shut up and your Petitioner too lias not done any thing that 
he might be demissed from his situation.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 2nd 
instant referring for my opinion and report the copy of a petition from the 
Parishioners of the Cliiircfi of St. Bra/, of Ambolin praying for a small 
allowance to tlie school master of their village. 

2nd. In reply I beg to state for tlie information of tlic Right Hon’ble 
the CGo\ernor in Council that at [)re.sent they have a tutor from Goa, who 
teaches 5 or (i l)oys, from whom he receives from 1 rupee to rupee per 
mensem. I’he Parishioners are generally too poor to afford to pay for the 
education of their children, which accounts at present for the small number 
of ])upils. Were tfiey permitted to receive instruction free of charge, I 
understand that no less tfian 50 or (>() boys would attend from Ambolin 
and the neighbouring villages. Their object is however the Portuguese 
language, and no other, which they say they recpiire to understand and 
follow their religion. 

It is to be regretted that the parents arc so anxious to keep up this 
language which is certainly useless in this country, and the Mahratta would 
be far preferable, but to this they are not inclined, and as even this study 
the Portuguese language is better than none, under the hopes that it may 
lead to some improvement, I would respectfully suggest tliat a teacher of 
the Portuguese language be allowed, and this person should also be able 
to teach a little English the study of which I would leave to the choice of 
the pupils and I have no doubt that having the opportunity, they would 
feel inclined to learn it, and prefer it probably to IVjrtuguese.

I do myself the honor of handing up an original letter from the late 
Sub Collector of Hooblv, Mr. Klliot, dated tlie 12tli October 1833. and 
concurring with that gentleman in the advantages which would be likely 
to result from the encoinagement of Canarese Schools in this Collectorate. 
I beg you will obtain the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor 
in Council to the propositions submitted by Mr. Elliot. 1st that the 
Canarese School at Dharwar shotild be considered as on the same footing 
with the other Native Education Schools and that the Master should 
receive a salary of the same amount as that allow'ed in thetn i.c. Rs. 20 
per mensem and secondly that the Mahratta school at Iloobly should be 
converted into one for the instruction of Canarese. A person properly 
qualified from his knowledge of this language and other necessary acquire¬ 
ments being selected for the oHice of school Master. 

2nd. The Canaresc School at Dharwar was founded about three years 
ago, the salary of the Master having been paid principally, indeed I believe, 
entirely by Mr. Elliot out of his private purse, until he left the country 
last October. When it being understood that a recommendation would 
be submitted to Government in favor of the Master, he w^as retained in his 
situation and has conducted the duties of the Sc hool until the present time. 

3rd. Under these circumstances, 1 would beg leave most respectfully 
to recommend that a sum not exceeding one Iiundred and eighty rupees 
in amount being a year’s salary at the monthly allowance of 9 rupees paid 
by Mr. Elliot should be awarded to the School Master as a compensation 
for his labors during the past year. 
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4th, I beg leave to add that the Canarese School was visited by the 
Judicial CoiuMiissioiier Mr. Henderson when on circuit at Dharwar in the 
inonth of October when several rewards were conferred by him on 

the most intelligent and forward children.

Sir, 

Some time ago the former Secretary to the Native Education Society 
in a letter dated Noveml)er 20, 1830, autfrorized the INtalrlishment of a 
Canarese School for elementary instruction in reading, writing, and Arith¬ 
metic on the same principles as the Maratte Schools already existing. This 
however was afterwards countermanded wlren the ])ay of the schoolmasters 
bec:ame a Go\c!rnment charge; but in the meantime a master had already 
been appointed and as the school seemed to answer, it has been continued 
to the present time. 4 he success of this exj)eriment appearing to warrant 
a second application to the Society to ensure its continuance the Secretary 
in reply to my representation recommended me to submit the matter to 
Government, with a view to the master receiving a permanent salary. 
1 he Marathee School, thougli wc41 attended, piovicles instruction only to 
liramins while the great mass of the ])c*c)ple, using the Canarese language 
exclusively derive no benefit from it whatever. I bis consideration together 
with the fact of the society having printed already a large impression of 
Elementary treatises on Arithmetic, and of Esop’s Eables, in the Canarese 
tongue, for the use of tlie Village Schools, has induced me to solicit the 
favourable consideration of Government to the present school. 

4 he society in consecjuence of my representation of the bad state of 
the Mahrathce school at Hoobh’ have suggested the propriety of converting 
it into a Canarese one. The people of Hoobly being for the most part 
Canarese have ne\cr shewn the least inclination to attend it, besides which 
the master himself is some what deficient. I he Society recommend that 
he should be employed in the Dliarwar school as an assistant until a 
vacancy occurs for him elsewhere. 

In pursuance of these vitwvs, I beg you will liave the goodness to 
submit the following propositions to Government that the Canarese School 
now existing should be considered as on the same footing with the other 
native education schools and that the master should receive a salary of 
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the same amount as that allowed on them 9 rupees per mensem. 2ndly 
that sanction be given to convert the preseni Mahraite School ai lloobly, 
into one lor the inslruciion of Cauiarc^se, a ncAv master fx’ing appointed 
for that purpose, from among the pupils of the Dharwar Maraihee school, 
many of whom are well c|ualilied lor that oilice, while the present master 
should be retained as an Assistant in t!ie Mahratta s( liool at Dliarwar till 
a vacancy oc( urs lr)r him elsewhere. 

In the event of any objection to the admission of both of iliesc plans, 
I particularly solicit the consideration of Government to the hist.

Sir, 

I liave now the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
30th Januarv 1830, witli its enclosure from the Secretary to the Indian 
Government, directing the substitution of the Kanarese lainguage in the 
Southern Maratha (ountry for Marathas, and calling on me to submit a 
plan for its gradual introduction. 

2nd, On receipt of these instructions, J called for statement of the 
nund)ers of Karkoons on the nislrict Estal)lishmenls, and ol Village Kool- 
kurnees in each Talooka, who could, and who could not write or speak 
Kanarese, and of those who could only write Marailias and I enclose 
abstrac t of tfiese statements, classed undc'r dillerent columns so as to exhibit 
at one \ iew, the numbers of the District Estal)lis[iments possessing the 
qualifications required, and in a se[)arate statement, the same information 
respecting the Village Koolkurnees. 

3d. I have not been able to complete the nomination of the District 
accountant or Desh Pandes, as they are here c;dled, so that information 
respecting tlieni could not yet i)e obtained, but considerable progress has 
been made, and I trust tfie arrangements will be eHected by the 1st of 
next month, when their new duties are to commence. 

4th. In regard to the pul)lic servants, no insurmountal)le dilFiculty 
is to be apprehended. Mr. Baber had circulated orders, that all public 
servants should qualify tiiemselves to pass an examination in Kanarese, 
atul in replacing the numerous changes of persons, that had been made, 
I assembled a Committee under strict instructions, superintended by Mr. 
Escornbe, and Kanarese writing and speaking were declared indispensable 
to obtain emjjloyment, so that though the vacancies could not be quite 
filled up, at the time, I ha\e no doubt the requisite impulse has been 
given, and that we shall soon find plenty of qualified candidates. 

5th. It must however be remembered, that though these individuals 
know, and can write and read Kanarese, it is but indifferently, and I could 
not recommend the general introduction of the I.anguage under a full 
year, or say from 1st May 1837, when the use of Kanarese in the public 
Records, miglit I think be ccmimenced, but the Karkoons should be gene¬ 
rally itiade to })iactice, by commencing immediately to write Depositions, 
Petitions and other usual statements in that Language. 

6. Witli the District and village hereditary officers, much greater 
difficulties must be anticipated, the individuals wfio can write and read 
Kanarese, are not only much fewer in proportion to their numbers but

the intelligence, and energy rcc|iiiicd to enable people to qualify tliem- 
vSelves by learning are in a great measure wanting among this class, and 
I cannot at present look forward to anv period that coidd l)e fixed on for 
its universal introduction, many of the incumbents arc old men, and quite 
past all hope of learning a new writing tliough almost all of them under¬ 
stand and speak the Language. 

7. There appears to be so much hardship in insisting on an entirely 
new grade of (jualilication, in such (iir umstames that 1 was desirous of 
obtaining all the information possible on the subject and a|)plied to the 
Rev. Mr. 4 eylor tor his opinion on the (ompaiaiiw merits of the two 
Languages which he is remarkablv cpialified to give l)y an intimate 
acquaintance witli both, and as he has permitt<.‘d tiie to use his answer, 
I have the honor to enclose a copv. He dwells principally on the advant¬ 
ages of the change, and though he seems to admit a degree of inferiority 
in the Kanarese Language and writing, he appears not to regard this as 
any obstacle to its use, and it is of)\iously impossil)le, that the cultivators 
should effectually superintend or check their own accounts, so long as 
these are kept in a Language, thev do not understand. 

8. The difficulties of eHicient cluck and contiol over the Revenue 
administration, have therefore l)een much inc reased in this (lollec torale, 
and though the obstacles are great and mav oulv be slowlv overcome, the 
advantages l)Oth to the j)eople and (government, from the change, are too 
great, to be abandoned, and theiefore it only remains to consider how 
the reform can be introduced. 

9. I am convinced (as above stated) that man^ incumbents in here¬ 
ditary offices, are incapable (from age and incapal)le) of learning the 
Kanarese character, and I woidd therefore recommend that the cjualifica- 
tion (if proposed l)V any member or itiemfurs of the famih) should entitle 
them to employmetit to the exclusion of all who cannot write Kanarese, 
provided thev are otherwise capal)le of conducting the duties of Desh- 
pandes, or Koolkurnees. 

10. 1 would also recommend, that the Principal (Collector should l)e 
empowered to grant small honorary presents to a few Kcudkinnees in each 
Talooka who may produce the l)est Kanarese- P>c)oks. 

11. Where the families are numerous, thc-se measures, if vigilantly 
attended to, will soon produce considerable c-lfect, as there are generally 
funds subsisting which would occasion considerable rivalship for the office, 
and candidates inay lie expected to make proportional extortions to obtain 
it. 

12. Where however there may be only one of a family or all are 
found*"to be tex) indolent to learn, I think Government might insist upon 
successors on the death of incumbents, cither qualifying themselves, or 
producing a qualified substitute, and if these rules were made generally 
known, there would be no want of such qualifications in the country, 
in the course of a few years (though at present thev could not be found) 
and at all events, the attention of the rising generation will be directed 
to Kanarese, instead of to a Mahrathas. 
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13. Much opposition may be looked for, from all the Native servants, 
and the general ignoraiue of Kanarese, among their KUROPEAN superiors, 
will inevitablv operate in the same direction, but if Government should 
approve of the plan I have proposed, consideral)le j)rogress should be 
made during the intervening year, and a steady determination will no 
doul)t enable all parlies to overcome their own diUiculties. 

11. Mr. Ikthington is the oidy civil servant who lias yet passed an 
examination in Kanarese.

My dear Sir, 

In compliance with your lecjuest, 1 send the following remarks with 
reference* to the cjiiesiion now jrending as to tlie afrilitv or not of intro¬ 
ducing the Kanarese as the language of business in this Collectoiate, which 
if you consider of any consec|uencc*, 1 have* no objections to your making 
use: of tlie same (or the purpose, and in the manner mentioned in your 
letter. 

It iiiight f)e reasonably su|r]>osed that the language of Imsiness in 
evc'rv place would necessarilv fre tfiat of its natural inliabitants [:)ut whence 
has originated tin* anormrlv whicli we see in this and other parts of India 
ifiat a loreign language is the medium of transacting business and preserv¬ 
ing the ])ul)lic reidtcis. It can ordv be* tracc'd to the c ire rnnstance of 
foreign svva\, to meet the pc‘rson.il convc’iiiencc* ol’ the existing authorities 
and tfieir employing tfiose onlv who arc* conxe-rsant wilb their language 
to transact their jrublic Imsiness. Such a state of tilings must 1 conceive 
be considered defc*ctive from whatever cause it may have originated or 
however sanctiemed by long established usage, the evils resulting therefrom 
must be many and some to of a nature sufliciently serious to render a change 
in the system most desirable if practicable. 

1 he wdiole of the Districts under the Dharw-ar C>ollectorate with the 
exception of some few* villages in the Padshapore Beedic Chickodee 
1 alooks which border on the Mahratta country being properly Kanarese 
I should therefore tliink it very desirable that all public business should 
be conducted and records kept therein in |)relerence to the Mahratta. It 
is true tlie latter lias a bolder character, is pecidiarlv expressive and having 
been the Court language has liecome more popular but I cannot easily 
admit tiiat the other would not be cxjually ellic ient as a record and medium 
of correspondence, nor can I sec in wdiat way the Coverrmient must lose 
considerably (as stated by some) or necessarily anything at all by the 
change. 
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The Kaikoons and oilier Native servants of Go\eminent thougli 
acquainted witli the Kariarese as the Lani;uaoe of the soil never aiteinjited 
to perlctt thenrsehes in reading^ and writiin^ it, as tliey could not calculate 
upon any great advantage by the ac(juisition. their attention was conse¬ 
quently confined to the Mahratta and it is very reniarkable that excepting 
a canarese school which has been established by the Mission here, all the 
schools at Belgaon and the adjacent villages are Marfiatta, though the 
greatest piojiortion ol the scholars are pure* Kanarese and would rc*c|uire 
to be examined as to their knowledge of the former tlirough the medium 
of the latter. 1 his state ol things is not natural and (annoi bc‘ ad\anlagc> 
ous. But it may fie asked can a change be easily eliected now? I think 
it is not impracticable, though in the lust instance and (or sometime jHi- 
haps there may be some inconvenience and troidile experienced, but the 
object appears to me to lie so desirable and tlie adxantages resulting from 
it so great, that I conceiNe it would be worth sidimittirig to any incon¬ 
venience and taking every possible troubh- to accomplish it. lO those 
holding situations it would of course agreealile to carry on their business 
as heretofore and avoid any additional trouble, but if it be insisted upon 
that they should cpialily themselves to conduct their business in Kanarese 
and the retaining ol their situations made to dcjicnd on their doing so, 
I am conlidenl they will all readih take the neecllul trouble and lie alile 
in a very short time to transact everv public duty without the smallest 
loss or inconvenience to C»overnment and find the onc' language as easy 
to them as the other. It is not a new language which thev will have to 
learn but only to perfect themselves as to reading and writing which are 
the easiest parts of a language in one they are already able to speak and 
understand. Some who are advanced in years may not be able to cjualify 
themselves, but these J should su|)pc)se would be found (comparatively 
few and they may otherw ise be easily provided for. 

Taking every circumstance into consideration, wdiicli my long residence 
here and extensive accjuainlance with the Natives and their language in 
these Districts would enaldc me justly to do, 1 am constrained to state that it 
is my decided opinion tfie adoption of the proposeil nuaisure with some 
modification with reference to those }>laces where tlie Marhatta is chiefly 
spoken must necessarily be attended with lienehcial rcrsrdts ajid prove ulti¬ 
mately highly satisfactory and advantageous both to the rulers and the 
ruled. 

I once had an opportunity of seeing a Petition presented by a Kanarese 
riot necessarily as supposed in Marhatta as the Language of business to 
draw up wdiich of course a fee must have been paid to a Mahratta Karkoon 
but when it came forwxird to be read in Cutchersee—tlie Petitioner w/as 
found ignorant of its contents lint wdien agreeably to instructions he 
got one made and prescaited it in Kanarese^, all was clear and satislactory 
and it was found that the statement in the twx) dilfered in some material 
points and consequently the decision upon the one was dillerent to wdiat 
it would have been upon the other. Many such instances, 1 dotdji not, 
occur where the parties seeking redress are utterly ignorant of the language 
in wdiich they present their problems and that similar inaccurac ies alfecting 
the decision on such cases would be discovered if they were allowed to

present the same in their own language. Besides from knowing what is 
read at the time or upwards they would be able easily to detect any wilful 
mis-statement or point out any unintentional error that may be made by the 
person employed to draw them up. 

One other instance I must here notice it was a case of murder the 
individual charged with this offence was a Kanarese man. He was sent by 
the Mamlutdar of the Halook to wliich he belonged as a Prisoner into 
Dharwar with a statement purporting to be a confession made by him, 
written in Mahratta which I learnt afterwards he did not understand. 
I'he Paper was rc'ad l)y a Moonshee before the presiding Magistrate and 
explained in 1 lindoostanee, who desired to ask the Prisoner whether that 
was his (onfession had he been aware that it was not necessary to c:onvict 
himself and declined giving an answer or simply said that he dicl not under¬ 
stand tile written paper, he might have been committed and tried but as 
there was neither any direct or circumstantial evidence against him he 
could not have lieen found guilty. But he unwillingly expressed his assent 
evidently not knowing the exact predicament in which he would and by 
that very confession he was com ic ted and afterwards executed. This 
ciiTiimslance made a deep impression on mv mind at the time as I had an 
opportunity of seeing what passcxl but I could not then offer any c^ipinion 
or advice in the matter. J however afterwards expressed my sentiments 
freely to some concerned not indeed from any ground I had to suppose that 
the person was not guilty and that his life was not justly perfected, but 
1 could not hel{) feeling that the man caused his own death warrant to be 
signed by giving his assent to a statement in a language which he did not 
understand whatever migfit have been Iris verbal confession before the 
Mamlutdar in his own Native tonuue. 

From circumstances such as these and others which might Ire men¬ 
tioned, if rec|uirecl, I trust it will be seen that I have just grounds for the 
opinion which I entertain and have here expressed with reference to the 
proposed measure and I cannot conclude without adding that I consider 
a good knowledge of the Kanarese language a matter of very great inrport- 
ance to all the Gentlemen holding appointments in this Collectorate. It 
is essentially necessary for the due discharge of their important duties either 
civil or Judicial and 1 am very happy to find that arrangements are made 
by Government to secure this in future. 

I have thus freely expressed my sentiments in compliance with your 
recpiest and should any part thereof approve itself to your judgment and 
be found in any way useful towards Iminging the point in cjuestion to a 
favourable issue, I shall be gTatified, and beg you will kindly excuse my 
not forwarding this earlier.

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Tfie Acting PrincijDal Collector’s letter of 1st April, witli its acroni- 
paniinents lays before Cioveniiiieiit, very full information of the merits 
of the cjLiestion of the introduction of the Kanarese lanouaiie into the 
Dooab. 

2nd. If Government had hitherto entertained any doulrts of the 
expediency the change contemplated, these would f)e remo\ed I)v tlie 
opinion expressed by Mr. Dunlop.—A very imparlial and capable judge 
and the Revd. Mr. I aylor oi Belgaum, whose long resideru e in the Dooal) 
and free intercourse with the natives, added to an sid)limate accjuainlance 
with both languages, remarkably qualifv him as Mr. Dunlop oljservcs to 
give an opinion on this (juestion. 

3d. The utmost superiority assigned bv Mr. davlor lo the Maratha 
language is, its [)older character peculiar expressiveness and popularity 
from having l)een the Court language ” these small advantages however do 
not prevent that gentleman when sjieaking of the change to Canaresc from 
observing that “the object ajipears so desiralde and the advantages result¬ 
ing from it so gieat, that he (oiueivcrs it would be worth submitting to 
any inconvenicrue, to accomplisli it.” 

4t}i. The details given l)y Mr. Taylor will shew the operation of 
the Marathee system in practice: this has already been so far modilied, 
that in criminal cases, depositions are taken in the vernacular language 
of the depositors but this does not prevent a Brahmin from deposing in 
Maratha against a Canaresc ryot chargcHl with r()bl)eiv or murder: the 
witnesses of Brahmins, testify against the prisoner in the same unknown 
tongue, wliilc: the substance of their testimony is communicated to the 
culprit in Canaresc, by a Brahmin Karkoon. in civil suits tJie Maratha 
system continues in full force and propertv is disposed of on the evidence 
of mere Canaresc speakers, all whose statements itre written in Marathee. 

5. The preliminary measures stated by the Acting Principal Collector 
in paras 4 and 5 may be approved there can be no doubt tliat if this 
system is steadily persisted in, an efficient Canarc'se establishment will soon 
be raised up. A year hence is the earliest time that cxiulcl be named for 
the universal introduction of the Ckinarese language in the Ciovernment 
offices. They may be some doubt perhaps whetlier so great a cliange 
could be effected so soon for a large proportion of the old establisfunent 
though natives of the Canaresc country arc cpiite unacejuainted with their 
mother tongue as a written language, and it would as the actit.g Principal 
Collector observes (para 7) “ be a measure of much hardshij) to insist on 
a new gracie of ciualification with such persons who are otherwise well 
cjualified and have served the Ciovernment for many years.” 

6. Government wotdd not wish to sidjjecl old servants to examina¬ 
tions on this account, nor would it be desirable to adopt any measures 
which would oblige them to resign the service. The adoption of Camarese 
as the language of petitions depositions proceedings and reports, in all 
cases where any of the parties concerned, only speak that language wall 
be a very decicled step, in the measure of introducing the Canaresc and 
one that should be immediately adopted. 
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7. riie iniportancc of keeping the Village accounts in Canarese is 
very great, hut that there are greater difficulties in reforming this than 
other departments, appears from paras 6 and 7 of the Acting Principal 
Collector’s letter: still as Mr. Dunlop observes “it is obviously impossible 
that tlie Cultivators should effectually superintend or check their own 
accounts, so long as (hey are kept in a language they do not understand.” 

8th. For the accomplishment of the desired end. the measures pro¬ 
posed l)y the acting Principal Collector in paras f), 10, 11 k. 12 may be 
approved, and that oflicer re(|uested to state annually in his revenue report, 
how far these measures liave been found successful and how many village 
accounts are kept in Canarese. 

9th. As a means of training up candidates for office, the general 
adoption of (ianarese instead of Maratha schools, would appear desirable. 
A reference on this subject might l)c* made to the Acting Principal Col¬ 
lector, from the general department. 

lOtli. While the adoption of the vernacular language will be com¬ 
paratively easy with those who are natives of the country, and who liave 
only to learn to write it, its adoption by natives of the Deccan and Konkan, 
is almost a hopeless measure. The ma jority of these have recently obtained 
service comparatively speaking, and their return to the Marhatta country 
would appear ex|)eclient as however it would be a severe measure tc^ deprive 
them at once of theii' situations, it would .seem desiralile that the names 
of any such should be forwarded to tlic judge of the Sudder Adawlut 
and the Revenue (^()nimissic)ner, from their respective departments, with 
authorit)' to appoint them to the first suitable vacancies in the Maratha 
country till when they might be allowed to remain in their present 
situations. 

llth. The zeal displayed by the Acting Principal Collector in for¬ 
warding the wishes of Government, and the pains taken by him to acquire 
information on the point at issue, will no doubt be appretiated by 
Ckivern rnent. 

12th. 1 hese measures if approved might be transferred to the Judicial 

Department, for communication to the Judges of the Sudder Adawlut.

1 he (jovernor in (’-ouncil thercloie authori/es tlie adoption of 
all the measures which you have' suggestc'd in |>aras 1 8^- 5 of your letter, 
in the confident expectation that if steadily persisted in, an eflicient 
Canarese Kstablishment will soon be created, and that the use of the 
Canarese, as tlie language of pulilic business will at no distatit period, 
become universal in the Carnatic. 

3d. The Governor in (amncil does not howexer wish that old ser¬ 
vants who may be tiiiacC[uainted with Canarese but otherwise well cpialified 
for their duties should be recpiired to jiass an examination (whidi it may 
be impossil)le lor them to do) in that language; or. that thev should be 
obliged, by the adoption of rigorous measures to resign the service. 

4th. In respect to tliose servants who are natixes of the Deccan and 
Concan and but recently a|)j)c)inted to situations under our Govei imient, 
it xvill perhaps be in vain to exjiect that they xvill accpiire a sufficient 
knowledge of the C-anarese to render their emploxrnent in the Dooab 
desirable. In all these cases, tlie names ol the parties should lie sent to 
Government, who will forward them to the Kexenue CiOMMISSIONER 
in order that they may be appointed to the hrst suitable vacancies which 
may occur in their own country, till xvhen they must be retained in their 
present situations. 

5th. The measures |)ro])osc'cl by you in jiaras 9, HI, 11 and 12

for assistance towards the support of schools for instruction in the Ver* 
nacular dialects of the Provinces under his Cioverninent. 

2. Although under the Bengal Presidency the principle acted upon 
hitherto has been to appropriate the funds allotted to education to insti¬ 
tutions giving instruction of a higher Class under the conviction that 
they are cjuite inadequate to any purpose of general elementarv education 
still this principle may not be universally applicable and the point there¬ 
fore seems to His Lordship in Council to be one properly left for the 
decision of the Ureal Government.

2. With refercaice to the very low rate of pay sanctioned for the Kana¬ 
rese schools hitherto established here, I beg to suggest the expediency of 
adopting a scale more likely to ensure the services of persons liberally cjuali- 
fied to teacli. riie lowest Karkoon in a talooka receives 10 Rs. pay and 
whenever one of these situations falls vacant the Puntojees of our Kanarese 
schools are cornpetitors for it and readily throw up their present ill paid 
situations. 

od. I am not aware of the rate of pay allowed to the Government 
schoolmasters in the Maratha country. If, as is probable, it is on a more 
liberal scale than that adopted here, I trust tliat Gc:)vernnient will sanction 
its being extended to tliis collectorate. 

4. 4 he population of the town of Ciokak is estimated at about ten 
thousand at present. Jt ccjutains six schools in which Maratha is the 
ordy language taught to one hundrcxl and ten scholars. The language 
of the people is however Kanarese and hfty eight villages out of the sixty 
nine of which the Talooka consists and as that is the language of acxonnts 
which the village ollicers are recpiired to learn to enable them to perform 
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their duties, I hope that this application will iiieet with tlie favourable 
consideration of His Excellency in Council.

3rd. lliis taste is increasing, and as it is one 1 am satisfied (Govern¬ 
ment would readily promote, I am indiued to re])resent the l)enefit to be 
derived from esta])lishing an loiglisli school here. I lure can be little 
doubt of its success favoured as it woidd be f)v mam local advantages. 

4th. On the first institution of the scliool, 1 fiave reason to think not 
less than thirty fne or forty boys would attend. 

5th. Idle cxpence to Government would f)e trifling. One Eeacher 
for reading and writing would be recjuiied from Bombay. His salary would 
be fixed there, but 1 shoidd think about 1 ortv Rupees per mensem would 
be sufficient, and lie migiit not be debarred receiving graluiious fees from 
the scholars. Apartments for him and a school room could be erected for 
about one thousand Ru|)ees.

Schools in the Province. There are only 2000 Boys attend, out of 36,881 
or 1 in 18. His .system provided 3,62 .Schcxds, 127 in large Sc 225 in small 
Villages which would allow of 9,110 Boys, or i in 4 attending: the charges 
according to the plans sidnnitted, w'ere, for each pupil 2 annas per mensem 
to the number of 24, which only gives 3 Rupees salary to the teacher. It 
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was supposed he would howxwcr receive a sufficient suni in addition from 
parents of other Scholars who would afford it; but it is e\ident that this 
has not calculation has not been deemed sufficiently secure by those 
siuxccdcd capable of importini^ learning, none having come forw^ard, and 
it is fair to supjxisc that at present as well as during the past, all boys 
whose parents can afford to pay for their children, do and liave attended.

Under instructions from Government I have the honor to report for 
the information of the Board of Education that there are onlv three Gov¬ 
ernment schools in Gandesh, besides those in the Blicel agencies, noticed in 
a separate communication. Of these, two are Hindoo and one Mahomedan. 

2nd. The Hindoo schools are taught by masters from the Society 
in Bombay. Phe instnution consists of Mahratta reading, writing and 
elementary arithmetic, and the books and system of teaching are those 
used in the Society’s schools. One of the sdiools is at Dhoolia and the 
other at Durrungaon. The fc^rmer is attendctl by 15, and the latter by 
.S9 scholars, whose average ])eriod of attendance has been alaoiit a year and 
a half, and that not very regular. 

5d. The Mahomedan school w\is cstablislied on the petition of the 
inhabitants of that persuasion in the towm of Dhoolia. It cc^ntains 25 
scholars who are taught Persian and enough of Arabic to read the Koran. 

4th. From the above detail, it will appear that Government dc^es not 
contribute very largely to the education of the province the whole monthly 
expense, exclusive of the schools in the Bhecl lines, being forty seven rupees, 
and the number of schc:>lars 109. 

5th The means of education providc'd by the unaided resources of 
the community however are not inconsiderable for a remote province and 
one which is slowdy though gradually rec:overing from the desolating effects 
of a long course of rapine and misrule. In a p(apidation amounting to 
about 3,50,000 souls, there are ninety five (95) schools for tfie vulgar 
branches of learning, about 1450 scholars, wliich is nearly 1 in 250, while 
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only the males and those of the higher castes about one half being Brahmins 
and Biinvas receive inslriu tioii. Besides wdiich, there are about 100 private 
seminaries in which the higher branches of Hindoo and Mahomedan litera¬ 
ture and science are taught to about 500 children. 

6th. J'he precise nature of the iiifonnation required by the Board 
is not stated in tlie C»o\ernnient letter, but it there is any other point on 
which it is wanted. 1 shall be happy, on being made acquainted w^ith it to 
furnish it to the best of iny ability.

I trust that, whenever the ])ul)li( examinations take 
place, every exertion will be found to have bex'ii made to lendei the^ School 
worthy of the continuance of his Lordships support, and productive of all 
the good for the attainment of which it has l)een instituted. 

2. In reply to the last paragTaj)h of vour letter ol the 22)rd of January 
in which 1 was rec|uired to state the sum lecpiired for the cleaning of the 
School, 1 beg leave to sav that five rupees a month will l>e sufficient to 
cover the’ expence of the ncxessary matc*rials and ol the hire ol men for 
this purpose, which sum 1 therefore solicit permission to draw. 

3. I have the honour of returning the lists of the Native Education 
Society’s Books with which I have been favciured and of submitting for 
the approbation of the Right Hon’blc the Governor in Council a selection 
of such as are adapted for the use of the English School. 1 have taken 
the liberty of dividing this selection into two parts, the first consisting of 
a few large books intended to be kept in the School for the use of the 
scholars, a^nd tlie second of some which it wall be necessary fen' the scliolars 
to purchase accorcling to the stages of their preygress. As the prices of 
most of these l)C)oks are comparatively speaking liigh, I f)cg with deference 
to represent that should it please tlie Government to defray half the 
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expencc of the purchase of them, tfie selling of them at half price to the 
pupils would tend materially to promote the interests of the school and a 
people wlio may be said to be utterly ignorant of tlie value of books. 

5. I now beg leave in obedience to the order conmiunicated to me 
in your letter of the 2ard November 18.‘>2 corninanding me to report after 
the School had l)een opened whether or not it appeared advisable that 
the pupils should pay a small monthly sum, to state a few reasons which 
would seem to render such a measure inexpedient for a sliort time yet, 
until the practical good resulting from a knowledge of English i)e better 
understood and more deepl) ielt by tlie parents of the thildren who attend 
the school. In doing so, 1 beg to express my o])inion on such a measure 
whenever it may be pul into execution will be attended with many good 
efiects upon both the attendaiKe and j^rogress of those pupils who may 
be willing to pay a lee, while T am sorry to sav tliat irregularities and 
carelessness seem l)ut too likely lo retard in the Poona School, as in every 
gratis School, that raj)id achamement wliich might be hoped for from 
the general good abilities of Naii\e children. 1 here are however many 
wdiose diligence and attention aie worthy of all ])raist^ and I have every 
reason to lK)j)e that theii numbers will incrc*ase. 1 he j>rinci])al objection 
which seems at prc\sent tv) ])reclucle the utility of thc^ measure ap])ears to 
me lo be tlie disappointment felt and expressed b) many of the Natives 
when they were informed that this schoc.)! was estalalished u])on diiierent 
principles from those of the (h>veinment Institution for Education which 
have preceded it in tcs])ect of its possessing no funds for the maintenance 
of its pupils during the j)eric)d of their Education, d his feeling doubtless 
will pass away, but that at jrresc-ni its inlluence is considerable has been 
abundantly manifested l)y the nuiid)er of encpiiries which have been made 
about a monthly allowance and the disap]X)intment felt on receiving an 
answer in the negative. A second and pcThaj)s a still more important 
obstacle to the imposition of a lee woidd appear to be, the extreme cheap¬ 
ness of the common Maratha education, and the numl)er of schools, I 
have been informed on the best authority, where it may be obtained gratis. 
Tlie average cost of this 1 have ascertained to lie in Poonah not more 
than 3 Ritpees a year, and in these Schools too the expenses of writing 
materials and books arc so small as to be cpiite unworthy of consideration. 
If then the Natives are accustomed to estimate the value of education at 
so low a price, how likely is it that they will expect to receive an English 
education the value of wliich but few of them can apjireciate at a still 
cheaper rate. On these grounds then 1 would beg leave to suggest that 
a postponement of the measure of a monthly charge would appear lo be 
advisable, until those for who.se benefit the School has lieen instituted see 
more of the good results upon their situation in life produced by the 
knowledge which either they themselves or their children may acquire of 
the Englisli language. 

6. In conclusion I beg leave to report upon the present state of tlie 
school, that the numlier of scholars registered is at present fifty five, some 
who were probably attracted at first by novelty having dro|)ped off, as 
well as a few who were perhaps induced to attend by the hope of receiving 
some allowance, llicy arc divided into six classes, the lust of which con- 
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sists entirely of yoving' men, who being engaged during the day cannot 
be expected to come very regularly. The number of these present seldom 
exceeds twehe, and the attempts made to teach tlicm the elements of 
grammar bv oral instruction and the collocjuial pint of the language by 
committing to memory short stories have been \ery successinl. 1 he only 
book which they have read as ^et is some selec t portions of the New 
Testament but as all which it would be useful for them to read in this 
book will be exhausted in the course of a month, it will be tiecessary for 
them to purchase some of the school l)ooks in the selec tion wliich I have 
the honour to submit to Ciovernment. I he remaining five classes are 
engaged in reading some small books originally published with translations 
for the use of an English School in Bombav: these too will shortly l)e read 
through l)y them. T hope also to liave a few sheets containing the out¬ 
lines of English Cuammar ready for tlie use of the school in a few weeks.

Sir, 

We have the lionor to acejuaint you for the information of the Right 
Hon’ble the Governor in Goimcil, that, in compliance with the instruc¬ 
tions corueyed to us in your letter of the 4th January last, the (.ommittee 
on the Kitli instant, visited the School established at Poona under the 
charge of Mr. Eisdale for communicating a knowledge ol the English 
language to the natives. 

2ncl It was the first object of the Oimmittee to ascertain the actual 
state of the school, as to the number and description of persons attending, 
their proficiency in reading and understanding English, and the books 
made use of. 

3rd. It appears, that the number at present attending is about 58, 
that, as Mr. Eisdale states, it was at one time as high as 70, but never 
higher although from some indications at first, Mr. Eisdale was induced 
to expect a still greater number. Mr. Eisdale stated to the Committee 
his belief, that the falling off from his expectations was occasioned by the 
discovery on the part of the Natives, that money was not to be given for 
attendance, as was customary in the school formerly under the Superintend- 
ance of CEiptain Jervis, and is now done in the Hindoo College. The 
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Committee do not, however, wish to recommend to Government the adop¬ 
tion of such a practice in the present Sdiool, as tliey are of opinion that 
the endeavour shoidd be to iiold out Education as an object sufficiently 
desirable on its own accounts. 

4th The Committee further concur in thinking that it is desirable 
to make the arrangements in the scliool such as will be likely to procure 
the attendance of some Natives of tlie greatest resj)ect<ibility. With this 
view, they beg to recommend that a separate room, witli ratfier better 
furniture and accoinmodation, be appropriated to persons of tiiis descrip¬ 
tion; that admittance to this hig}K:r branch of the School depend on an 
introduction to Mr. Eisdale from the Agent or Principal Collector men¬ 
tioning that the lather of the (andidate is of the rank of a native gentle¬ 
man; and that, generally, nothing be allowed which is offensive either to 
prejudices of caste, or to feelings and habits of rank in society. 

5th. Hie Committee beg to decline saying any thing as to the actual 
state of prohciency observable in the Scholars until on a secc:>nd visit, 
they can be judged oi the })ic)gress made. 

()th Ehe Books used in the Scliool engaged the particular attention 
of the Committee, to whom the religic.ius chaiactcr of some of tliem 
appeared objee tionalile, lioih as likely to deter many of the Natives from 
attending the School, and with respect to the Holy scriptures themselves 
as rather degrading the book than likely to ha\e any licndicial tendency. 
The Committee are of opinion, that it would be an object worthy cif the 
Right Hon’bic! the (H)vernor in Ckiunc il to give encouragement, by offer 
of reward, to the composition or preparation of e;?s\ and familiar stories 
of scenes in tliis country, such as wcjuld lie iikelv to engage the interest 
of native readers, aticl that these (in the elementary parts) should be printed 
or lithographed in English and Mahratta, after the Hamiltonian manner, 
and in the meantime that it is desirable to prewent the further use of the 
Bible as a class Bciok, to Avhich for want of othens the studies of the Boys 
are now^ nearly conlinecl, by furnishing Mr. Eisdale with any school Books 
procurable which are adapted to the teacliing of English without touching 
on matters of Religion makitig it a fundamenta] Rule that although all 
Books to be used should have a good moral tendency, it should be 
endeavoured to obtain the confidence of the natives that no interference 
with Religion is intended.

We have the honor to acquaint you for the information of the Right 
Hon’ble the Go\ernor in Council thal, having again assembled and 
taken into consideration the* state of the school subsequentl) to our sug¬ 
gestion contained in our letter of the 18th April last, which were so 
obligingly received by Government, and replied io by your letter of the 
2nd^of^May, we had pleasure in observing an increased attendance of 
scholars, with satisfactory appearance of progressive improvement. 

2nd We beg to suggest, as a desiral)le alteration in the hours of 
attendance, that, except in the last month, dtiring which it may be found 
necessary to make some alteration, the time for tuition be made from 10 
o’clock A.M. to 4 P.M. instead of from (> o’clock or I past 6 A.M. till 10—and 
then tigain from 3 o’clock P.M. till sunset thus adopting the hours generally 
considered most suitable for business and universally made use of in offices 
and also relieving those scholars who live at a distance from the incon¬ 
venience of coming twice to school. 

3rd. With reference to the time devoted to instruction, we beg further 
to recommend, that Mr. Eisdale be directed by Goverriment to consider it 
an object to diminish as much as possible the number of holidays, and 
we are desirous of giving it as our opinion, thal those only which arc 
specified in Appendixes A R: B to Regulation 111 of 182/ should be avowed¬ 
ly permitted besides those others which the .Religion of the party may 
render indispensable. These we think will still make up a considerable 
portion of time, and render unnecessary and half holidays in every week. 

4th. The supply of Books adapted to the capacities and attainments 
of the scholars appears to us to be still deficient and we beg to suggest 
whether it may not be possible to procure some of a desirable sort from 
Calctitta published there by the School Book Society. 

fith The last recommendation which we are desirous of making is, 
that one or two respectable nativ'es may be associated w’lth us in the duties 
of superintendence. We are of opinion that valuable aid would be derived 
from such association, both liy our receiving from them useful infonna- 
tion, and by their being the means of disseminating among the native 
community a right understanding respecting the objects and procedure of 
the school.

We have the honor to report, for the information of the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor in Council, that in compliance with the standing instructions 
of Government, we held, on the 4th instant an Examination of the English 
.School in Poona, which will from this time be continued periodically. 
The Right Hon’ble the Governor was pleased to preside on the occasion, 
and the Meeting was attended by the President and all the Members of 
the Committee, European and Native, who are at present in Poona. There 
were present also a considerable number of natives of respectability. 

2nd. The more advanced classes were examined in reading, parsing, 
and explaining the meaning of what they read in English and Mahralta; 
and in Geography with the use of the Terrestrial Globe, and Astronomy 
by means of the Orrery. The junior classes were examined in reading, 
and explaining what they read in Mahratta. It was the opinion of the 
Committee that all the scholars exhibited satisfactory progre.ss, considering 
the time they had been in the school; and the upper boys were deemed 
to acquit themselves in a very creditable manner. 

3rd. The Right Hon'ble the Governor was pleased to signify his 
approbation of the state of the school. His Lordship also gratified the 
successful candidates by distributing the Rewards with his own hand. 

4th. We beg to annex Bills for the articles required on this occasion 
aniounting collectively to Rupees Two Hundred and Two and to request 
that the expence may be defrayed by the Principal Collector of this station.

The progress of the 5 monitors appointed by Government in this 
school at 10 Rs. per mensem, is much impeded by the necessity they are 
under of spending about half the school hours in teaching their classes, 
the consequence of which is that in the present arrangement of the school 
they are necessarily left behind by clever boys. 

2. To obviate this necessity, and as it would appear from experience 
that an allowance of Rs. 10 monthly is too little to retain first rate scholars 
some having already been tempted to leave by the offer of larger pay while 
I am convinced that the same sum is more than sufficient for the respect¬ 
able maintenance of a young Native in Poona, I would beg leave to pro- 
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pose that the Committee should, if no objection occur to such an arrange¬ 
ment, sanction a division of the Rs. 50 among 8 boys in the following 
manner. 


The first to receive Rs. 10 


Second 8 

third 6

in all Rs. 50 


3. By adopting this plan the Monitors will be enabled to relieve each 
other in studying and teaching alternatively, and an emulation will be 
excited among them if those who distinguish themselves be, on vacancies 
occurring, advanced to higher rank. 


4. The two most distinguished of the original 5 Monitors went in 
April with my permission to Bombay to compete for scholarships at the 
Elphinstone College, in which they were successful, one obtaining a scholar¬ 
ship of Rs. 30 monthly, and the other a scholarship of Rs. 20 monthly. 
Their situations have been filled temporarily by two boys to whom I 
would now beg leave to propose the addition of a third, in order that the 
arrangement above detailed may be carried into effect as soon as possible. 
The Rs. 20 will then be divided among the 3 following youths. 


viz. 

1, Kushba ^ | stand 

2, Bholagir Gosavi | j^j^j^cst in the first class. 

3, Balu Amrit Rao J 

Probably the Committee will be of opinion that it is inexpedient to 
proceed further with the new arrangement until the three old Monitors 
vacate their places next October. 

5. One boy greatly superior to all these in Mathematics who has 
been comparatively but a short time at the school but whose talents are 
of great promise, has declined receiving any allowance. This boy’s name 
is Gangadhar Joshi; he gives great assistance in teaching Arithmetic and 
Mathematics. 


Attendance. 

6. In reporting on the Attendance I beg leave to state that it has 
increased a little during the past year. In last August there were 140 
names on the rolls of the classes, the attendance has varied during the 
rains from 100 to 117 which is the highest, I observe in the monthly lists 
returned to the Committee. 

Subjects of Study. 

7. In regard to the subjects of study, nothing new has been intro¬ 
duced during the past year sufficiently important to be detailed, excepting 
the elements of Chemistry of which the first class have commenced the 
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study. They are prepared for examination on the first six chapters of a 
work entitled “Reids Introduction to Chemistry”. Some chemical and 
philosophical apparatus kindly presented to the school by our late excellent 
Governor will aid them in making greater progress during the year on 
which they are now about to enter. The other subjects of study with 
which the respective classes arc engaged are detailed in a Tabular form at 
the end of this letter, to which I beg respectfully to refer the Committee. 

8. In conclusion I beg to state that the success of the two Monitors 
in obtaining scholarships in Bombay has had a good effect upon some of the 
higher boys in the School, who, since that event occurred, have exhibited 
more zeal in the pursuit of knowledge under difficulties. It was in the 
hope of such a result that I permitted their department. I trust that 
some of them will soon be able to produce some translations into Marathe 
of the most useful parts of such books as they have read, upon which 
indeed they have already commenced. The multiplicity of studies, which 
seems indispensable according to the present study system of English edu¬ 
cation, is however, adverse to the speedy accomplishment of such objects.

Sir, 

I have the honor to state for the information of the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor in Council that 1 availed myself of my late visit to our 
Districts. North of the Myhcr, to enquire into the state of the Public 
Schools established there under the management of the Native Education 
Society, and am happy to be able to make a very favorable Report of them. 

2nd. In one of the .schools at Ahmedabad, there were 87 boys, and 
in the other 69; at Dholka the schools contained 40 boys, at Kaira 46 and 
at Narriad 60. 
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3rd. The schools seemed highly popular. Boys of the best families 
attended them and the principal people of the towns in which they were 
established not only showed no prejudice against them but seemed to take 
a considerable interest in their welfare. 1 have an impression they now 
fully understand their value. 

4th. Examinations took place before me and some respectable natives 
I reejuested to accompany me. As far as I could judge, the boys read with 
a readiness and fluency unknown at the common schools of the Country, 
and it was evident they understood what they read. They also shewed 
considerable expertness in Arithmetic after the English system. 

r)th. I have the satisfaction to state that several of the boys trained 
at these schools have commenced their career in the public service. The 
Komavisdars told me that from their superior education they became quickly 
versed in the duties of Tullatee or Village accountant, and the Mamlatdar 
at Ahmedabad (a very intelligent man) assured me he preferred them to 
all other applicants for such appointments. As their employment will 
at once be beneficial to Government and promote the usefulness of the 
schools, I addressed a letter on the subject to the Collectors of which I beg 
to transmit a copy, and under the reservations it contains, I hope it will 
be approved of by Government. 

6th. With the further view of encouraging these schools I distributed 
a few turbans among the best scholars a bill for which (amounting to 
Rupees seventv-four and two quarters) 1 beg to submit, and to request 
Government’s sanction to it.

Sir, 

In Mr. Secretary Wathen's letter of the 12th July 18M Government 
was pleased to appoint a Mahratta and a Guzeratte schoolmaster to the 
village of Nargole, pergunnah Sunjeen, but as the Guzeratte language 
is there most sought after, there are not more than 12 boys who attend the 
Mahratta school. At the town of Dhanoo, there is not a single school, 
and yet there are 78 boys whose parents are most conscious for their instruc- 
tion; I would therefore respectfully suggest that I may be allowed to 
transfer the Mahratta schoolmaster from Nargole to Dhanoo. 

2nd. In the large town of Tarapoor, there are 50 Boys whose parents 
are anxious to have them instructed in the Mahratta Language, and 40 
boys whose parents desire a Guzaratte teacher, I would respectfully suggest 
that a schoolmaster capable of teaching both the Mahratta and Guzaratte 
languages be appointed there. 

Brd. When lately engaged in surveying the small pergunnah of 
Manickpoory, Talooka Bassciii, I was surprised to see the vast number of 
Boys who daily attended the measurement of the fields, and on enquiry I 
found that there were no less than 60 in the Village of Chulnah where there 
was no school, and who consequently had no means of instruction. They 
are principally Christians and I would most respectfully suggest that a 
Mahratta schoolmaster may be allowed. 

4th. In the town of Manickpoor there is a schoolmaster, who has 
41 scholars resident in that town; there are 4 villages surrounding it and 
the total number of boys who would attend a Government school, were 
it instituted at that place, would be 85. The present schoolmaster is very 
badly paid, and cannot afford to take boys anxious to attend, without 
some remuneration. I would suggest that he be examined by the Educa¬ 
tion Society Committee at Bombay, and if competent, be appointed on the 
usual salary; if not, that another person be selected for the duty.

Sir, 

As the native population of this Collectorate is continually showing 
its anxiety for the establishment of Government schools, and as I have 
now several applications of tlie same nature before me, I have the honor 
to address you on the subject of education generally. 

2nd. At present the number of Government schools in this Collecto¬ 
rate are 11; the principal one is at the head station of Tannah wherein 
163 boys attend, 50 boys in the English school, 19 boys in the Portuguese 
and 94 boys in the Mahratta school; since the appointment of the new 
head master, Mr. Murray, sanctioned in the letter from Government under 
date the 3d, of April last, and the active and constant superintendence of 
Mr. Fletcher the Clergyman of this district, the Boys in the English schools 
have made considerable progress in their studies. The national system 
has been introduced and the greatest success may l)e anticipated. 

3d. There are two other English schools, at Coorlem in Salsette, 
and at Panwell; the former has 34 boys and girls, who are taught Portu¬ 
guese and English. This school was formerly established at Arnboli on a 
petition preferred from the inhabitants, Portuguese Christians, forwarded 
with your letter of the 2ncl of August 1834 and reported upon by me 
under date the 15th of the same month. This school was sanctioned 
under a Portuguese and English teacher in your letter of the 27th of the 
same month. Mr. Elphinstone, the acting Collector of Tannah, in his 
letter to your address dated the 22nd of December 1835, recommended 
the transfer of this school from Aml^olee to (3c)orlce on the gTOund of its 
being available there for a larger population. J his officer forwarded re¬ 
presentations on the subject from his assistant, Mr. Davies and the 
Reverend Mr. Fletcher, which tended to shew that the schex)! was a very 
inefficient and imperfect in the nieghbourhood of Ambolee being thin 
and scattered, and consisting merely of Portuguese over whom the priest 
exacted his usual influence, and Mr. Davies remarked that the only accom¬ 
plishment the boys were likely to learn was Portuguese Psalmody. In 
your reply dated the 7th of January 1836 Government was pleased to 
sanction the removal of this school from Ambolee to Koorlee, but this 
change has occasioned little advantage. The school is attended merely 
by Portuguese children and that language appears to be the one most 
taught, English being a secondary study, and Mahratta is altogether ex¬ 
cluded, the present master having no knowledge of it. 

4th. As the Portuguese language is one that certainly need not be 
encouraged by Government, I would respectfully suggest that a Mahratta 
and English teacher be allowed in lieu of the present Portuguese teacher 
and the whole would rapidly increase in its numbers and become really 
useful. The study of the Portuguese can neither be considered desirable

nor useful, and though Government need not forbid it, it certainly is not 
required to encourage it, but it may be allowed to take its chance under 
private patronage. 

5th. In my letter to your address of the 28th of June last, I did 
myself the honor of applying for a school at 1 arapoor where 90 boys are 
ready to be instructed in the Mahratta and Guzerattee languages, and for 
one at the village of Chulna, pergunnah Manickpoora, where no less than 
60 Christian boys were without any instruction. I also recommended that a 
schoolmaster might be entertained by Government at the town of Manick¬ 
poora where he would have 85 boys to instruct, mostly Christians. 

6th. In addition to the above, I find that at the large town of Aghasee 
in the island of Bassein, there is merely a school of 20 boys, whereas 120 
would attend a Government school; at Sopara, another large village in 
the same island—there now 42 boys taught, whereas 65 would attend a 
Government school; at Mahim there are 2 schools containing 62 boys 
whereas 113 are anxious and ready to attend were opportunity afforded, 
at Kailwa Mahim, another large town on the Coast, there are 22 boys who 
attend a school, but 45 boys would attend if instruction were provided, 
and at Surgaum, also a large Village on the coast, 30 boys are anxious 
and ready to attend a school but unfc^rtunately there is none. 

7th. Thus, with the three schools applied for in June, and 5 now 
represented, total 8 schools for 613 Boys anxious to be instructed, I humbly, 
and in behalf of the applicants and candidates, beg the patronage and 
assistance of Government. If the claims of the inhabitants for the patron¬ 
age of Government are admitted, we shall have 19 Government schools in 
this Collectorate and as the education of all classes is thus rapidly extend¬ 
ing and souglit for, I would respectfully urge the necessity of .some general 
plan and rules for the direction of this most interesting subject. 

8th. In the first place one system of education should, I humbly 
conceive, be adopted throughout the schools, for which purpose I would 
beg to recommend the adoption of the plan fixed upon by the Church 
Missionary Society, which I beg to annex, and for which I am indebted to 
Mr. Fletcher. 

9th. Some might object to our scriptures being taught in these schools, 
but I humbly conceive that this may be overruled by leaving it to the 
option of those instructed; providing the books but not insisting on their 
use in preference to others. I have never yet found any aversion on the 
part of those who attend, to learning from any books supplied, and the 
scriptual books may do a great deal of good and can do no harm. 

10. I should also recommend that the schoolmaster be paid according 
to the progress of tlieir scholars as laid down in the accompanying rules, 
allowing 2 annas in lieu of 1 anna per mensem for each boy in the 1st 
class, 3 annas in the second, four in the third, and so on to the most 
advanced the 6th class, limiting, however, the receipt of the Masters to 
20 Rupees per mensem which they now generally receive without reference 
to the progress of the boys; the average rate of pay to the Masters by 
this proposed mode will be from about 10 to 15 Rupees per mensem; a 
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good schoolmaster in the districts could not be obtained for less, I think; 
it will stimulate them to exertion, and to the improvement and fulfilment 
of their charge. 

11th. To ensure an efficient control and attention to the system pro¬ 
posed, there ought to be two Native Superintendents on a salary of 25 
Rupees each per mensem, the one should take the circuit of the schools 
situated in the Northern districts, the other, those in the Soutliern districts; 
these Superintendents should be perfectly well versed in the system esta¬ 
blished, and unwittingly move from one school to the other in his circuit, 
minutely superintending the progress made by the schools and that the 
general rules established are observed: the rules for study are detailed 
in the accompaniment. 

12th. With a view of encouraging boys to continue their studies 
longer than is at present the practice owing to the necessity they are under 
of obtaining a livelihood, I would respectfully suggest that 6 scholarships 
be allowed to the head school at Tannah—each to have 3 Rupees per 
mensem allowed; candidates from any school to be appointed on an exami¬ 
nation by the Committee of the School here now established. This would 
hold out an inducement to many to prosecute their studies; and form a 
nursery for teachers at the different schools, or provide intelligent and 
well educated youths for the offices of Government.

Missionary Society held at Parsonage Thursday 11th February 1836, 


Resolved 

The schools should be divided into a greater number of classes than 
has been adopted in those under Mr. Saigon’s Superintendence. 

The instructions to be given in each class should be strictly defined 
and the number of months in which a boy should be expected to acquire 
that instruction fixed, and the master should not receive pay for boys 
who are not sufficiently advanced within the time nor until they are able 
to perform the lessons required for promotion. 

The lowest class should be numbered the first and so on upwards. 

The rate per boy for each class should be fixed and the Masters paid 
accordingly for those boys only who have been qualified for promotion. 

Upon this principle the scale laid down in the American Mission 
Rules may be tried and Mr. Sargon can then point out what modification 
he may think necessary. 

The schools are divided into 6 classes. 
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The 1st is taught the alphabet and numbers. 

The 2nd Barrachadee and tables. 

The 3d Spelling Monosyllables and learn by heart the Lord’s prayer; 
Arithmetic. 

The 4th Child’s first Book in Mahratta or short lessons for children; 
repeat 2 sections of the Elementary Catichism. 4. 1st Commandments. 

The 5th Moral History. Henry and Baker or any similar book. 
Elementary Catichism 4 &: 5th Section 10 Commandments. 

The 6th Gospels &:c &:c.

Memo: 

The expense already incurred for schools under the Fauna Collecto- 
rate is very great viz. Rupees 485 per mensem or Rupees 5820 per annum. 

2. This very’ much exceeds the amount allowed for any other of 
the most populous districts under Government, and, an increase is hardly 
to be justified, when other places must be so much more in want of ade¬ 
quate means of instruction. 

3. Perhaps, Mr. Gilbcrn might be able to revise the present Establish¬ 
ment, so as to diminish the increase of expense, which his plan would 
occasion the Schools for teaching the Portuguese language. It should be 
immediately dispensed with. 

4. The plan of paying the masters according to the proficiency of 
their pupils, might be tried as an experiment, perhaps this could be done 
best at Tanna, and in Mr. Davis’s Districts. 

5. Mr. Gilbern might propose some modification of the present 
Establishment, which would secure additional means of instruction, with¬ 
out much increasing the amount of expenditure. 

6. Unless the assistants will also attend to the schools, the supervision 
of native visitors to the schools, as suggested by Mr. Gilbern cannot be 
much depended on. 

7. The idea of the scholarships at Tanna is very good, and, I think, 
a certain number of them should be established on the same principle of 
those at the Native Education Society Schools in Bombay.

Sir, 

In acknowledging the receipt of your letter of the 29th June and 
6th ultimo, with enclosures, I am directed by the Right Honorable the 
Governor in Council, to observe, that the expense of maintaining the 
schools in the Tannah Collectorate, is very great, viz. Rupees 485 four 
hundred and eighty five per mensem, or Rupees 5,820 five thousand eight 
hundred and twenty per annum, whicli very inucli exceeds the amount 
allowed for any other, of the most populous districts under Government, 
and an increase is hardly to be justified, when otlier places must l)e so 
much more in want of adequite means of instruction. 

2. I am therefore, instructed to inform you, that the Governor in 
Council trusts you will be able to revise the present Establishment, so as 
to diminish the increase of expense, which the plan proposed in your letter 
would occasion, and, if the measure can assist* the realization of the object 
in view, authorizes you to dispense, immediately, with the schools for 
teaching the Portuguese language. 

3. The Governor in Council authorizes your trying the plan, pro¬ 
posed in the 10th para of your letter of the fith ultimo, of paying the Masters 
according to the proficiency of their pupils, as an experiment, in any one 
detached district so that the progress made by the boys there, and 
those educated under the old s)stem, may be compared, and a report of 
the result forwarded to Government. 

4. The Governor in Ckiuncil, I am directed to add, hopes you will 
able to propose some modification of the present Establishment, which 
would secure additional means of Instruction, without increasing the 
amount of expenditure. 

5. Unless, however, the assistants in charge of Districts, exercise a 
general and vigilant control, the Governor in Council is of opinion, that 
the supervision of Native Visitors to the Schools, as suggested by you, is 
not to be much depended on. 

6. The idea of the scholarships at Tannah, I am directed to state, 
is very sensible, and Government accordingly sanctions a certain number 
of them being established, on the same principle as those at the Native 
Education Society Schools in Bombay, reporting the arrangement which 
you may make in consequence.

Sir, 

In September the Committee appointed by the Right Honorable the 
Governor in Council held a public examination of the Government 
Schools within the City of Surat, and we have the honor to submit some 
notes of the proceedings held—Appendix A. 

2. We should have immediately forwarded this report on the exami¬ 
nation taking place, but were induced to defer so doing, until we received 
a promised communication, which the Judge informed us was under pre¬ 
paration, by Ardashur Buhadoor the Kotewal of the City, wherein an 
exposition of the state of instruction generally in Surat, would be collected. 
This communication w^e have also the lionor to submit appendix B and 
it will be seen, that this zealous officer has done his utmost to bring every 
thing before us, that he had promised, in a very clear and distinct manner, 
and for which we are much indebted to him. 

S. We confidently refer to this report, for details as far as they go, 
to the very defective system, if system it can be called, that pervades every 
school. There is no such thing as an endeavour to improve the morals 
of the people, which at present are in the most depraved state; the change 
therefore must be radical, and when we consider the liberality elsewhere 
extended by Government to a less extent of population, we do not hesitate 
to crave similar consideration, to a varied community, of no less than one 
hundred and twenty or thirty thousand souls, contained in the City of 
Surat and Town of Randur. 

4. We are of opinion, that this very important subject should be 
submitted to the consideration of the Native Education Society, that is 
now in full operation, and clfecting great good on the island of Bombay; 
the experience of the trustees of this Society will enable them to make 
more suitable arrangements for supplying the wants of the immense com¬ 
munity of Surat, than any plan we could ourselves venture to suggest: 
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But we apprehend, nothing can be advantageously introduced, without 
some teacher of experience, to give instruction on the highest scale, as 
well as to superintend schools of an inferior class; The teacher should be 
of the same description, as the respectable and talented men attached to 
the schools of the Native Education Society, with suitable assistance. 


5. The City of Surat has now been in the possession of the British 
Government for a period of thirty-six years but the Government has never 
in any instance, save for the last few years at an expenditure of Rupees 
forty per month, given the slightest aid to instruction: and from what has 
lately come under our observation, the result of proceedings in the Session 
Court of Surat, we are apprehensive, that our rule has not tended to 
improve morals, for vice of any description pe^rvades the population, and 
no sound morality exists. It is on this account, that we are induced, in 
the discharge of a duty of the highest importance entrusted to us, to 
solicit the earnest attention of the Right Honorable the Governor in 
Council to our request. 

6, In conclusion we beg that the small sum granted in rewards to 
the best scholars, and the masters of the two Government Schools amount¬ 
ing to Rupees seventy, may receive the sanction of the Right Honorable 
the Governor in Council.

Munchharam Jugjeewandas and Eduljee Khoorshedjec the other 
members of tlic (k)mmiitee were unable to atlcnd, the fornier in conse¬ 
quence of a deal!) in his family and the latter from being- indisposed. 

Many of tlic schoolmasters, unccjnnected with the two Govcinment 
Schools with a few of the Scholars who received instruction from them 
were in attendance. 

Doorgarain Munchharain and Pransliunkar Ooiniyanath die School 
Masters of the Government Schools at Stirat alleiuled with their siholats. 

The Goiinnittee connnenced with the examination of tlic Scholars 
under Pranshuiikur. Petitions c^'C. c^c. in the (Tuzeratee language were 
given them to read and questions regarding tlieir knowledge in antliraetic 
were put. It is satisfat toi y to slate that the Pupils have made advance¬ 
ment in reading, and went through the petitions Kjc. Sec. with lluency. 
They also gave fair answers to the questions put to them in arithmetic. 

The Goniniiilee did not think the other Scholais undci lianshunkur 
acquitted tliemsehcs so well as they ought to ha\e done. I hey were found 
somewhat imperfect in reading and answering the questions pul to them. 

The scholars who rccei\e instruction from Doorgarain, in the other 
Government School, did not satisly the Caimmittee as to theii knowledge 
of Goo/eratce, either in reading or giving answers to tlie questions put to 
them. 

The native schools of the City were next (ailed on lor examination, 
but tlie School Masters brought forward a few of their scholars, who were 
very young, and some attended without any scholai s. I he boys who did 
attend weiX' quite ignorant of reading and unal)le to answer the epiestions 
put to them; tlie examination was not consecjuc'ntly jiroceeded with; how^- 
ever some of the Sc hocilmasters themselves were examined, and tliey were 
generally found to be quite incompetent to read, or answer the questions 
put to them. They were therelore allowed to depart with advice from 
the Committee, that they should improve themselves, without which their 
continuing to teacli would not be advantageous tea their scholars, as they 
were incapable of allording recpiisile instruction. 

In conclusion, the Committee with a view to infuse into tlie minds 
of tlie scholars, some sjiirit of emulation, determined to bestow small 
honorary rewards among those of the (mvernment Sciiolars who have passed 
their examination best; accordingly 8 Hupees was bestowed on each of 
the following individuals.

Honourable Sir, 

(:onformat)ly to your honor’s instructions, I beg leave most respect¬ 
fully to report tiie state and description of tlic schools in the city of Surat 
and I’own of Randur. 

The following are the abstract of the schools viz. 55 Schools conducted 
by Hindoos called Mehtajee: 'Ehe scholars are taught writing, and letter, 
notes, devision, calculating interest. &c. R:c\ No. of scholars 2,872. 

The allowance received by tlie above Mehtajee from each scholar viz. 

On beginning to write tlic Pattcc or wooden Plank 3 quarter 
Ditto Ditto ■■ on the Thallec or brass dish 3 qr. 


And one handful of grain daily. 

On the 8th and Mth of Soodar (Sood) and 15th and h^r 30th of each 
month, one nitc is paid by the scholars to their masters per each of those 
davs, and here I beg to observe, that some do not pay. On the imishing 
of their education a gratuity is paid to the master, and the amount is 
optional and not a fixed allowance. 

On the dav of Dhunterus in Dcvallee tlie scholars meet in their re^ 
pective Nishal Or schools, and write upon wood-plank sprinkling wit 
red powder, with a bit of silver, which is left on their going home for the 
benefit of masters, as new year’s present, being an ancient y^'orn 
them, whereby each derives about 20 or 2.'', Rupees, but if the Master has 
a considerable number of pupils he derives from 50 to /.) Rupees. 

On the day of Sankrant one pice is paid by each boy, and when any 
respectable persons, or processions of wedding are passing by the way or 
through the street where the school is situated, the schoolmasters on the 
request of such persons sets his scholars at liberty on receiving a sum of 

one or half a Rupee. 
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This rule is not observed in some schools. 

The general hours of attendance at schools from 7 to 8 o clock in 
the morning, till 12 o’clock at noon, and then opened again at 2 o'clock 
and closes for the day at b or ('» o’clock in the evening. 

59 schools conducted by Moohumedans: The scholars arc taught 
Koran, the art of Fukeh. Hudees, Sarf, Nuts, Tusser, and Mumtuq, 
Hekmat, liidanya and the girls taught only Koran. 471. 

I’hc attendance in these schools is not conlincd to regulated hours. 
Some boys and girls attend from morning till evening; some in the fore¬ 
part of the dav, while others only in the afternoon, ami attend from morn¬ 
ing till noon; some from noon until evening, others until 9 o’clock at 
night, while some for one or two hours in the day. 

Some of these teachers arc not regular selioolmasters l)ut impart 
instructions charitablv, while those who are j)rolc.sscd to be School-Masteis 
receive from some boys on his finishing the Koran or other work from 2 
to 5 Rupees or more, and some a monthly allowance Irom 1 to 5 Rupees. 

16 Brahmin Schools: The scholars arc taught Dharum Shaster

Sotnc of the masters never receive anything from the boys. The 
scholars attend at morning, noon, evening ck: niglit. 

16 .Schools conducted by Mobed and Parsec Priests: I he .scholars aie 
taught with Zund avasta. 41,4 

The allowance derivc'd by the Parsec school-tnastcrs on leaitiing a 
son of the Mobed or Priest of Neash. F.eish, and Gussuct, and writing 
Zundc awashta at dinerent times—Rupees .SO. 

On leartiing a son of the Behden or Par:yee of Neasth, and F.esh, some 
body gives more than that sum Rs. 10. 

On learning the mobed of Vundeedad Rupees 15. 

The time of the attendance at School and going home is that the 
scholars attend in the morning at 7 or 8 o clock and go home after R 
o'clock, and then again attend at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and go 
home at 5 or G o clock in the evening'. 

There are also in this city 2 schools called Government schools the 
masters receiving their stipend monthly from the office ol the Iiincipal 
Collector. 148 

Five schools also have been established by the missionaries in different 
parts of the city, the Masters receiving their monthly stipend from 
them. 275 

Independent to the above there is an English school under Mr. 
Bressall situated in the church called district school of the Bombay Educa¬ 
tion Society, the master receiving a monthly salary of twenty Rupees from 
the said Society. 64 
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From the above accounts your honor will find 154 schools and 4,357 
scholars in the city.

2d. I now proceed lo report upon the diderent points to which my 
attention is necessary. 

Of the classes or castes that attend to schools, aniongst the Hindoos, 
the Bariias are liy far the most numerous and regular continued attend¬ 
ance, the otlier classes of Hindoos send their children whilst very young, 
more for the purpose of keeping tliem out ol mischief than for the benefit 
of their education. In these cases the children are taken away so soon as 
they can be of any use* to th(*ir j>arc‘nts, in carrying on or in leaining tiieii 
professions or in earning tlieir livelihood. 1 licir education from that 
period entirely ceases; and it is found, that very lew amongst these can 
read or write/ It would thus appear that it is only those classes, whose 
line of life recpiircs a continued education to any end. I should reinaik, 
however, e\en in these case's that the cxlucation never goes beyond the 
first rudiments, but with all the writing classification is finished at the 
houses of Shrolls ami inentiaiiis. 


3d. Willi ihe Mooluiiniiiedaiis almost all children are taiioht to repeat 
by rote sentences of the Koran, but it is only with the rich or higher ranks, 
that education such as it is at all thought of, with the exception of those 

who study the law and ([ualify themselves lor emjcloyment, there are very 

few others who can do more than read a little Peisian or Aiabic. 

4th. There is a very respectable Mndrassa or College ol Moolan of 
Borahs for the instruction of Arabic. It is resorted to ley Borahs frorn 
all parts, and is much famed amongst them. The College was instituted 
in the year l«0h hv the late Moollan Shursoodeen and is now kept up at 
an annual expence Of mote than 2a,(KM) Rupees; and is attemded hy ‘-ibrnit 
125 scholars amongst whom are several grown up persons. I hose who live 

at a distance are' lioarded in the College. The scholars are taught by 

classes in Arabic work, which being exi.laincd in common Hindciostanee 
bv the Moolvec; those who are not in classes were employed in their 
rooms. In which I observed various hooks and every thing to denote 
habit of study. rhe whole institution is very creditably managed and 
shews what can be effected with proper means, to promote the knowledge 
of science and literature. 

5 The Parsecs generally send their children to the Hindoo schools, 
but as with them ediication is little thouglu of. and with the greater part 
is thrown aside as soon as the boy attains to an age to be of any use by 
labouring. There is however amongst the Parsecs comparatively .1 grcatci 
riumber fhat can write, though most unintelligible than amongst the other 

classes. 
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6. The observations I proceed to offer upon the learning acquired 
has reference to the system pursued in the Gozeratcc schools and much 
do I regret to state, that in all cases of the most wretched discription it 
is not so much in regard to the number of schools, that assistance is 
required as improvements in the manner of teaching or rather I should 
say, in the matter taught. Years are consumed in bringing the changes 
upon the alphabet learning, the first rules of arithmetic and a little bad 
writing. Nothing can be more contemptible than the instruction given 
in these sdiools. It is unnecessary to give a detailed information as no 
ideas are gained, or habits of industry and study acquired, whereby they 
may become memiters of good society. The education is carried on and 
completed if it can be so called without tlie most remote view to founda¬ 
tion being laid for the accjuiiement of Isnowledge or of meut.al improve¬ 
ments. The masters arc ignorant and in fact as to knowledge they have 
to give as much themselves from books as their scholars have to learn. 

/th. The language of the country in which alone education generally 
can be conducted professes with the exteptions of some ritlictdous stories 
in verse not books, and therefore the first step mnst be to give these and 
then to have suflident masters instructed to teach them. Unless this first 
great improtement be attended to, tlie numiter of schools would in my 
opinion be <ittctided with little cir no valualile eflett. It is an tdteration 
in the whole system that is required, and to which our endeaeours should 
tend, not merely to continue or extend what exists, Imt to attempt beyond 
this, and by promoting a different and ftettcr system by introducing in 
short real education gradutillv open to the people of this city, the "vast 
field of knowledge and usefulness. 

8. Some of the present schoolmasters would be the best persons to 
employ in any improved system, proc ided they could be indticed to qualify 
themselves for the purpose. Tfiey are in tfie habit of teaching, and there¬ 
fore there would be less prejudice or trouble to encounter in getting boys 
to attend an introducing any new plan at present. I do not believe there 
are any qualihed pensons capable at once of undertaking charge of 
a school, upon any improved system, than as at present exists. The 
office of school-masters is not hereditary, properly .so called but as com¬ 
monly w'lth the Hindoos, the .son follows the profession of his father, and 
thus there are many instances where schools have existed in the ’same 
family, and place, for several generations. 

9. It remains now to offer my humble opinion upon the best means 
of promoting the object under consideration, as little can be effected with 
the present schools, until some better system has been adopted, and found 
to succeed. I think it would be advisable in the first instance to make 
an attempt to set up a few .schools where a more enliglitened system of 
education should be pursued. To this view, your lionor, .so far as to 
make an allowance to .school-masters who are qualified and would under¬ 
take to teach upon the desired principles to any schoolmasters of this 
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clcscription, I think a salary of twenty rupees would be well bestowed and 
would form an addition to what woidd be derived from the boys a suffi¬ 
cient eiKour.igement (o exertions. It would be necessary for your honor 
in the first instance lo supply books, whicfi howe\er after the system had 
taken some toot, miglit be sold or the boys be obliged to provide them¬ 
selves.

They read the 
Mahratta abridgement of Dufi’s History, and answered a few questions 
relating to the earlier parts, repeated the catechism of Geography pointed 
out ditferent places on the Map of Hindoostan and passed a very gocxl 
Examination in the Regulation Xll, XIV', XVT they were set a sum in 
the double rule ol three which only one boy could work out correctly. 
They have gone quite through the “ Poornak and “ Apoornah , or 1st 
and 2nd Volume of Arithmetic. Their writing was also good in the Moree 
and Balbodh characters.

The firs/ class consists of H boys who were examined in :;ala Pardutee 
and Lsol s failles and half the 1st Volume of Aiithmetic as far as the 
Rule of three—two named Chrubusapa Munsincall and Mullana Dodwar 
received prizes, the former for his summing and writing, 4 Rupees, and 
the latter for his writing 2 Rupees; the others who were examined passed 
but indifferently. 

2n(i Class which consists of 7 boys was examined in Sala Pundutee 
and Esofs fables and sums in Division of the 1st Volume of arithmetic. 
A reward of one rupee was adjusted to Era a iMensin Rare for his reading 
and writing. He did not work out a sum winch was given him. 

.3rd Class consists of 7 boys. They Iiave got as far as Multiplication. 

The remaining classes have not got beyond the rudiments in arith¬ 
metic and Reading. The schoolmaster has been in charge only a year 
and has scarcely had time to make more progress than he has. 

At the close of this Examination the Mahratta Schoolmaster wished 
13 of lus boys to be examined in (amarese and two of them named 
Shrecnivas Rao and Veerpaxapa Mensincaee were accordingly put on to 
read some Canarese papers and depositions in Magisterial cases and did 
so with facility and explained their meaning, their writing in Canarese 
was also good. Srecniwas Rao received a prize of 5 Rupees for his 
proficiency and for his industry in translating, the Mahratta catechism of 
Geography into C'anarese and Veerpaxapa for his knowledge of Canarese 
and his good writing received Rupee 2. The rest of the boys though 
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tolerably acquainted with the Canarese were not sufficiently so to entitle 
them to rewards. 


Great credit is due to the Mahratta schoolmaster for his exertions, 
in instructing these pupils so well and he was informed that a present 
of a shela and pugree would be given him if approved of by Government. 

It appears that a Committee has never been regularly appointed at 
this station in the formal manner prescribed by the Government order 
of the 5th September bS^b and accordingly the following gentlemen are 
named who will in future be considered to comprise the same with power 
to add to their numbers.

In concluding this report the Committee would beg favourable atten¬ 
tion of the Right Flonorable the Governor in Council to the following 
observations and suggestions which they consider would tend to place the 
schools in a state of much greater efficiency than the present system will 
ever admit of. The Present Canarese Master seems unequal to the duties 
of a head teacher but he would probably do very well as an assistant. 
The Mahratta master has displayed considerable zeal and activity in for¬ 
warding the wishes of Government to introduce the general use of the 
Canarese language and has proved himself equal to the task of super¬ 
intending a canarese school. The Committee would therefore strongly 
recommend that both schools—Mahratta and Canarese be incorporated into 
one and placed under his supervision with the present Canarese Master 
as his assistant. His attention should be particularly directed to Canarese 
as the language in which it is desired that public business should be trans¬ 
acted, for this double charge and the extra trouble of teaching what may 
be termed a new language as far as writing and reading arc concerned. 
The Committee hope that some addition may be made to his present 
salary of Rupees 30 per mensem to which they consider him fully entitled 
both for his zeal in his profession and the very respectable character he 
bears. 

The Committee would likewise suggest that the master be permitted 
to employ his most forward boys as monitors or assistant teachers in the 
different classes and that as an encouragement some small stipend should 
be granted at the discretion of the Committee never exceeding 4 rupees 
per mensem to such boys who rendered themselves useful in this way. 
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The Committee think it would be of gretit advantage to the schools 
if the members of the German Mission now estaljlislicd liere were associated 
with them. These gentlemen have established an Knglisli scliool of their 
own and have it in contemplation to establish a Canaiese one also -but it 
is believed they would willingly lend their assistance in supervising and 
occasionally visiting the (government schools and wide h from their accpiaint- 
ance with the subject and the great respect tlie natives generally evince 
for them would not fail to bc^ highly adv^antageous. The C-ommittec' in 
conclusion beg that the Right Honorable tlu^ Ciovernor in CiOuncil will 
be pleased to sanction the disimrsements amounting Rs. 4f) made by them 
to the scholars on the present occasion and also the re^^ ard of a Shela and 
Piigree which was promised to the Master—which would proliably cost 
20 rupees.

The thanks of (A)vernment should lx* returned to tlie (Gentlemen who 
composed this (k)mmittee for the attention shewn liy them to the Schools 
at Dharwar and for their judicious suggestions regarding the promotion 
of the useful work of native education at that station. 

The report of the Caimmittec may be considered as satisfactory and 
the commendation of (x)vernment bcstcjwed on the Master of the Maratta 
School for his zeal and attention. 

The Committee named in this report should be approved. 

The amount distributed in presents to tlie boys who distinguished 
themselves to be sanctioned as well as the expense of a Sela and Pagotec 
to the Master of the Maratha School. 

The recommendation made in the Lbhcl para appears judicious, the 
merits and laudable exertions of the Master in charge of the Marratta 
school have been already brought to the notice of (d)vernmeiit. He has 
also evinced his zeal to assist the views of (Government in introducing the 
study of the Canarese language by voluntarily instructing his Pupils in 
that tongue whose progress in that Language is borne honorable testimony 
to by the Committee. He should therefore be placed in charge of both 
schools and the Canarese Master apj)ointed to act as his assistant. He 
should receive a small addition to his pay the amount of which slioidd be 
settled by the Resident Members of the Committee and reported for 
sanction. 

The appointment of the most meritorious scholars to be the Monitors 
and to receive a small payment not exceeding 4 Rs. per mensem should 
be sanctioned the number and the amount paid to each being reported.

They should be informed that Government have perused with interest 
and satisfaction the account given of the laudable and liberal assistance 
render by the European and Native residents towards the Establisliment of 
an English School by those respectable Cientlemen and that great com¬ 
mendation is due to Veiikut Rao, the l\)litical Sudder Aiiieen for the 
liberal example shewn by him to his countrymen on tliis occasion. A 
letter should be written to the Head Master informing him that his good 
conduct has been brought to the notice of Cioxernment and that it has 
been deemed proper in (onsecpience to honor him xvith a Serpao and 
Avith the appointment of Ihiiuipal Master of the Dliarwar Marrattee and 
Canarese Schools and that liis exertions in teaching Canarese are consi¬ 
dered as very praiseworthv and that (ioveminent have ordered him this 
honor and an increase of pay in consequence of tlieir full reliance on his 
future conduct. 

The Resident Members of the Committee should have this letter read 
and the honor conferred in an asseinbh of the' [irincipal Europeans and 
Natives, such trilling marks of distinction being vct) highiv estimated by 
tlie Natives if tlie mode of giving them is propeilv adapted to their habits 
of thinking and not after the European custom of pacing a few 
Rupees in a room alone and taking a silent receipt lor them.

with the general and leading principles winch the Cknirt of Directors and 
the Government of India have a|)proved and adoj)ted, for the diffusion of 
Ptddic Instruction, and which has been communicated to tfie Bond^ay 
Government f)oth l)y the Home Authorities and l)y this Government. 

5. The (iovernor General of India in Council has the fullest con¬ 
fidence in the jtjclicious measures that will be aclo|)tecl by tfic Gov'crnmcnt 
of Bombay, and that the zeal and ability with which His Honour in 
Council will bv su|)ported by tfic |>ublic: oflicc'rs engaged in the Department 
of Education in the Bombay Presidency, will not fail to produce the most 
important and beneficial results and His l.ordsliip in Council will in 
addition to tfic annual reports prescribed be glad to learn from time to 
time, the results of the measures that may l>e undertaken, and the state 
and progress of the several Institutions for the diffusion of Public Instruc¬ 
tion in the Bcanibay Presideiicy, founded or supported from the public 
funds; as well as of other Educational Establishments in that Presidency.

Two or tliree for instance might be atiac be d to Mr. (*oldsnnth s 
Cutcherry at Inda})oor, wluae he is now aetive.lv engaged :n imja'oving 
the village accounts instructing the Native; Servants in the Regulations of 
our (ioverninent reforming the village svstem; and in ascertaining the 
productive powers of the soil vvitli the view ol revising the assessment. 
Mr. Goldsmith tills me he would be very happy to sujMjruUend tlieir in¬ 
struction. I should also be glad to take one or two yotiths under my own 
s})ecial charge and in accompanying mv ollice afiout the* country tlie young 
men could not fail to colliat information whidi would b(‘ veay useful to 
them when they were considercal lit for aitive emjdoymeni. 

8th. In Districts where the Mamlutdars have established a high 
reputation for integrity and ability, and vvluae the Magistcaial duties were 
heavy, or luirc^pean Agency far from the spot I would entrust them with 
the powers at presemt vested in assistant Magistrates. I’his might be done 
as soon as the proposed act, whicfi ajijieared in the (government Ga/ette 
of tlie l^nd ultimo, has passed. 

9th. As it cannot be expected that tlie youths when removed fioni 
their families will be able to support themselves, some allowance must 
be assigned them. Thew will reeptire a iioney when travelling about the 
country and the allowance should include tlie expence ol keeping one 
on this point Government would proliafdy wisli to consult the Native 
Education Committee, ” and perhaps it would not be unreasonable in

Government to require the Institution to bear a part of the expence. The 
youths would, as it were, be still undergoing a part of their Education, 
till the completion of which they could not enter on the Public Service 
either with advantage to Government or credit to the School. 


Minute by the Right Hon’hle the Governor, 

I am glad to have elicited from Mr. Williamson his proposition as 
to the educational employment of the best students attached to the Native 
Education Society in financial business under Mr. Williamson himself 
and Mr. Goldsmith. 

I should be sorry if all the native posts connected with the collection 
of the Revenues were conferred on the youths belonging to this Institution. 

It is well that this class of situations should often, or at least should 
sometimes be hlled bv indueritial Inhabitants of the Districts, but the 
occasional preference of highly qualified strangers is very desirable with 
a view to the benelit of the Distric ts, and it will be of inconceivable advant¬ 
age to the excellent Institution before mentioned to seek such candidates 
in the ranks of its most distinguished stiidetits. 

An extract of Mr. Williamson’s letter comprising the Gth and three 
following paragraphs should be sent to the “ Native Edtic:ation Committee ”, 
who should [)e recjiiested^to take into consideration Mr. Williamson’s sug¬ 
gestion, and to rej)ort tlicir opinion upon it, with any observations that 
seem important in relation to the subject and if their opinion is favourable 
to the adoption of the suggestion, they sliould be rec]nested to state if they 
have any youths at present awailable for the service contemplated by Mr. 
Williamson, and to name them, and at the same time to mention whether 
the Society will C()ntril)ute anything and what to the exy)ence of training 
the youths so solicited, in the manner prc)j)osed in Mr. Williamson’s con¬ 
cluding paragraph.

Sir, 

I am instructed to acknowledge the receipt c^f your letter under date 
the 20th ultimo, accompanving an Extract of a communication from the 
Revenue Commissioner to Government in which that Offi(er notices the 
advantages that woidd accrue to the public service, from the employment 
in the Revenue Department of some of the most promising youths educated 
in the Schools of the Native Education Society. \V)ur letter states the 
desire of Government that the suggestions of the Revenue Commissioner 
on this point, shoidd be taken into consideration by the Society, and that 
its remarks thereon, together wdth such other observations on the subject, 
as may seem important, should be submitted to (iovernment. 

2. In reply, I am directed to state, that the Society fully concurs 
with the Revenue Commissioner, in his opinion, that the employment in 
his Department of the most promising youths educated in the Society’s 
Schools, would l)e extremely desirable, tiot otdy as a means of improving 
the efficiency of that Department in its subordinate branches, but further. 
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as affording to the natives of tin's country, what has hitherto been much 
wanted, namely, a practical proof of the advantages of education, and an 
assurance that each of the rising generation as wifi but make good use of 
the opportunities of instnution now at their command, cannot fail to 
proht from so doing. 

?). Tlic prospect of employment in this manner, will also, the Society 
is happy to think, ha\e the effect of inducing youths to remain at the 
Schools of the Society, for a longer period than it has hitherto been found 
practicable to induce them to do, otherwise than by means of paid Scholar¬ 
ships institutc^d for tlie ex])ress purpose of checking in some degree the 
prevailing practice, of f)cns leaving the schools the moment they have 
obtained a knowledge of Knglish, sufficient to enable them to earn their 
bread as Writers in puf)lic offices. 

4. The higher prospects which the proposed plan open to tliern, 
the Society cannot doubt, will have the effect of calling for the energies 
on the part of the students, corresponding with the advantages they may 
reasonably hope to ohtaiti, by persevering in their studies. 

5. But in expressing its satisfaction with the plan proposed for the 
employment in the public service of its educated pupils, the Society Avould 
wish to avoid being lUHlei'slooci to im|)h that there arc many such, at 
this moment, wliom it could recommend tc) the la\c)raf)le mat ice of (Tovern- 
ment. I he want of such an encouragement to exertion, as is now so 
judiciously proposed to be given, has hitherlo liacl a most de])ressing effect 
on the natixes generalh'. \erv few of whom cat! afford to cultivate know¬ 
ledge' inereh for its o^s u af)siract advantages, or otherwise tlian with a 
view to t!ie earnitig of tlieir daily bieacl; and tf)e accjuirement is seldom 
therefore carried further after tliat object has been attained. 

0. Again, so short a lime has ela])sc'd since the knglish branch of the 
Society’s Schools has l)een on its present efficient footing, that but few 
youths, comparatively speaking, ha\(‘ attained that degree of proficiency 
which would warrant tlie Society in recommending them to tlie favorable 
notice of Government for pul)lic employment, and, however selfish it may 
at first ajjpear, ifie Society feels itself bound to state, that most of the 
youtlis so cjualific'd are now in its own immc'cliate sercicc', and activc'ly and 
most usefully employed as teachers. If deprived of tlieir services at this 
time, the operations of the Society, with a viewv to the extensive diffusion 
of knowledge, would be materially c ire imisc ribed and the Soc iety Cjuestions 
w hether such a measure would prove ultimately advantageous to the young 
men themsehes. wdio, though at present, to a certain degree, employed as 
instructors of others, yet hace a considerable part of the attention of the 
Head Masters of the Institution, devoted to forwarding and directing their 
private studies; and who therefore, after the lapse of a year or two, will 
naturally be fitted by their attainments for almost any situation in which 
it may please the (Government to jdacc them, while, in the meantime, they 
wall have considerabl) aided the Society in securing an uninterrupted suc¬ 
cession of youths, well c]ualified to take their places, as they themselves 
may be successively called off to fill situatiems in the public service. 
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7. The plan suggested at the last General Meeting of the Society, 
and agreed to by Govcrninent, of publishing in the Cioverninenl Ciazette 
annually, lists of such boys, as may have distinguished themselves b^ pro¬ 
ficiency in their studies in the Societ\’s Scfiools, will, the Society is of 
opinion, prove the l)est mode of making the (_io\ernrnent aware of wliat 
youths arc desiring of encouragement, by being emploved in the manner 
proposed by the Revenue (Commissioner. 

8. With reference to the last suggestion of that officer, namely, that 
the Society might be ex|)ecled to bear some part at least of the expenses 
of the young men so to be emploved under him, I am directed to state 
for the information of the Right Ilonorable tlie Go\ernor in C.ouncil 
that it wall f)e totallv out of the Society’s ])ower to do so, its funds l)eing 
at this moment fully appropriated, while many objeds whit It it has much 
at heart to accomplish are still unattained. 

9. The Society begs to su])mit the consideration of the Right llc^ifblc 
the (Tovernor in Gouncil, its belic^f, that much good mighl be done in the 
way of training up valuable public scTvants. as well as in forwarding the 
diffusion of the aclvanlages of Education, generallv. among the Inhaliitants 
of the various proxinces of the Boml)a\ territories, were the Rexenue Gom- 
missioner, and otliers in fiigh and influential situations, to endeavour to 
persuade the res]>ectable natives such as Jageerdars, Ameens, (aanvisdars, 
Natixe Gommissioners M-c. to send their cliildren to liombax’, for tfie purpose 
of benefiting bv the very superior opportunities of instruction, now at their 
command, and of eventually returning to their homes, xvc'll cpialificxl for 
public employment; should it f)e their fortune to of)tain such, or, if not, 
witfi a fund of useful information which could not lail to exercise a most 
salutarv influence over their oxx ri lialnts and pursuits during life, and which, 
having themselves expcrienccxl the j>leasures and advantages of professing, 
they would most prc)l)af)ly l)e eager to seciue tlie continuance of to llieir 
childreti. 

10. In extension of the Fxevenue Gommissioner’s valuable suggestions 
and pursuing still further this subject, the following considerations are 
respectfully submitted, as in some jueasure calculated to meet the viexvs 
of (iovernment to introduce well educated xouths into the |)ul)lic Depart¬ 
ments, under j)romising circumstances, and at tlie most moderate expense. 

11. In the case of tiie some of rc'sjjec tafile Native offic ers of the 
districts, send to the SocicHx’s .Schools, xvho max recc'ixc' faxcmiafik: tevsti- 
monials as to conduct atid attainments there; and particularly if they 
have so distinguishc'd thc'mselxc’s as to obtain scholarshijis; vacancies of 
the lowest rate of pax in tlie same ofiice or station witli their fathers, might 
be kept open for them, and temporarily filled (for a few montlis or a )ear) 
by a substitute till their ediuation wxis Imished or if no such vacancy should 
cxx'ur before they quitted school, yet as residing witli their parents, if 
employed as suiien'numc^raries, vc‘ry small p^tv, and that only till the first 
vacancy, wxmld be; suHicient, and, on thenr first enttcince; into life;, the 
influence of a father’s eye would often prove most salutary. 

12. For a certain number of years a list of tliese and othcT youths 
from the Society’s Schools, serving in the districts, as proposed by Mr. 
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Williamson, with the Collector’s or Judge’s report upon their conduct, 
might be submitted to the Revenue or Judicial Commissioner when on 
circuit and by them brought to the notice of Government, or otherwise 
recommended for promotion when they may be found deserving. 

13. Unless some measure of tlie nature now touched on be adopted, 
the Society much fears that the advantages of the efficient Educational 
Establishments now in operation at Bombay, will continue for a long 
period of time to benefit exclusively the Inhabitants of the Island, a 
limitation of the good they are so eminently calculated to produce which 
it would be most desirable to take every possible means of obviating.

Sir, 


I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 8th 
instant and transmit to you, for communication to your Society, the follow¬ 
ing remarks on its contents. 


The general views which guided the Right Hon’ble the Governor in 
Council in sanctioning the plan of employing some of the Society’s pupils 
in the department of the Revenue Commissioner appear to be very exactly 
apprehended by the Society; and the Governor in Council cannot but 
rejoice that they have obtained the concurrence of such high authority. 
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It is a source, however, of extreme disappointment to the Governor in 
Council to find that tliis acquiescence in the principles of the plan has 
not led to an adoption of the plan itself, a result, which he would have 
thought natural if not incvitahle. The just remark contained in the second 
and three following paragraphs of your letter, are not afterwards followed 
out into what appear to be their obvious consequences. 

If, as you state, the exertions of the Society liave been reduced less 
successful than could l)e wished, by the absence of that species of encourage¬ 
ment which the Government now proHers, the coired conclusion would 
seem to be that the Society cannot too soon avail itself of such encourage¬ 
ment, by acceding to the measure rcxominendcxl. It does not seem at all 
reasonable to defer the application of a stimulus admitted to be essential 
to the advancement of the Institution, until that advancement shall have 
been accomplished without its aid. 

The Governor in (’ouncil is satisfied tlial the plan ought immediately 
to be carried into effect, on however small a scale, d'herc should be a 
beginning, even if only l)y way of c^xperiment. Siq)pc)sing the youtlis hist 
selected to be rather comparatively than j)ositively good, yet, as they would 
have been selected on ground of merit, their appointment would read an 
impression upon, botli to the inmates of the Scliools, and to tlie native 
would allay. New pupils would be entered. New exertions would be 
made by those attending. I'hc hope of similar disiinclions would animate 
the diligence of the students; and their mutual competition would quickly 
raise the standard of cpialification; which the el(‘vation of standard would 
as quickly re-act on the eflorts of the competitors. 

Thus the plan, even were ii somewhat prematurely put in force, yet 
carrying within itself the principle of a pcu'pctual and still accelerating 
progress. 

But there is no reason for believing that the proceeding would be 
premature. Your letter does not imply, nor can it for a moment be sup¬ 
posed, that youths eminently fitted for the employments of the plan con¬ 
templated may not already be found in the Schools, alistraction of so 
small a member as Mr. Williamson proposes to take in the fust instance, 
could not possibly in the opinion of the Government, produce dial imme¬ 
diate detriment to the Society which your letter apprehends, while, tor any 
inquiry done at the moment, the measure would provide a large compensa¬ 
tion in the sequel. 

The Society, however, considers it as open to doubt whether the 
removal of the youths so taken would be for their own advantage. 

I am directed to observe that it never was intended that any student 
should be transferred to the Public Service except with the consent of 
himself and his friends. The solution, therefore, of the question relerrcd 
to by the Society, would, in every given instance, rest with the partices 
concerned; and the Government is of opinion that it could not, generally 
speaking, be left in better hands. 

If the student, under the counsel of his proper adviscus, prefers remain¬ 
ing in a state of pupillage, cither with the view of qualifying himselt to 
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become a leacher, or with any other view, let him be inclulgecl in his 
taste. But there can be no reason wJiy he should not have the option of 
more active employment; and, whatever be his vocation, he will not fulfil 
it the work lor having (hosen it freely. 

In regard to tlte measures which you tlirow out for consideration, 
with the aim of attrading to the Society’s Scliools at tlic Presidency the 
sons of Natives of rank or station in the Districts, tfie Ciovernor in Ckmncil 
has not failed to consider them; and, as at j>resent advised, he does not 
conceive that they can })e adopted with any great hope of advantage. 

It niav perhaps be advisalde that the Revenue Cloinmissioner and 
oilier iidluential oflicers of (h)verninent in the Districts shc^idd take c:)ppor- 
tunitics of bringing to the knowledge of tlie leading Natives, the nature, 
system, and merits of the Socielv’s Scliools at Bombay. But the proposition 
of persuading those natives to send their (hildren thither, is of much more 
doufitful e\|)edien(y. 1 he exjK'iicc' to tlie fatliei-—^the moral danger to 
the child—of j>lacing tde latter in the heait of a wealthy capital and sea 
port and at a distame from his familv would be great, d’he evil would 
not be small of weakening the tie between parent and child—the most 
amiable feature in the native diaracter. Besides all this, the father, who 
had adopted the plan under the advice of an officer of Government, would 
be very ajit to hold (iov ei iiment responsifile for its success, and bound to 
indemnify him in case of its fail tire. 

If, howcvcT, it be expedient that the Heads of the Native Communities 
in the Districts shotdcl be induced to scaid their sons to the Society’s schools 

at Bomliay.tlie most jiovverful incentive that can lie used for tfiat purpose, 

would be to give them the sight of a voung man jiromoted to employment 
in a District in consec|uence of the instruction which he had enabled, and 
the cjualifications which lie had cxhiliited, at one of those seminaries. 
Here would be the true means of producing the recjuired effect. An 
actual and speaking examjile of this kind would be an argument inccmi- 
parably more efficac ious than all the topics of persuasion whic h Government 
or its officeis have the power of urging; and it would lie ati argument 
which might be used without objcclion; ficxause it would leave the parent 
to adopt or to reject ihe proposed plan of education, according to his own 
unbiassed estimate of its good and its evil. 

Another idea which you suggest, is that the sons of natives holding 
offices in the Districts, who should distinguish themselves at the Society’s 
Schools, should be provisionally appointed to small employment in the 
offices of their fathers, which might be kept open for them till their educa¬ 
tion should be completed. 

This plan, so far as it proposes that employment in the Districts shall 
be the reward of merit at the schools, is C[uite unexceptionable. It is 
indeed the very plan for which the Governor in Council is contending, 
and which has been proposed to tlie Society williout success. But to the 
remainder of the plan, the Governc^r in Council cannot help feeling the 
strongest objection. 
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A boy having greatly distingiiishecl himself at school,—but liis educa¬ 
tion, by the supposition, being as yet incomplete, a future provision is 
forthwith to be secured for him. Tliat ]>ro\ ision is at once to be made 
his and placed beyond tfie reach of rivalry. Of course it is meant that 
he sfiall forfeit it if lie does not conlinue to behave respectably; but tliis 
is all. The living, stirring impulse of compelition, that stimulus Avhich 
has made him what lie is,—is totally withdrawn. ITeiue forward, let him 
maintain a direct mediocrity of exertion,—and Iris \este(l interest cannot 
be touched. 

If it were clelilierately intended to destroy tlu^ ardour ol a pr(Amising 
student and to paralyse him in the midst of his (ourse, what happen 
expedient than this could be devised? Instilutioiis on somcuhal of the 
same principle may undoubtedly lie found in some of the great endowed 
seminaries of Kngland; Imt they invariably jiroduce a terrifin ellect on the 
exertions of those whom they allect to benelit. 

n lu! Governor in C^ouiu il howe\er, does not think k necessary, at 
the present moment, to enter into a full consideration of the measures 
from which the Society might derive advantage, llis object is to press 
on the Society the adoption ol’ the specific inc.-asure proposed by Mr. 
Williamson. 

The Society is prenided with very consideralile means of eiriciency and 
usefulness. No funds are thriving; its svstem of instruction is excellent; 
its managers and ollicers arc able and /ealous; and its teachers ol the first 
order. Every other recpiisite it jtrofers,—but tliere is ojic desideratum. 
All agree' and none leel more' sensilily than thc‘ Society itsell,—tliat, by 
the want of one thing, its efhc ieney is c:rij:>j:)lecl and its usefulness conirae ted. 
All agree that the supply of that one want would jHoduce 'iie ale iilable 
benefit. 

The Natixu’s require to he praetieally eonxdneed that profteieney at the 
Societys Schools is a sure passport to success in lije. 

Once generate this persuasion, more will be done to ensure the success 
of the Society, than the largest addition to its physical means. 

It is, however, for the purpose of impressing the Natives with this 
very object that the Plan, Avhich forms the subject of the present letter, 
has been approved by tlie {Governor in Council, and is now'^ lor the Second 
time submitted to the consideration of the Society, do judge of that 
plan; rests with the Society itself. But, professing a deeper, a Avider and 
more manifold interest in a well being of the Society tlian any ol its other 
supportcrs,*^-ancl anxiously alive to the oldigations which that extent of 
interest involves the Government must express its confident hope that 
the leading members will carelully consider the merits of the plan, in 
reference to the preceding observations, before it is again rejected. 

The Government entreats the Society to reflect that the jn'oposed 
measure is calculated to give to its movements that additional impulse, 
of which it confidently feels the vital importance and that there can be 
no greater solution in practice, than for the Society to defer using the 
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best means of improvement, until it shall have sufFidently improved to 
render the use of them unnecessary. 

If the Society should, on consideration, accede to tlic proposal, it 
will be for them to consider the best method of placing* at the disposal 
of Govcrninent five or six of the students who have made the greatest 
proficiency in the branches of knowledge taught at the Society’s Schools; 
care being taken that none shall be selected for the purpose, except with 
the consent of themselves and their relatives; and that the selection shall 
be expressly made on the ground of merit. 

An early determination is rec]nested, as the Revenue Commissioner 
is shortly to proceed on his circuit.

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter under date 
the 25th ultimo, and in reply to state, for the iniorination of the Right 
Honorable the (Governor in (k)uncil that the Societ)' will, to the extent of 
its ability, at once comply with the wishes of Government so strongly 
urged. 

The Society would beg you to observe, in explanation on the 18th 
instant of your letter, that althougli its funds be deemed thriving, its 
system of instruction excellent, its managers and officers (it is hoped) able, 
and 7 .ealous, and its teachers certainly tiie first order, still that it must be 
borne in mind that the latter are only two in number, that they have 
not been in the Society’s service for more than 9 months, and that the 
health of one of tliem has already in some degree given way under his 
extraordinary exertions, while the only resources the SOCIETY profess 
for affording them any relief in the discliarge of their most arduous 
duties, is by appointing the more advanced pupils as their assistants, whom 
therefore the Society felt most unwilling to ]Kirt with. 

With regard to the IGth paragraph of your letter under reply, I am 
directed by the SOCIETY to observe, that the provision which was pro¬ 
posed to be made for the sons of respectable native officers, in the offices 
of their respective fathers, was meant to be solely the reward of merit, 
properly proved, and to serve as a means of encouragement merely; while 
their future advantage would have depended entirely on their own 
exertions; and the Society still fears that the time is not yet arrived, when 
Native pupils, or their parents, will be content to seek a finished education 
for its own sake alone, and without artificial encouragement. 
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A list of such youngnien as have been found willing to place them¬ 
selves under the Revenue Commissioner is subjoined with a statement of 
the salaries and emoluments they have been in the receipt of under the 
Society, or otherwise.

7th. Fanployc‘cl as Mr. Goldsmiili and his Deputies are, in encjuiring 
into the usages, tenures, and resources of the country, exposing the evils 
of the past system and expounding the l)ene(\ts ol that to he ivitroduced 
in Surveying and classifying the l.and, and establishing a good system of 
Talooka and village accounts his culcherv offers a favorable op|)orlunity 
of introducing into the Revenue' Deparimc'nt (now so delicienl in respect 
and efficiency of agents) some of the most distiiiguishc'd of the Knglish 
Scholars educated in the Society’s schools at Bombay, and 1 would re¬ 
commend as a f)C‘ginning (hat two of thc'se lads bc' at omc' placed undcT 
Mr. Goldsmith’s directiotis. As to the allowances they should at first 
receive, 1 can offer no decided opinion—40 ruyiees to each per mensem 
might suffice, but die whole of that allowance need not bc an extra charge. 
As most of these lads undei'stand the Mahratta language, 1 have no doubt 
that in a few weeks they would be useful in carrying on the current Duties 
and in arranging the establishments Mr. Cioldsmith might apyiropriate to 
them Carcoonsliips of 15 or 20 Rupees each per riiondi. The difference 
between such payments and their full allowance woidd constitute the 
extra charge.

2d. The proposition brought forward by Mr. Williamson ir^ his /th 
Para, should, 1 think, immediately be forwarded to the Native Kducation 
Society, with an expression of the earnest hope of Government Jiat tlie 
Society may be able to comply with it. 

3d. Whether the youths sent into the Districts should be Wests 
Scholars or not, is a cpiestion of comparative indifiercnce. 

4th. I take the opportunity however of saying that having paiti- 
cularly encpiired for anv doctiments fixing thc^ tenuie (if 1 m.iv so speak) 
of those scholarships, l'cannot learn that there is any such document in 
existence and therefore cannot conceive that the Society is precluded fiom 
any such disposal of those scholarships as may directly tend to dm gTcat 
objects of the Institution. Scholarships, Fellowships, Exhibitions and other 
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academic appointments of the same kind do not necessarily imply a 
residence at the seminary whence they emanate. Many of them are held 
by non-residents and some are expressly given on conditions incompatible 
with residence, as for example, the Ihavelling Fellowships at Cambridge. 


Minute by the Honble Mr. Sutherland dated- 9th instant, concurred in 
by the Right Hon'ble the Governor. 

I most fidly concur in the first para of the Right Hornble the Governor’s 
Minute, and I also do so in regaicl to tlie second, having already acceded 
to the proposition of the Native Education Society to receive the four 
boys offered at once. 

In regard to the latter, T expressed mv doubts only of the propriety 
of Government sanctioning the appro])riation of the Funds dedicated to 
the maintenance of scholars in the scIuk)1s, Hut tlie matter can be of 
little moment to (h)vernment as a sejjarale charge and if the boys are 
enticed into the public service, I sec not why pay should not be granted 
to cover all witliout calling on the Society for its funds.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter (No. 261) 
of the 28th Instant, informing me that Ciovernment has accepted the offer 
made by the r>ombay Native Education Society, of 4 young men from 
amongst their scfiolars for the service of Government and desiring me to 
provide for them as I may judge most suitable. 

2nd. I need not state that no exertions shall be wanting on my part 
to give effect to a plan, which promises to be beneficial in so eminent a 
degree to the best interests of Government, by raising the character 
of the Natives Branch, of our Public Services and, I would at the same 
time by extending vet further this already wide field of usefulness, which 
is embraced by the operations of the Native Education Society. 

3. I at the same time must respectfully beg leave to state my opinion, 
that these very desirable objects would be most cflecttially promoted by 
allowing the young men, for a time at least, to retain the scholarships 
which have been awarded to them by the Society, as tlie good effects to 
be expected from their employment in the Government service, would, 
1 feel (onfident, be there!))’ greatly increased, not only with regard to our 
existing natives service, but also to those companions of the young men 
who are at present following their steps in the Society’s Schools. 
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4th. With respect to the efFect, which their appointment would have 
on our present servants, I think, that if the youths make their first appear¬ 
ance merely as stipendiary ofFicers of (Government, they will he regarded, 
as little more than lads, with rather greater acquirements, superiors lucks, 
and consequently higher pay than ordinary, whereas if still allowed to 
draw their allowances as scholars, they would be looked on in their true 
light of young men whose diligence, and correct moral conduct have been 
lionourably noticed by Government, and who have earned for themselves 
the substantial marks of the favour of their superiors at an age when most 
young men arc little else than a burden to their friends. 

5th. As regards the effect which their appointment would have on 
those whom they leave lieliind them at school, I would respectfidly submit 
that F)y giving them the whole of their remuneration in the shape of (lov- 
crnmenl salary, we should in a great measure se ver the link vshieh eonneets 
them with the Society, and their progress, whether good or bad, woulel 
cease to lie regarde^d witli much interest by their late conqianions; on the 
other hand as the holders of the Society’s Sc holarshi|)s tlic'v ivonld still 
Fie a component part of tlie Fnstitution, and their career would be* watched 
with interest proportioned to the distinctions they had earned in the 
Schools; very successful effort of theirs would l)e a stimulus to exertion, 
every failure an impressive warning; and if, as J wciidd sincerely hope, 
their conduct may hereafter prove such as shall entitle tliem to a con¬ 
tinuance of the favour of (iovernment, the youths of the Society’s Schools 
could not fail to look on the one hand to the Fhil)lic Seiwice, as a liner, 
where diligence and good conduct manifested in the Schools were sure 
to meet ivith their reward and on the other they would regard the appro- 
Fiation of those who have the charge of their Education as the certain 
roads to the honors and emoluments of the Government employ.

Lieutenant Pope forwarded, in answer to the latter part of my 
request, a report from the Head Master of the English Schools, in which 
Mr. Bell states. “ f hope for the credit of the Institution that the ( om- 
niissioncr may lie apprized of the verv unfavourable cirnimstames in which 
this first experiment is made; that the boys selected are far from being 
either tlie cleverest or the furthest advanced boys in the School; that in

I shall, I trust, be excused when I state the extreme regret with 
which 1 read the announcement conveyed in that part of the report which 
I have quoted. 

5th. I have no doubt but that the class of Go\ernment sci^ ants would 
be greatly improved by the employment of young men, who had benefited 
in a comparatively slight degree by the moral and intellectual insinution, 
which is so liberally imparted by the Society to its scholars; Imt the present 
is a new experiment, and the evil which will result IVom its failure will 
be great in proportion to the benefit which may be expected from its 
success; and suc:h being the case, no means should, in rnv fiumble opinion, 
be left untried to render the ultimate fate of the measure as little a subject 
of doubt as possible. 

6th. The event is of course more doubtful, where the bo^s are, as 
Mr. Bell states, “ far from being either the cleverest or the furthest advanced 
in the School", than it would be had they been those most clistinguished 
for their abilities and acquirements; and whilst I trust that, it is unnecessary 
for me to assure the Right llon’ble the Cfovernor in Ca)uncib that, whatever 
may be the means placed in my hands, no exertion sliall l)e wanting on 
my part to ensure tlie success of the plan, from which so much good is 
expected and in my huml)le opinion most justly c^xpected l)v Government, 
I deemed it my duty tci inform you of the above mentioned facts, so that 
in the possible event of failure of the experiment. Government may be 
aw'are of the comparatively unfavourable circumstances under which it 
wnis made.

Gentlemen, 

1. In reference to my Circular No. 2P'")l of the 5th September last 
on the subject of Public Insiruciion, 1 am directed to inform yon, that 
with the view of establishing a more eflective su])ervision over the Native 
Schools in your District the Right Honorable the Governor in Council 
had resolved to appoint a Superintendent, to exercise a general supervision 
over these schools, and to undertake all the execution details of their 
management. 

2. Under this new arrangement thcTefore, the Governoi in Council 
is enabled to relieve your Committee from all details of superintendence 
imposed on you bv those instructions being well aware thal charged as 
you severally are with other arduous duties you can have, but little leisure, 
however zealous, to give that constant attention to the schools, which is 
recpiircd to ensure proper attention to their duties on the part of the 
Masters. 


3. I am instructed therefore to accpiaint you, that in future, the 
entire management of the schools whether at the Sudder Sfations or in ihe 
Districts and all details connected with their su])c?rvision will be conducted 
by the Superintendent, and that they are accordinglv to be forthwith 
placed under his exclusive control, all correspondence with Government 
on the subject being in future carried on through tliat Ollicer. 

4th. In relieving you of the more laborious j)art of the Superintend¬ 
ence, Government stiil wishes you to extend the advantage of your influence 
and patronage, towards the promotion of Native Uducation and thciefore, 
has resolved^ that the periodical public Examinations, shall still be field 
before you, and that thc^ Prizes and rewards shtill still continue tc^ be 
distributed under your auspices, 

5th. The Superintendent will accordingly be directed to fix the period 
of Examination at the Sudder stations, in communication with you and 
informed that the distribution of the Rewards and other proceedings at 
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each examinations arc to take place as usual, that officer being on such 
occasions to be considered as a member of the Committee. 

6th. The Governor in Council, 1 am directed further to inform you, 
lias been pleased to select for the Office of superintendent Captain Candy— 
an officer, well calculated in every respect to do justice to its duties from 
his accjuaintancc with tlic language, the customs, manners, and feelings 
of the Natives. 

7th. In conclusion, I am directed to express tlie conviction of Govern¬ 
ment, that you will feel much satisfaction in assisting, in every possible 
measure, by your coiinlenaiue and support, the exertions of the super¬ 
intendent to fulld the high cx|)ectalions of Government.

Sir, 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
2nd inst. No. 1174 of 1837 and in obedience to the instructions it conveys, 
I respectfully submit the following report for the inlormaticjii of the 
Right Hon’ble the Governor in Council. 
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2. I would observe before entering on my reply to the points of 
enquiry in your letter that, in consequence of the hot season having com¬ 
menced before I entered on the duties of Superintendent of Govt, schools, 
and of my having had my immediate attention directed to the Sanskrit 
College, I have not yet been able to extend my personal inspection l)eyond 
the five schools in the City of Poona; but these, I have had under constant 
examination. 

3. The system of education pursued in the CTOvt. Schools commences 
with the communication of the first rudiment of learning, and is designed 
to carry the pupils on progressively to an acquaintance with the principles 
of some of the most useful of its higher branches. 

4. Every school is divided into classes in which the children take 
their places according to the [)rogress tliey have made. The junior classes 
are occupied in acquiring a knowledge of the letters l)oth of tlie Balbodh 
or Dcvanagurec and of the Mor or common writing charactCT, in acquiring 
a knowledge of figures and facility in using them to express numbers, and 
in learning to read easy books calculated to inform and expand the mind. 
Then Senior classes continue the acc|uisition of reading and writing, 
advancing progressively to books of a higher character, among which are 
included tlie liistory of England, and the histc^ry of tlieir own country. 
They commence tlie study of tlie elements and general principles of Gram¬ 
mar, Geography and general knowledge. They cotnmence and cairy on 
the studv of arithmetic through it. Rules of simple and compound addi¬ 
tion, suljtrac tion, multiplication and division and they advance througli 
the single and double rules of tfiree to fraction, decimals, extraction of 
the stpiare and c ube root, algebra, trigonometry and the working of mathe¬ 
matical prc)l)lenis. 

5th. I hc character of the books used in the schools lias been much 
improved within the last few years, through the labors of the friends of 
Native Education in translating and compiling useful works. I’he children 
are not now left to perusal of the native books for youth, wliich frecpiently 
involve no moral, or if they involve a moral, it is generally a bad one. 
Among the books used in tlie Go\'ernment SGHOOLS are the following. 
In Arithmetic, the translations of Hutton and Bonycastle published by 
the Native Education Society. In (;c‘ography, A Grammar of Geography 
compiled under the direction of Mr. Wathen, the translation by the Native 
Secretary of the N. E. School of a work on mathematical Geography and 
an Atlas. In Grammar, A Ciatcchism of (Grammar compiled under the 
direction of Mr. Wathen, and a Caitechism of Grammar published by the 
N. E. Society. In History, A TraMslation of Goldsmith’s History of 
England, of Grant Duff’s History of the Murathas, and of Bird’s “ England 
delineated.” In the department of moral and miscellaneous instruction, 
” Moral Stories,” ” Moral sentences,” ” Instruction Stories ” translations 
from Berquine’s ” Camic: desenfants ” (Children’s Friend) ILsof’s Fables, 
” Brief Account of animals,” and several other small works calculated to 
exercise and improve the youthful mind. 

6. The age at which children commence attendance at the schools 
varies from the age of 5 or 6 to 15; but the average age may be stated 
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at 8 years. Tlic children who conimerice atK^ridance at an early age 
usually remain in the school lour or five vears, while they who are niore 
advanced in age at their entrance usually cjuit after two or thrt'c years stay. 
Some are satisfied witli acejuiring an afjilitv to read and write and a 
sufficiency of arithmetic to c*iud)le them (o keep simj)le accounts and they 
leave when they fiave advanced thus far. Otfiers rcanain till they have 
advanced to fractions, Scjuare and (aihe Roots; and a few remain till they 
have acquired some accjuaintance with Algebra, Trigonometry 

7. I do not suppose tliat any one accpiainted with tlie Native mind 
can question the high imyxntance of having the Govenuuent schools 
under rc;gular Fairopean superintendence. If the Government desired 
nothing more than that tlie children should learn to icsid and write, and 
keep accounts, the scliools miglit be left under native superintendence, with 
c:)Ccasional inspection 1)V a Kuropean. But if the moral and intellectual 
instruction of the children be an object of importance: if it be desirable 
that the masters should not only teach their j)Uj)ils to read, but should teach 
them to read with undcTstanding and should draw out and exercise their 
faculties and if it lie of importance to secure the |)rogressive inqarovcment 
of the charac ter of the schools, then it may be confidentlv said that rcygular 
European Superintendence of them is absolutely necessary. 

8. rhe Ettropean Superintendence of the schools has hitlierto been 
necessarily delective, because it has been left to those who arc already 
charged witli onerous and important duties, which demand all tfieir time 
and attention. However desirous a (Collector or Asst. Gollector or other 
civil officer may be to promote the progress of Native Education, his variotis 
and important duties preclude him from giving more than occasional and 
varied regard to it. But to firing the schools into an efhcieia; state, and 
to secure their advancement, it is absolutely necessary that they shoidcl have 
a special Superintendent, who may visit them periodically, and ins|)ect them 
closely; and whose particular province it would be to de vise and recommend 
to Government measures for the promotion of the important object of 
National Education.

The two last schools arc placed in the List f)ecause they were in existence 
during the past year, tiiough (hey are no longer so. 

4. The whole of the sciiools with the exception of the schools at 
Ootoor and Tullegainn, which as the\ had l)een but just established were 
not sufiicientlv forward to make an insj)eciion necessary, and ol the school 
at Nargol which T was prevented from visiting by other duties have l)cen 
visited and inspected, either bv mvself or by Ramchnndur Shastree the 
Native Inspector in the course^ ol the cold season. I visited as many as 
I could npself to sec tire the advantage of a personal knowlc^dge ol them, 
but it is out of my ])ower to visit all. I mvself ins])c:( ted the schools of 
the Nuggur Collectorate, the Northern and Sotnluati Concans, and several 
of the schools of the Poona Collec torate. 4 he remaining schools of the 
Poona Collectorate and the .Schools of the Solapoor Collectorate were 
inspected by Ram Chunclur Shastixe. My tours have now made me per¬ 
sonally acc|uaintecl with the schools under my superintendence but the 
sc-hools in the District only; the schools of the Southern Concaii have come 
twice under my inspection. 
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5. In lieu of a tedious detail of the state of the differeiit classes in 
forty schools 1 beg- to report that the general progress of them is satis¬ 
factory. The higher classes are able to read and write both Balbodh and 
Mor. with ease and correctness; they are acquainted with tire principles 
of granunar, and are able to parse sentences; they have acquired the rudi¬ 
ments of Geography, and in some schools can readily point out in the 
map the situation of any country or capital city. In some schools however 
the geogTaphical knowledge of the scholars is yet mere rote knowledge 
but 1 labor to induce them to exercise their minds. In arithmetic tlie 
highest (lass in most of the schools has gone through tlie 1st Vol. of the 
course of llullon and Bonny-Ciastle, translated by [ervis. The progress 
of the junior classes is in proportion. I'he Books used by tlie higher 
classes in reading, are tlie History of the Murathas, the History of England, 
England delineated, 1 lie Mirror of Morals, Gonversations on Geography 
and Astroncmiy )vc. k:c. Tlie books used by the junior classes are Esof’s 
fablesr accounts of animals, Moral Stories. Moral sentences k:c. All these 
books are calculated to eidarge and improve the minds of the cliildren, 
and to weaken their j)rcjudices. 

Gth. 1 proceed here to give a notice of sucli schools as have any points 
reejuiring particular mention. 

7th. I’hc school No. 2 has suffered much from a long indisposition 
of the Master. His school fell oil and the progress of those who remained 
was retarded. He is now recovered, his scholars are returning, and the 
school will soon, I liope regain its former flourishing state. 

8th. The master of the school No. had a velar’s leave of absence 
to study Mathematics under Ih'ofessor ()iiel)ar of Elphinstone College. 
The Schoolmaster's ignorance of English and his wa\wardness of dis¬ 
position prevented his keeping that being (it whicii was to be edected. 
Professor Orlebar speaks well both of his Matheimiiical talents and of his 
assiduity. 

9th. The school No. 5 had not an honorable mention in iiiy last 
Re]X)rt. I’he master, Huree Keslicrv Kale, was reported to be sluggish, 
the consequence of which was that the number of scholars was small, and 
their progress little. To give him another trial before recommending any 
harsh measures towards him he was sent to estal)lish the school which 
Government had sanctioned at Pa bid. Here, I am glad to report, he 
exerted himself well. The Puntajee who succeeded him in Poona has 
considerably augmented the number of scholars and has raised the character 
of the school. 

10. The school No. 6 originated thus. As the Murathee teacher 
sanctioned by Go\eminent in 18!)? lor the instruction in the vernacular 
language of the students of the Sanskrit College is not wholly engaged 
by that duty, for the students being only a short portion of each day 
with him, I gave permission for a limited numlier of children to be 
admitted whom tlie master might instruct when not engaged wnth the 
college students. As t(ie school is held in the collc'ge and was considered 
therefore to rank above the other schools, the number of applications for 
admission was at first very great. 1 thought I might take advantage of 
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this to establish a rule that the scholars should purchase sonic of their 
books for themselves, and therefore made it a condition of admission that 
every scholar should provide himself with a copy of the (latechism of 
grammar and of the Catechism of geography. This rule has liowever 
thinned the? school as many left rather than lay out a lew annas in the* 
purchase of the books. 

11th. I he school No. 10 (Kalus) has not answered so well as I 
expected. 'Fhc ryots at whose solicitation the school was eslablished were 
very earnest to liave one, and promised to send their children from all 
the villages round Kulas. But the number of s( Iiolars has (leen very small 
from the beginning. One reason of this is a dislike that was taken to the 
sclioolmaster on account of his correcting a child. He lias been removed 
to another place on his own application and the master from Pabid has 
been brought hither. If the school does not enlarge and improve under 
him I shall recommend that it be withdrawn. 

12th. 'J’he schools Nos. 12 and 13 (Ootoor and dhillegumm) are 
recently established, and promise to be nourishing sdiools. 

13th. Of the three schools in the Cilv of Nuggur No. Ih is decidedlv 
inferior to No. 14 and 15. 4 lie master of it is of inferior abilities and 

attainments to the master of the other two and of course the state of the 
school is accordant. The master of No. 1(> receives the same inonthly 
pay as the other two \i/. twenty (20) Rs. but 1 Ix^g to recommend tliat 
on account of his inferiority his pay be reduced to Rs. 15 jier mensem. 

14. 4 he school No. 18 (Trirnbuk) is only a middling order. Idiough 

in a populous town it is comparatively ill attended, and the attendance of 
the children is irregular. I he gieater number of the inhahitants of the 
place Bhikshook who take their children awav from school as soon as 
they have ac:c|uirecl the ability to read the lialliodh character witli tolertdjle 
facility. At my inspection of the school that Master accounted lor the 
present backwardness of the children liy the past year having been one 
of constant influx of pilgrims, liy whom the childrens attention was 
diverted from study. 1 he cholera too had interrupted their progress. 

15th. The school No. 20 (Akola) disappointed me in my insj)e(tion 
of it. I'he master is an intelligent and cjualilied man, and several who 
have left his school in former years have done him credit, l)Ut I found 
the classes backward. They read with a singing tone and their attempts 
at parsing were ludicrous. I he master pleaded sickness as having impeded 
his labours. Many of the respectable inhabitants of the town visited me 
while I was there. 1 eirdjraced the opportunity to urge on the Pateel the 
advantage that would result to Kcjonbees from their sending their cliildren 
to school, upc^n which a Brahmun in the company cried out thaL this 
would be the ruin of their livelihood. I have no doubt that jealousy 
often instigates Brahmuns to discourage the education of Koonbees. 

16th. 44ie state of the school No. 21 (Kotool) is very creditable to 
its young mastc^r, who is a Brother of the master of No. 2(1, and was edu¬ 
cated in the school at Akolen. riiough the school had been estal)lished 
only about six montlis when I inspected it the progiess of the classes was 
great. 
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17th. The state of the school No. 22 (Sino-um Ner) did not please me 
at my inspection of it. I he boys were inferior in writing and reading, in 
grammar and in arithmetic to most of the schools in the Ca)llectorate; but 
1 hope my reproof of the Pentojee will stir him up to more diligence. 

18th. The state of the school No. 23 (Shengaum) is satisfactory and 
creditable to the master. He reports that several boys belonging to other, 
and some, distant places who used to attend this school and subsist by 
begging have left since grain began to get dear and the people s means of 
charity less. 

19th. 1 lu' school No. 26 (Mohool) continuc'S to dc^serve the high 

charac ter whi( li w as given it in my last report. The master, Ram Krishun 
Raghoonath. is tlicrefore deserving of encouragement and reward, and I 
l)eg to recommend that his pay be raised from 10 to Rs. 15 per month. 

20th. rhe schcx)l No. 28 (Rutnagherry) maintains its high character. 
It is not surpassed bv any school under my superintendence. 

21st. ddte Schools No. 30 and 32 (Rajapoor and Dabhool) are both 
inferior schools, Thc' pav ol the master has been rc'duced upon my sepa¬ 
rate report dated 21st January last. 

22ncl. riie school No. 31 (Gohagur) was cpiite in its infancy at my 
first examination. Since thcai it has made good |)iogress. M1ie master 
has, evidentlv exertcal liimsell to make a good show at my inspection. His 
desire to do this has induced him to lead the boys on too fast. Before 
they were well grounded in one rule thev' had been advanced to another. 
Tlie master does not secan accpiainted with the meaning ol Sanskrit words 
tliat occur in rc:ading. 

23rd. 1die school No. 31 (Moorood) has grcaitlv improved under 
its new’ master sent from lhaoua. 1 he state* ol the school is vc:rv creditable 
to him. 

24th. The school No. 35 (Tannah) is in a very unsatisfactory state. 
Idiere is a greater expenditure of money with a less proportionate return 
of Ix'iiefit in this school than in am other. It has two masters, one Baba- 
diarya Shaslree, on the monthly })av of 30 Rs. and a second, Luxumon 
Joshee on the monthly ])ay ol 25 Rs. On the first establishment of the 
school, it was designed that the head mastc*r shcaidd teach the Shasturs laut 
there is onlv’ one scholar wlio is instructc‘cl in Sanskrit. Babacharya 
Shastree has the repute of cc)nsicleral)le proficiency in Sanskrit lore; but he 
has no fitness for his jaresent situation ol master ol a Murathee school. 
He has his sciicalars under no subjection and it would be vain to expect a 
school to flourish under him. Ihe second master Luxuman Joshee is 
much more ellic ient as a sdicaol master; but though well cjualified to teach 
plain reading and writing he has no knowledge ol grammar, car of the 
higher rtiles of aritlimcaic, algebra and consc'cjuently his cpialifications are 
lower than those of any young m.asler sent from the class of schoolmasters 
studying at Poona. As cane gcacacl master would be cjuite sullicient fear the 
Tanna School, 1 beg leave to represent that it would be to tlie advantage 
of native education to let both masters retire from their situations on ten 
(10) Rupees each rnontlily out of their pay; to appoint a competent master 
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to have the sole charoe of the school on tlic rernainino twt ntv (20) Rupees 
of the present head master's pay; and to esiablisli a scliool in some other 
town of the Noi thein (jOtuan, Mahim, or I ara]) 0 ()r or Cdiinchini or 
Dhtinoo with the i eimiininL!;' lilteen (15) rupees of the se'coud master’s J^ay. 
As the second master is (jualihed for a Kaikoon's situation he mi^ht he 
soon provided lor with one; when of course ins monthly allowance of ten 
(10) rupees would cease, and might l)e appro|)riatetl to tlie estahlislunent 
of another school. hhis measure would secure l/irc’e ellic ieiit schools for 
the same expense that the j^resent inellicient one costs. The l)est scholar 
at present in the school is a Rarsee youtli. 

25th. [ lie school No. 50 (Bassein) is a clc'c idedlv inferior scliciol. 

The salary of the master has been reduced on my recommendation in a 
special report. 

26th. Mile Nos. ?)1 and 10 (Papru and Duhewale) are both schools 
of inferior description. M he masters are intelligenl men but were not 
trained to be school masters. They are botli now studving at Poona under 
my direction witli the sanction of Ciovernment. As Pa|)rc‘e is so near to 
Bassein the most of tlie children of the formc'r could attend the school of 
the latter place, it would extend the benelit of education if the master of 
the Papree school should be a})pointed to some other town where there 
is no Government school on his cc)m])leting his stud\ at Poona. 

27th. The master of the schools Nos. 58 and 59 (Panwcll and Callian) 
are both intelligent and Cjualified persons, l)ul their schools manifest that 
they have f)ccn unattentive and indolent. I liev needed strenuous and 
more effective superiiitendc:nce to rouse their eriergic.s. 1 doul)! not their 
schools will a])pc‘ar to better advantage at the next inspextiot? of them, 

28th. M hc master of tlie school No. 11 (Nargol) has recently died, 
and as the language of the place is Goozrathce, and there is a g:o\errmient 
Goojrathce sclicx)! there, I have not recommcaideci that arn successor 
should be appointed to him. Mhere were only 8 or 10 scholars in the 
Mura thee school. 

29th. M1ie school No. 42 (Veyar) has been broken up as there liad 
been no sc holars from tlie bc'ginning. I he master has been transferred 
to loonur in the I’oona collectorate, but, having in liis long inactivity at 
Veyar forgotten his learning, he is renewing his stuch at Poona preparatory 
to proceeding to his newv station. 

50th. There are some applications for the establishment of newv 
schools now under the consideration of (h)\ernment.

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32. With reference to the 9th para of your letter of the 26th July 
last communicating the remarks of the Honorable the Governor in 
COUNCIL on my first annual report, I beg to mention that fully entering 
into the views there stated I have assiduously endeavoured to increase the 
attendance of Koonbee boys at. the Government schools. I have made the 
advantage that would result to them from the education of their children 
the subject of frequent conversation with persons of the cultivating class; 
and I have frequently instructed the schoolmasters to use their efforts 
to set the matter in its true light before the Koonbees of their respective 
districts. Tlie answer usually made by Koonbees is the statement that 
tficir children are recjuired to follow the plough, to tend the cattle and to 
keep the fields. Still it is not to be doubted that as the Koonbees see ex¬ 
emplification of the benefits of education they will become more and more 
desirous of obtaining them. 

33. With reference to the llth. 12th and 13th para of your letter 
above referred to and to the suggestion contained in my first report of a 
system for regulating the pay of schoolmaster, 1 beg respectfully to state 
that a system of pavment according to the abilities of the master and die 
progress made liy the scholars is undoubtedly preferable to a system which 
has^reference onlv to the number of children attending. My only difficulty 
was with respect to the application of such a system to a circle of schools 
so widely scattered as are the Government schools, and of which therefore 
the insjiection cannot be? fre(|uent. But as thcr Hcin ble the CTOvernor in 
Clouticil is willing lo trust to my gcmeral observation of the master, I 
advocate the application of tlie system to the (government Schools. 

31th. To bring the svstem so to bear upon them as lo exeri a con¬ 
stant influence' in stimulating exertion 1 l)C'g to rc'commcnd tliat the ]>^y 
of the Masters for each )ear prospectively (i.e. from the date of one Annual 
report of the schools to another) should be made dependant upon their dili¬ 
gence and attention in teaching and upon the progress of their scholars 
in the year that is past. Every annual report therefore should be accom¬ 
panied by a list of the masters specifying the pay to be drawn by them 
for the ensuing year. Taking twenty (20) Rupees as the highest grade 
of pay I do not propose that any increase should lie made to the masters 
receiving it, except under piarticular circumstances of merit to be made 
the subject of special report; but masters of this grade who have been 
negligent in any particular year may be punished by having their pay 
reduced two or three Rs. per mensem for the ensuing year (beyond which 
amount I do not propose the rule should have operation) and masters of 
lower grade may be rewarded by an increase or punished by a decrease 
of this small amount of pay for the next year according as they may have 
merited. Ehe assurance that diligence wdll meet with such a speedy 
reward and inattention with such prompt punishmeiu will have more 
influence on the masters than anything else. 1 his measure while it 
promises to lie effectual in its operation will not be productive of any 
increase of expenditure. I beg to forwrird with this Report a list of the 
Masters w ith the monthly pay proposed for them for the ensuing year, vi/.. 
from this 1st of May to tlie 1st of May next. If the Hon’blc the Governor 
in Council be pleased to approve of the above plan, 1 beg that the 
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Collectors of the Districts in which the Schools cire situated may be in¬ 
structed to pay according to tVve List. 

35th. I would combine with the above plan the plan of promoting 
deserving masters of low giades to schools of higher grades as vacancies 
occur; but this latter plan would not by itself have the constant inlluence 
which is desirable. 

36. I have the satisfaction to report that the class of yoting men 
studying as schoolmasters under Ram Chunder Shastree, the native 
Inspector of Schools, has made good progress. There are eight or ten cpiite 
ready to undertake the charge of a school. One or two applications liave 
been made by schoolmasters in the Districts who felt conscious that their 
learning had become rusty and who in consecjuence feared that an ins¬ 
pection cjf their schools would prove unfavourable to them for young mcm 
of this class to go and spend some months with them to assist them in 
brushing themselves up and also in the instruction of tlieir schools. 'The 
applicants remunerating them for their assistance, I have associated wdth 
this class the schoolmasters of Joonur, Ihipree and Duhew ullee who have 
been ordered to Poona to renew their stitdy. They are tatight reading, 
grammar, geography See. by Ram Chancier Shastree, and arithmetic by 
the master of the school No. 5 who is superior in this Branch to all the 
other masters. 

37. Before closing this part of my report, I beg to ])oint out having 
how^ great a stimulus would be given to the schools if the Judges, 
Collectors, and Heads of Departments were annually to l)estow' one or 
two situations of the lowr'st gradc^ in their ollices to those scholars who 
have most distinguished themselves without recjuiring them to pass through 
a long period of Oommedwaree. 1 propose to solicit the permission of 
the Judges and Collectors to lurnisli them annually with a list of thc‘ most 
deserving scholars. 

38. It wa)uld promote the desire of the scholars to cpialify them¬ 
selves for the public service if a copy of the Regidations ol Government 
in Murathee were furnished to every scliool. 1 respcxtiully solicit that 
this may be sanc tioned.

Sir, 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated the 1st 
May last and its enclosure, reporting on the state of the several Government 
Muhratte Schools under your superintendence. 

2nd. With reference to the r)th para of your report, I am directed 
to inform you that the State of the schools therein described is highly 
satisfactory to the llon’ble the Governor in Council. 

3d. Adverting to the remarks in para 7 R: 15 the Governor in Council 
considers it \ery desiraf)le that some arrangement sliould be made to 
provide as far as practicable for the occasional tem[)C)rary absence from 
sickness or other cause of a schoolmaster, pro\idecl tliis measure can be 
effected witfiout inc urring any additional expense. I am therefore desired 
to suggest, wfiether on such occasions a monitor, either in the same or 
frc:)m some other school, might not be made available for the purpose. 

4. The Governor in Council apprcjves the change of Masters men¬ 
tioned in the lllh para of your letter. 

5. With regard to the inefficiency of the master of the School No. 15 
alluded to in Para 13, the Honorable the Governor in Council is of opinion 
that, if he is not well enough c[ualifiecl or of sufficient ability for the 
situation, he should be discharged and another really suitable individual 
appointed in his stead, since the children shotdcl not suffer in their in¬ 
struction from any consideration of leniency towards the master. He 
should however receive previous warning of the intention of Government 
to remove him, that he may seek other employment. 

()th. The state of the schools Nos. 21 and 23 at Kotool and Shrivgaon 
as reported in the Kith and 18th paras the Governor in Council directs 
me to remark reflects great credit on the masters of them. 

7th. The very favourable account given in ])ara 19 of the School at 
Mohole is satisfactory and though it appears that the number of scholars 
have retrograded during the past year, yet the Governor in Cx)uncil feels 
no hesitation in sanctioning the master’s pay being increased from 10 to 
15 Rupees a month as recommended by you which is authorized accord- 
ingly. 

8th. With reference to the two masters of the Tannah schools alluded 
to in para 24, I am instructed to observe, that the expediency of pensioning 
persons who may be discharged for incompetency appears very question¬ 
able, while it would, form a very inconvenient precedent unless some very 
strong grounds can be urged in favor of the individual. You are however 
requested to state how long these men have held their situations in the 
school. 
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9. With regard to the Basscin school, tlie inferiority of which is 
noticed in para 25 of your report, tlie Governor in Council is of opinion, 
that in the event of your finding no iinproveinent al your next inspection, 
another master should he appointed for it. 

10. Under the circumstances set forth in the 26 para I am directed 
to convey to you the authority of Governmeiu for the arrangement therein 
proposed, the instructions conveyed in the 2nd para of my letter of the 
15th ultimo being borne in mind. 

11. On the whole the stale of the majorily of the schools now 
reported is satisfactory and the Governor in Council desires me to express 
to you his gratific alion at the preygress which is e\ idently making in the 
different branches of learning taught in the public schools. 

12. I am at the same time directed to ac(|uaint you, that Government 
rely on your using your utmost endeavours to indiue the cultivating dasscs 
to secure to their children the advantages of education and entertains no 
doubt, that your efforts and persuasions if persevered in, will be attended 
with success. 

I'k With respect to tlie plan recommended l)y you in para 54, as 
being in your opinion calculated to secure the utmost diligence and atten¬ 
tion from the masters in the discharge of their duties, the Governor in 
Council desires me to c)bser\e, that though it would apjaear theoretically 
to possess some value, yet as no expence is to be increased, it does tiot 
clearly appear how it can be carried into elfecl, since in such case, you 
could not reward the deserving without having some undeserving masters 
to fine, wlticl) rniglit not always hajijien. lie however, considers that the 
successful result of the inspection of the schools bv you renders the pro¬ 
posed alteration, in the method of pa^ing the masters, ol less consecjuence, 
particularly if the reduction and discharge of inellicient masters and tlie 
promotion of superior ones be steadily attended to. 55)u are however 
requested to communicate your further opinion on this matter after the 
experience of another year. 

14. With respect, liowever, to the proposition of promoting deserving 
masters from the lower to the higher grade's as vacancies occui, the l ion hie 
the (h)vernc)r in Council has no olqection to oiler, since it appears the 
safest and simplest method. 

15. The Governor in Counc il further directs me to express his great 
satisfaction at the progress made by the class studying as schoolriiasters 
under Ramchunder Shastree the Native Inspector, as stated al the com¬ 
mencement of the 56th para and at ihc^ same' lime? (o c<)ine\ to you his 
sanction to the arrangement noticed at the close of the same para. 

16. With respect to the suggestion contained in the 57th para, I am 
directed to state that althcaugh Government feel indisposed to interfere 
in recommending the priority of employment of tlie boys of the schools, yet 
they have no do^ubt but that the Collector and Judges will of theii own 
accord be desirous to engage the ablest aspirants for office they can meet 
with. You should therefore, the Governor in Council desires me to state, 
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furnish ihosc officers with lists of superior boys who have finished their 
instructions. 

17. These Lists should however contain only tlie names of those who 
possess decided talent and diligence and are of good behaviour, for they 
will ihus be very select and contain but few names; it will moreover be a 
high honor for a boy to be thus reported to the authorities, and each boy 
so reported might be furnished with a certificate of ihe date of the list 
in winch Ihs name is entered and his number See. 8cc. which should be 
signed by you as Superintendeni of the Schools. 

18. 1 he Governor in Ciouncil at the same time desires that the 
Revenue Commissioner and the Judicial Commissioner may be furnished 
wilh a cc^py of the List in cpiestion. 

19. I am instnicled to express the regret of the Ilon’ble the Governor 
in Council that there are no Maliratta copies of the Regulations in store, 
but as soon as reprinted sfiall be supfilicxl to you, as he is perfectly aware 
of the advantage resulting from the knovvledge of tliem. 

20. d fie subject discussed in paras 89 to 17 is under consideration, 
and tlie sentiments of (TO\ernment thereon will lie communicated to you 
hereafter. It however aj)pcars \ery desirable that e\ery persuasion and 
eiicouragement should be alforcleci to induce the Village joshees to attend 
the Government school to cpialify them for the duties of Schoolmasters, 
or at all events to send their sons to the nearest school wlieti practicable. 

21. In conclusion, I am directed to inform yon that in those cases 
in which you think it will be useiul to comey the approbation of Govern¬ 
ment to the Puniojees wfio have been reported to be deserving, you are 
at liberty to do so.

Substance of a l.etter from Crushnajee Cjopall, to Right Honorable the 
Gox/ernor dated 9th April 1837. 

I beg to state that hitherto the Missionaries have never distributed 
books in this school, but this year in the month of January Reverend 
Dr. Wilson came and examined the school and caused the boys to be 
informed bv the Collector that any of them who were willing to receive 
leligious tracts should go to the Missionary’s house and receive them. 
Lately in the month abovementioned another Missionary came here and 
gave to the Collector a “ jahcernameli ” pasted on a board to be fixed 
in the school. The “ }ahcernameli ” has been accordingly sent to the 
school, which contained* Commandments in contempt of the Hindoo reli¬ 
gion and in praise R:c. of the Christian faith. Immediately on ihe receipt 
of this Jaheernamah, it was represented to the Collector that it was not 
usual that books or Jaheernamahs of whatever religion should be taught 
to the boys but excepting religion, they might receive instruction in any 
books, treating on morality, history, geography, astronomy and other 
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branches. The Collector thereupon required the regulation to that effect 
to be produced; accordingly it was shewn him when that Gentleman said 
that no one was to be taught any religious books against his own inclina¬ 
tion but that it mattered not if any one willingly read them, and the 
Jaheernamah has accordingly been kept in the school. Now such a thing 
has never before occurred.

Report of the acting first assistant Collector in charge. 

Petitioner’s statement is perfectly true. In January last the Reverend 
Dr. Wilson visited Rutnagerry and an examination was held in the Govern¬ 
ment school at til is station, after which all the persons present were in¬ 
formed that if they were desirous of having books, they might obtain them 
on application to the Reverciid Dr. Wilson. In the same month the 
Reverend W. K. Fletcher visited Rutnagiree and brought for circulation 
several copies of a Mahratta pa])er (a translate of which is here annexed); 
one of tliese |>apcrs was pasted up in the scliool. and the School Master was 
informed that lie was not to explain to the bovs the contents of it, but 
merely to let it remain on the wall of the school, in order that any person 
who felt inclined might be enabled to peruse it.

1st. I ha\’e the honor to acknowledge the receipt of vour letter No. 
1959 dated tfie 20th instant requiring further information relative to a 
letter from Crusliriajee Gopall to ihe Rigfit llon’ble the Governor dated 
19lh April last. 

2nd. Tn reply J beg leave to state lh;n in January last, the Reverend 
W. K. Flelchar visited Rutnageree and brought for (irculation several 
copies of a Mahratta paper (a translate of whicli accompanied my report 
on this subject dated 27lli ultimo) T pasted one of the papers on a board 
in the Sehool at Rutnagiree, and told the School Master that he was not 
to explain to the.' Boys the contents of it, but merely to let it remain on 
the wall of the School in order that any person who felt inclined might 
be enabled to peruse it. 

3rd. I hc^ Master of the school shewed me a Mahratta paper containing 
the rules of the? School which had been drawn up by the Native Education 
Society; one of the rules was as follows: 

Fhat it is in no way the* wish of the' Society to distribute books 
regarding religion of any description whatever, but those books only which 
are best calculated to convey sound and useful instruction in regard to 
Morality k.c. Sec." 

4th. Fhe above mentioned circumstance occurred in January last, and 
although the Collector was at Rutnagiree at that time, and until 8th May 
last, no appeal was made to him on the subject. 
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5th. In reply to the 2nd paragraph of \onr letter now tinder reply I beg 
to state that I am imalile to discover who the petitioner is. and I ha^e e\ery 
reason to believe that it is merely an assumed name. I he school alluded 
to is a Mahratta Sdiool. 1 he annual expcaises inclined liy Go\ernment 
on account of this scliool is Rupees two hundred and forty, being the pay 
of the teacher at Rupees twenty per month. .All the remaining'"exj)ens(‘s 
for petty supplies, rewards and K:c. arc paid from the school fund alluded 
to in Mr. Caillector Glass’s letter to )()ur address No. !(> dated latli October 
last.

2. Mr. Glass states, “ that two scIhk)! Masters one at Rupees 12, and 
the other Rs. 10 per mensem and the expcaise for stationerv, house rent 
and ikx:. of six schools are jiaid from the' annual donation oi Rs. ^>00 allowed 
by Ciovernment and tfie fund realized from the subsiribers to the Society” 
whereas Mr. Spooner now sa\s tliat tlu‘ annual expcaise incurred l)y 
Government on account of the School is Ru})c:es 210 fieing ilic y)a^ of the 
teacher at Rupees 20 per month, all the remaining ex|)enses for petty sup¬ 
plies, reward etc. being paid from the School Funds. 

5. Perhaps this a}:)parenl diflc-rence might be t xplained by a reference 
to the Acting 1st Assistant Gollector on the subject. 

4. On comy^aring tliese letters also from Mr. Glass’s it would appear, 
that thene are six Mahratta Schools in the* Rutnagherry /ilia, and the 
same number of teachers, four of them, receiving salaries of Rs. 20 each 
from Gcivernment, and the other two rc'ceiving, salaries from tlic ImimcI as 
stated in the first para; so that, it does not appear clearh whether tlie Schools 
supported by this Fund are situated at the Town of Rutnagherry or in the 
Zilla. 

5. Perhaps, it would be satisfactory to ascertain this precisely. 

6. It would appear from Mr. Flphinstones Minute, gi\ing the annual 
aid of Rs. 500, that, it was understocKl, that the feelings of the Natives on 
religious points would lie respected and from the rules cjnoted by Mr. 
Spooner it would seem, that the same rules arc' in force, as in the Native 
Education Society vSchools and, it certainly would be considered a breach

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of those rules, and give great oflence, if such a measure had been adopted 
at Bombay, as by Mr. Spooner at Rutnagherry. 

7. As I have already stated, I shotdd not have brought this annony- 
mous petition to tlie notice of (ioxernment, had not had the subject brought 
to my notice by several respectal^le natives, atid had I not felt convinced, 
that the measure complained of, had led, to a very erronecDUS impression 
on the part of many of the people c^l the Konkan.

It would furtlier appear on comjraring the two reports, that the Carllec- 
tor states that there are six Mahratta Schcrols in the Rutnagherry Zilla 
and the same numfrer of Feachers, four of these receiving salaries of Rs. 20 
each from (Government and tlie other tw^o remaining receiving salaries from 
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the Fund as stated in the second para so that it does not appear dearly 
whether the schools supported by the Fund are situated at the Town of 
Rutnagherry or in the Zilla a point which the (Governor in Clouncil is 
desirous of having clearly ascertained and therefore request you to 
explain it.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 2305 
dated 31st ulto. and beg to state for the information of the Right Hon’l)le 
the Governor in Council that of the six Teadiers (in addition to the one 
at Gohagur whose appointment was sanctioned in your letter No. 1295 
of the 8th May last) four stationed in the Towns receive their salaries at 
Rupees twenty each per mensem from Ciovernment and the rerviaining two, 
viz. one at Moorood, in the Soovrrdroog l alooka, and the odier at this 
place (who receive Rupees ten and twehe per month respectively) together 
with expenses for stationery, house rent Nx. ^c. of all the schools, are paid 
from the amount donations of Rupees five hundred allowed by (T)\X‘rnment 
and the fund realized from the subscribers to the Society. 

2nd. You will observe from the above paragraph that there arc two 
schoeds, and the same number of teachers at Rutnagiree, tliat the salary 
of one is paid by Government at Rupees twenty per mensem and that of 
the other from the above Fund at Rupees twelve. This will account for 
the supposed inconsistency between Mr. (Collector Glass report No. 16, 
dated 13th October 1836, and mine of the 25th July last No 10. Both 
statements were perfectly correct, but the Collector s letter was a report 
regarding the schools in general in this Collectorate and mine was solely 
regarding one school in particular situated in the town of Rutnagiree.

I am directed by the Right Hon’ble Governor in Council to acknow¬ 
ledge the receipt of your letter dated (ith ultimo and to inform you that the 
explanation given by you of the apparent inconsistency l)ctwecn yours 
and Mr. Glass’ report on the Schools at Rutnagherry is considered satis¬ 
factory. 

Highly appreciating your motives in pasting up a paper on the School 
expecting the pupils to become Christians, the Governor in Council desires 
me to express to vou his distinct disapproval of your conduct. 

In these Native Schools there is but one way in which the Governor 
in Council would wish the doctrines of Christianity should be indirectly 
inculcated or the pure and high morality of that divine religion be taught 
and by a reHex operation, it will tend to accredit that system of doctrine 
with which it is connected and from wdiat it can be deemed. 

I am directed to add that the Governor in Council of course means 
that a balanced honest mentality should be maintained and that as Chris¬ 
tian instruction are excluded on one hand and extraction and wx)rship 
relating to the patriotic religions should be equally so on the otlicr.

4th. These reports will be found to conlmn our former itiipiessions 
of th(,‘ low state of education throughout the; coitntiy, that the instruction 
imparted in schools extends, with \erv limited excc‘j)i ions, only lo suc h an 
elementary accpiaintance with writing and arithmetic as is absolutely neces¬ 
sary for the business of a shop kc'eper, or I alukdar; tfiat l)ut a small ]Wo- 
portion of thc‘ jteople accpiire even this knowledge and that the lid of 
Cdovernment in providing or assisting in the remuneration of school masters 
is essential to any advancement ol leaining il not to the preservation of 
the very inellicient and defective means of instruction now existing. 

5th. In discussing the subject in the proceeding referred to in our 
former despatch, seven objc'cts wcae considcTcxl. J he* thiec' Inst connec ted 
with the dilfusion of education in its early stages among all ranks of the 
people, and the four last with the means of promoting and encouraging 
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the study of the higher branc})es of science. We beg to offer souie further 
observations on these points at the same time that we earnestly entreat 
the liberal attention of your Hoirble Court to the recommendation offered 
by us on that occasion. 

Gth. Upon the first of these ol)jects “ the Improvement of schools and 
the increase of their numbers” we beg to refer to the Secretary’s 
observations. 


7th. Hie necessitN of educating scliool masters is evident and requires 
the earliest attention, (onsidering it the most effectual means of promoting 
the object, we have afforded every encouragement to the plans already in 
progress, under the native School Societv but it is absolutely necessary in 
order to render the school masters thus c'ducated tiseful to the public, that 
there should be schools foi them to teach when they are prepared. I’hc 
opposition whic h tfiese plans may mexi widi might olhci wise render their 
failure certain, and clciei all other na(i\es from following their example. 
Ihe allotment of cerlain funds for the gradual institution of scfiools is 
therefore a measure which we most earnestly recommend to vour Jlc:)n’f)lc 
(]ourt and if any young men should l)e rc'j)orted c|ualihed to undertake 
schools before vour Orders are received, we trust it will only be an antici¬ 
pation of vour instruction, if wc‘ ourselves authorise: their employment. 
Wc have not however held out any |)ledge that the youtfis muler tuition 
for masters will certainly be employed. 

8 . T 1 ie expense of the schools, and their ninnf)ers, if confined in the 
first instance to the principal towns and tfie Suddei' stations can be but 
trifling, and Avill l)e limited within the boimds consisient with efficiency. 
Hc:;reafter, when the scfiools first instituted shall again have: produced per¬ 
sons capable of teaching, a furthca' extc'usion of jiublic schools should 
gradually take place, throughout all ifie Caisbas and large villages. 

9. The mode of rewarding and controlling school masters proposed 
by Major Robertson and forming aj^pendix A to Mr. Farish’s Memorandum 
appears to be liest fitted for adoption, linprcaveinents may be made on it 
by suggestions brouglit forward in other parts of tliis discussion and further 
alterations mav be suggested by future experience. The patronage to be 
exercised by the oflicers of Government in his plan must relate only to 
the Government allowances. In all other respects the same degree of 
freedom in choosing school masters, that at present subsists, must be 
continued. 


lO. The second oliject ” I'he ptdilication of school books” will pro¬ 
bably be limited until the (Government schools shall have established but 
w^e have authorized the J'.clucation Society to proceed with that branch of 
the undertaking submitting c:stimate of the expense of publishing any work 
likely to exceed 5000 Rupees, (GovcTument defraying the expense of printing.

11. Upon this it may be remarked that the demand 
for the Society’s publications is already very great as 
will be seen from the proceedings here pointed out 
in the margin. 
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12. In the 3rd object for the “ encouragciiient of scliools and of educa¬ 
tion among the lower orders ” we beg strongly to recommend to vour Honor¬ 
able Court the establishment of examinations, certificates and prizes botli 
to scholars and masters. Besides the general stimulus wliich it will give 
to this stage of learning, it will indirectly encourage the new mode of 
tuition which is to be adopted at the (iovernment schools, as the persons 
trained up under it, will lie more likely to win prizes in the useful brandies 
of knowledge than tliose educated in the old system. I ho ])roposals of the 
Collector of (kindish, regarding the mode of examination afford a very 
useful addition to the suggestions fcniuerly offered. These are all the 
measures which in present circumstances we venture to propose for the 
education of the common people. Some advantage has alreadv been gained 
from the information we have collected, and the encjuiries we liave set on 
foot. We trust also that as the attention of the jniblic ollicers has been 
called to the subject, we may sec some increase in the interest taken in it 
by individuals on which as well as on the exertions of Government, the 
prosperity of the cause of education must depend. 

13. Of the plans for encouraging the higher Irranches of knowledge 
the hrst is discussed under tlie head of the Hon’IiIe the Governor’s Minute 
of December 1823 related to schools for European science, which at present 
we can only recommend to the notice of your Honorable (aiurt. 

14. The r>th measure tliat of printing translations and of advertising 
rewards for the best offered, we consider tlie most important proposal in 
the whole plan. Your Hon’ble (iourt have approved the object of it, and 
being aware that some individual had works in contemplation, we have 
authorized the Society to offer rewards on the })lan pT(>])osed in their letter 
of 14th October 1823 fixing the rates fiom 100 to -100 for schoolbooks, and 
to 4000 or 5000 Rupees for superior productions, any higher pretensions 
being submitted for our consideration. 

15. In doing this we were influenced by the persuasion, that there 
w^as much greater danger of discouraging any little spirit of enterprise in 
that line that might be in existence, than of calling forth such a number 
of Candidates as will embarrass the Government. 

16. English Schools for teaching science is tlie next subject to be 
noticed. We trust ere long the Institution at Bcmibay may be 2 dde to 
extend its measures beyond teaching the languages. 

17. The plans proposed as the 7th oliject for consideration for afford¬ 
ing “ encouragement in the higher l)ranc:hes of knowledge ’ we beg to leave 
to the consideration of your Hon’ble Court, but we have aulhorisc^d the 
native School Society to offer a means to any native w4k> shall produce a 
good essay, on any suf)ject of natural or moral science, in any of the 
spoken languages of India, leaving it to their cliscTction to rcgidate the 
subject, and to hx the scale of merit by which rewards are to be adjudged, 
care being taken to give clear ideas of the cases in which rewards wall be 
conferred to prevent the discouragement that would follow disappointment. 

18. We hereby beg to notice the favourable result of a reference 
suggested by Mr. Warden to the Poona College to know if they were

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willing to have a branch for English education added to that institution, 
holding out the prospect of being supplied with a library of the most useful 
works elernentar)^ and practical in all departments of literature, arts and 
sciences. Tlie proposal was accorded to with readiness, and four students 
volunteered to go to Bombay to acquire the necessary education, as candi¬ 
dates for the office of Master, and assistant. 

19th. On the recommendation of the Commissioner, we have sanc¬ 
tioned for the situation of master when one may be qualified to fill it, a 
salary of Rupees 50, per month and Rupees 20 for the Assistant. 

20th. We beg to transmit No. 1 in the packet a list of works framed 
from the catalogue of a Public library at this place. We request your 
Honorable Court will be pleased to supply the whole or such of the publi¬ 
cations recommended as you may think proper from the beginning of an 
English Library for the College with any otlicr elementary and practical 
works not recommended in the list, which may be thought useful. 

21st. A similar offer has been made through the Judge of Surat to 
the Bhoras’ College at that place. For an account of that institution we 
beg to refer to Mr. Anderson’s letter of the 50th September 1824. We have 
not yet received any reply from the Judge. 

22nd. Having established also a Native Medical School on tVie 
principles of the School for Native Doctors instituted at Calcutta by the 
General orders of the Supreme CTOvernment dated the 21st June 1822, we 
have announced that natives possessing the requisite qualifications will be 
admitted for tuition with the same advantages as are provided for those 
who are to be educated for the public service. 

23rd. We have the honor to transmit No. 2 in the packet copy of 
letter from the Sr 'etary to the Native School and School Book Society 
together with the copies of the last annual report of that institution for the 
several members of your Honorable Court agreeably to the request of their 
Committee.

44. We have much pleasure in bringing to the notice of your Hon’ble 
Court, a letter from the Secretary to the liombay Native Education Society 
with one from some of tlie principal Gentlemen of the* Native community 
reporting the result of the measures confided to them for tlie accumulation 
of a Fund for the endowment of one, or more Professorship to be entitled 
“the Elphinstone Professorship” to perpetuate the very high sense enter¬ 
tained by them of the Piif)Iic, and private character of the late Governor 
of Bombay, and recpiesting the aicl of the Companv, towards obtaining 
three Professors from England, and granting them liberal salaries with a 
retiring pension after twelve years residence in India, towards the endowing 
of a few scholarships, and also soliciting tliat a part of the Town Hall 
may be allotted for the several Establishments for Native Education, which 
last subject has been brought to your notice on the 1st of March 1828. 

45. It would be Cjuite superfluous for us to use arguments in order 
to interest your HonoraI)le Court in the case of Native Education, the 
support of which is, we are persuaded no less pleasing to you, than it is 
incumbent on the Company, as enlightened rulers, but we cannot refrain 
from noticing the peculiar forte of the present appeal to you founded, as 
it is, on the affectionate remembrance entertained by your subjects, of the 
beneficent and kind Government of one of the most distinguished of your 
servants. 

46th. On the question of the extent, to which aid should be afforded 
by the Honorable CT)mpany on this important and interesting occasion, 
it W'ould not become us to anticipate the decision of your Honorable Court, 
we agree with the Native Education Society, that, fully to effect the objects 
in view, the services of Gentlemen of superior attainments must be secured, 
and we doubt whether a smaller number, than ("C three, can be expected 
to be adequate and also whether remuneration can less than Rupees (1,000) 
one thousand per month and a retiring pension of (?) after twelve 
years residence in India. But it is for your Honorable Court to determine 
whether and can be afforded from the Company to such extent, as to 
enable the resources of the SOCIETY to meet this expenditure, if not, 
such assistance as can be granted, must, and will be received with gratitude. 
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47th. We shall not fail to keep your Honorable Court duly informed 
of the measure, which may take place, in the amount raised by the 
subscription.

62. We beg to refer your Hon’ble Court to our proceedings of the 
21st of December 1829, from which your Hon’ble Court will perceive that 
the proposition of Sir John Malcolm to confine the appointment of school 
masters to Principal Towns, with Ushers under them to perform their 
duties when absent on circuit has been adopted; that the Engineer Insti¬ 
tution has been formed into a Government Institution, with a super¬ 
intendent and an Establisinncnt attached to it: that the stipends to the 
Pupils, and the stipulation for their employment on the public service 
will cease with those who are in the Engineer Institution, when it was 
formed into a Government Institution, and all boys thence forward 
admitted, will receive no pecuniary allow^ance but simply gratuitous 
instruction without any direct claim on the Government for employment 
or pension, that the youths shall not be indiscriminately admitted into the 
Institution but be received from any public private or public schools, from 
any Department, (nvil or Military throughout this Presidency who pro¬ 
fesses superior intellect, good conduct and a disposition to acquire the 
higher branches of useful knowledge, their selection being vested in the 
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Heads of offices or Departments, who in sending the Boys to the Institution 
have been required to forward an agreement on the part of their parents 
or guardians to conform to all the rules prescribed by Government for 
conducting the studies and duties of the institutions. 

63rd. I he Officers and Departments sending vouths for instruction 
have also been directed, either to provide from the office for their temporary 
maintenance or enter into arrangements with tlieir parents for tlieir main¬ 
tenance while under tuition. When they have comjjleled their studies they 
will be furnished by the su])erintendent witii a certilicate of the same 
recording any prizes or distinction they may Iiave received and will be 
returned to the Department from which tficy were received, i'hese testi¬ 
monials will form documents of good conduct, and constitute claims for 
future advancement. 

6^th. Natives educated at the Government Institution are eventuallv 
to be distrilmted among the Principal Towns, atul the 'ay)}>ointment of 
School Masters, with tliose of the grades below them are to be conferred 
as rewards on those wfio may add certificates of higii cliaracter tcv superior 
acc|uireinents. The youths educated at the scliools of the Missionary 
Societies are also eligifjle to the situation of scitool Masters, if found fit 
for such stations l)y an examination. 

65th. We have resolved to grant a moderate salary, to the Ih'ovincial 
and Village Scliool Masters with (he view of encouraging such schools and 
have authorized the distribution of small prizes. Fite salary of the Teachers 
which we have fixed at 5 Rupees, when the numl)er of scholars exceeds 30 
and three Ru])ees per montli when the number is short at We have 

ordered to be charged to the Goan Khurch or Village expense, with the 
view of identifying the school with the village constitution. In addition 
to the salary, the teachers are allowed to receive the small sum usually paid 
by each boy to the teachers; and when the Parents arc so poor as not to be 
able to pay it, we have authorised tlieir children to be admitted on a limited 
scale gTatuitously and their instruction, paid for bv (Government or charged 
to the Goan Khurch such boys being formed into a distinct class and desig¬ 
nated Charity children. 

66th. As the greatest inducement to industry and exertion we liave 
held out the prospect of employment to the most deserving among the 
scholars, and hav^e resolved to assign a monthly salary of a fc^w R.ipc‘es to 
them on the Establishment of the Collectors and judges by wl om they are 
to be employed as Copyists, and when duly qualified to be ultimately 
appointed to the situations of (..arkons and Mehtas. 

67th. When any particular boy evinces peculiar talent and ability, 
and is desirous of prosecuting his studies on a more extended scale than 
that pursued in the Poonnah' and Village Schools, we have authorized the 
Heads of Departments to assist him with funds requisite to enable him to 
join the Government Institution for tlic purpose of obtaining further 
instruction there. 

68th In regard to the medical school; shotdd the efforts of Govern- 
merit to bring forward East Indians and Natives to a degree of probciency 
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in this line succeed, the ends of economy will be attained, by reducing the 
number of surgeons required from England, and in this point, the school 
in question merits much attention, particularly, if it can be made a seminary 
also, for instructing youths intended for Hospital mates and apothecaries. 

69th. We have directed tlie Superintendent to admit more Boys, for 
the present into the Institution, and to send the students, now belonging 
to it, as soon as they are prepared, to practice or be employed in the country, 
and to discharge those who arc unwilling or unable to teach the medical 
profession. 

7()th. Bv reducing the numl)er of students, a considerable saving will 
be effected, and this reduction will admit of granting to the first in point 
of attaininent 20 Rupees, and to the second twelve Rupees per mensem 
instead of 8 and the arrangement will be attended with the additional 
advantage of the Superinlendent being aided in the laborious duties of 
instruction by students of tliis description (ontinuing a longer period at 
the Institution. 

71. Although the plan of ediuating Hospital Bo)s, who are destincxi 
to fill the situations of Hospital Assistants and a])othecaries is the best that 
can be adopted, there still remains for the medical Institution a field of 
great importance; all vaccinators will be provided from it with native Assist¬ 
ants and they will also be available for C-ollectors’ Establishments and in 
many cases for Jails. 

72nd. Witli a view to facilitating the acquirement of a knowledge 
of the English language and of medical prescrij^iions, we have directed 
that a College of East Indians be added to tlic Native Medical Schools, the 
boys composing the class after having served a short apprenticeship upon 
an allowance no more than sudicient for their maintenance, being sent 
for furtlier instruction to act as Hospital Assistants, their aclvancernent in 
this line being made de|)cn(Ient on the character' tfic-y may establish for 
diligence, talent and good conduct and these situations being offered for 
all, wherever educated, provided they pass an examination at this 
Institution. 

73rd. In our Despatch No. 19 of the 24th of November 1830, wt in¬ 
formed your Hon’ble Court of our views in regard to the Elphinstone 
Professorships, and we beg now to bring to your Hon’ble Ckturt’s notice a 
letter we have received from the Secretary to the Bombay Native Edu¬ 
cation Society, previous to the receipt of the despatch, defining its view^s as 
connected witli the Establishment of the Eljihinstone Professc^rships and 
in drawing your attention to its request regarding an annuity or retiring 
pension for an English Professor, we lieg to state that, if the progress of 
education is commensurate with the fair expectations entertained on the 
subject, this is a demand on your llon'ble Court’s liberality, for which there 
will not be many applicants, since it may be hoped, on the lapse of a few 
years. Natives of the (Country will be found competent to fill the Professor¬ 
ships chairs, for wliose salaries and Pensions the funds of the Institution 
may be quite sufficient to make provision. 
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74. We have made a reference to the Bombay Native Education 
Society to ascertain whether the subscribers to the Elphinstone Professor¬ 
ship are willing to accjuieste in the arrangements proposed by your llon'bic 
Court in your dispatch under reply, and in that case we shall appoint a 
Committee of their own Body, to concert with such persons as we may 
nominate a plan lor the formation of the projected Institution. 

75th. We beg to refer your Hon’ble Court to a letter of the Sudder 
Dewanee Adawlut dated the Kith October 1829,♦ affording information in 
regard to tfie Schools in the clillerent Ciollectorates under this Presidency, 
and to their further letter on the same subject dated tfie 29th of April last, 
which they suggest tliat as the progress of a single year cannot furnish 
matter to occupy our attention, these reports should be rendered 
quinquennially. 

7r)th, The proposed interval appearing to us too long, we have sub¬ 
stituted triennial for Ouincpiennial as period for rendering these reports. 

77th, From our proceedings now forwarded, your Hon’ble Court will 
perceive tfiat no Englisfi Branch has yet l)ecn added to the Poonah College: 
In compliance with ihe orders from your Hon’ble Court, we have directed 
annual reports to be furnished to us of the progress made in the Poona 
College for your information.

In compliance with the request conveyed in Mr. Wa I lien’s letter of 
January last, sanctioning the establishment of a junior School and Scholar¬ 
ships in the Elphinstone College, I have the honor In desire of the Ilon’ble 
the President and (Jouncil, to forward for the information of Government 
the accompanying report of the Junior School, which though only lately 
established, has diccted as much good as coidcl be anticipated in so short 
a time. 

The Reverend Dr. Stevenson, Mr. Crawford and several others were 
present at an examination of the Sdiool on the 18th instant and expressed 
themselves well satisfied with the ])rogress made by the boys under their 
master Bal G. Shastree, whose report on this subject is very satisfactory 
and creditable to him. 
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It is necessary to brinir to the notice of Government that the system 
of education enforced at llie College is to teadi KnoHsh side l,v side'with 
translations in the vernacular langiias^es: one. wliidi, after fruitless and 
unavailtng ellorts in Calcutta to tetich Etiglish without tlie aid of the other 
has bccti lately reverted to, and wliicli will lie found the only means of 
generally securing to the natives of this conntrv that complete knowledge 
of our language, which may enable them to profit from tlie instructions of 
Professors, or the pcausal of works in science and liteiaiuie. I'lie absolute 
want of all school books, in English and the vertiacular dialects of this 
Presidency, suited to sec ure such knowlcrclge to the si liolars, appears to have 
materially rclardcd their progress. 

The preparation of hooks, that mav reino\e this ehanee of failures 
in educating tlve natives, is an ohject to which die Sub ( coiiirniiiee |)ro|K)se 
to eaily devote theii attention; and the measure lias been ieeomnicnded 
for the adoption of tfie Oillege Council. 

rrusting that the accompanving report will prove satisfactory to 
the Hon’ble the (Governor in Council.

Sir, 

Upwards of three months having elapsed since the opening of tlie 
College School, I deem it my duty to sidamit the accompanving statement, 
exhibiting the progress made by dilferent classes, the number of boys in 
each, with a fenv general observations on the natme of the s\stem that has 
been followed. 


The school has been dicided into I Classes, according to the instruc¬ 
tions of the Siib-Caimmil tee. which assigned to each of them, the following

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It will be perceived, on comparing tlie preceding with the enclosed 
statement, that alterations have been made in Class Books; and such were 
found unavoidably necessary. No copies of the Calcutta Reader No. 5 
being procurable in Bombav, Goldsmiths al)ridgement of the History of 
England was used in its place, for the second class; which, however, being 
not prepared to studv it as History, reads it more witli a view to get familiar 
with English words and phrases. There l)eing no History of India suffi¬ 
ciently elementary, for the 3rd Class, the same work is studied bv them; 
and for a similar reason (Tig’s History of India is used by the 4th Class. 

These details will at once shew tlie great want, now existing, ol School 
Books which must evidently retard the progress of the boys: and when it 
is recollected that there is no Dictionary (English and Marathee) nor the 
usual aids necessary for studying a foreign language, except the oral instruc¬ 
tions of the tutors, it will be manifest that the early preparation, and 
publication of a series of School Books are objects of great importance on 
which the success of tlie Collc‘ge School, in some measure depends. It 
would appear strange that no attempt to su])ply the desideratum should 
ha\e been hitherto made at this place, and that most of the School Books 
should liave l>een procured from Idigland, or reprinted from works in¬ 
tended for English children, without the necc^ssary alterations to aday)t 
them to the taste or capacity of native children, and without any trans¬ 
lations in the native languages, calculated to facilitate the accpiisition of 
their contents. 

To show the difficulty that is now experienced by the different classes, 
for want of Books with translations 1 would l)eg lea\e to state, as will be 
perceived more fully from the endosed statement, that most of my time, 
and the time of mv assistants is em))loyed in e\j)laining to boys of different 
sects, and in each class, the meaning of wh:U they read, in their own 
languages, the plan generally adopted being as follows. A passage is first 
read by one of the Hindoos and explained to tfiem in Marathee; then it 
is similarly explained to the Ihirsees in C.oo/aratee, and lastly to the 
Mohamnuxians in 11indoostanee, till every one in the class has thoroughly 
understood it. d his is found lu-ccssary not otdy in the* lower classes, but 
even in the highest class, which contains tlie most advanced and some of 
the most intelligent youths, and of which the assistants form a part. 

ft may be easih imagined how' much of tliis tedious process could be 
spared, and how mucli of our time would lie sa\ed for more useful purposes; 
and how easy and smooth the progress of the bovs wc:udd be rendered, 
were a number of proper Books once published, suited to attainments of 
the different classes of wliich the School is composed. 

The 4th or the highest class attends me only for translations; the rest 
of their studies fieing conducted almost entirely under the guidance of the 
Professors. The greater part of this class has latterly been very irregular 
and one of the boys has just left us. 

The 3rcl Glass studies Eaiclicl and translation under the professors, 
and it contains three promising well behaved young lads. I’here are 
several good and intelligent youths in the second and first classes also; 
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and should they continue as regular and attentive as they have been, they 
may soon be perfectly competent to enter the higher class. 

As to the general state of attendance, I regret to state that it has not 
been so full or regular as might have been expected, rhough the school 
list shows the total numliea’ to be 07, yet the daily average attendance has 
not exceeded 55, including four or five extra students, owing perh.ips, in 
some. dcgTee tc) the hc^at and unlicxtlthiness of the season. Shoidd the 
attendance not impiove, 1 am afraid rc'course must fx! had to ex|)ulsion, 
or some similar penalty, for absence beyond a certain niimbtr of days in a 
month. It givers mc! plcatsurc: to f)C! al>le to state that no instance* of any 
serious misconduct has hitherto occurrc'd tcj call lor launislrment of any 
kind. ^ ^ 

In conclusion I beg to notice favourably the conduct and assiduity of 
my assistants. 1 lieir anxiety lor their own impro\c'liient lias likewise lieen 
remarkable; and while Uhugwant Rao has, in the short time he has been 
with us, accpiired a degree* o( knowlcxlgc* nc*arlv ecjual to that possessed 
by the first class, Hhogilal, whose Mathematical atlainments liad extended 
to M rigonornetry before he joined me. has just cc)mj)leted reading a popular 
I’reatisc on Astronomy, in addition to the regular routine.

Sir, 

On the 27th of August last, I had the honor to addressing \ou, along 
with a report on the supplementary Gollege School, and other new^ 
arrangement, proposed 1)V the: C.ouncil of the: Flphinstone College, and 
sanctioned by Government in the Chief Secretary's letter of tlie 28th of 
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November 1837. The success of this school instituted with a view of 
qualifying pupils for the Professor Classes, was, after an experiment of 
four months such as was highly gratifying to the Council, and creditable 
to the head master Ball Gungadhur Shastree, who continues, with much 
zeal, to devote his talents and energies to education as illustrated in the 
accompanying Examination report of his pupils which has been laid before 
the Council. 

The Hon’ble the President and Council of the College trust that the 
result of the present report from the Sub Committee, will be satisfactory 
to the Government, as it indicates an increasing taste, among the native 
population, for of)taining an acquaintance with the higher branches of 
science and literature, and profess, that tlie obstacles which have hitherto 
prevented the success of collegiate ediuation are about to be overcome. 

The ITon'ble the Court of Directors, in sanctioning an annual grant 
to the Elphinstone College, under the authority of this Government, have, 
in the 26th paragraj)h of their public letter to Bengal, dated the 26th 
September 1830,* expressed such dear and liberal views that the College 
Council have adopted them on the subject of Collegiate Education: viz. 
“we wish you to be fidly assured, not only of our anxiety that the judicial 
offices to which natives are at present eligible should I)e properly filled, 
but of our earnest wish and liope to see them qualified for situations of 
higher iinportancc and trust, d liere is no point of view in which we look 
with greater interest at the exertions vou are now making for the instruc¬ 
tion of the nati\es, than as being cahiilated to raise up a class of persons 
qualified f)v their intelligence and morality for higfi employments in the 
Civil administration of India. As the means of firinging about this most 
desiralile object we rely chiefly on their liecoming through a familiarity 
with European literature and science, imbued witli the ideas and feelings 
of civilized Europe. . . .” 

I am desired by the Hon’ble the President and Counc il of tfie Elphin¬ 
stone College, lo express their opinion that where Education is encouragcxl 
and instruction comniunicated under (iovernmenl contributions, it is 
desirable that the nature of tfie instruction should be such as tends to 
some definite and public usefulness though it would not become them to 
counsel Government how such may be best accomplished. The (T)uncil, 
however, beg leave to draw the attention of Government to the judicial 
course of instruction {Hoposed for his pupils by the Professor of Mathe¬ 
matics and natural philosophy, and to point out that Physical Geography, 
in connexion with statistics and the productions of this country will be 
of great utility to students from the College who may be employed in the 
Revenue Department. In the event of a medical school being established 
at this Presidency, the preliminary knowdedge of chenHstry, taught to the 
pupils of the Native Education Society, will be equally available for use¬ 
fulness. 

T he Council of the college trust that the clifficidties of the institution 
arc nearly at an end, and that the minds of the native community are

ships to be filled up, two of 50 rupees, one of \i). and six of 20.

Elphinstone College. 
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Report by the Sub Committee of the Elphinstone College on the 
examination of candidates for the Vacant Scholarships. 

The Elphinstone College Council having appointed the 10th instant 
for the examination of candidates to fill vacant scholarships, nine pupils 
presented themselves for examination. 

Three of these had been West Scholarships in the Native Education 
Society, two of whom had been lately employed in the school as teachers, 
and one had been successively in the Native Education Society and the 
Elphinstone College which he had left, one Vidadri Sadasam had been 
educated in the Madras Presidency, and the remaining four are now in 
the College school. 

The Sub-Coimnittcc, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Stevenson, Mr. Eisdale 
and Dr. lUenan, proceeded to examine the candidates in Geography, 
Maratha, English and general history, English composition. Algebra and 
CTeometrv. The candidates from the native education Society having 
requested to be examined in Chemistry Anatomy, and in some branches 
of matfiematics not yet commonly taught, the sub committee requested 
Dr. Brenan to examine them on the first of these subjects in their presence, 
which he kindly consented to do. 

4. 4’he result of three days stric t examination has been to recommend 
to the Council Narayan Dinnanath for a scholarship of 40 Rs.

5. Although a scholarship of 40 Rs. is a high award for the first of 
the three years, yet it was considered that the great general intelligence 
which Narayan Dinaiiath showed throughout the examination and his 
accurate knowledge of the English language, gave him a claim superior 
to the other two candidates, Merwanjee Dadabhoy and Eknath Govindjee, 
from the Native Education Society, while the knowledge of Cdiemislry 
which all three had rcc|uired was unanimously considered as entitling them 
to more than the lowest scholarship. With regard to mensuration and 
Navigation, in which they desired also to be examined, Mr. Orlebar did 
not consider it necessary to examine them as he did not think that the 
knowledge of mathematics implied in them would entitle them to any 
higher scholarship, and with the exception of Eknath Govindjee the mathe¬ 
matical examination showed that the pupils had of late much neglected 
this branch and had never been far achanced. 

6 . The general knowledge shewn by Vedadri Sadasam is very credit¬ 
able to his master Mr. Roberts, and the sub committee feel great pleasure 
in recommending the honor ol a scliolarship tci the son of a Hindoo gentle¬ 
man who has brought him so great a distance and separated him from 
his friends that he might have tlie advantage of an Ehiglish education in 
those higher branches of knowledge, which will enable him to take a 
respectable position in Society and fit him for intercourse with European 
gentlemen. 
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7. The four pupils from the College school could scarcelv I)C consi¬ 
dered as they had not yet come up to the minimum standard in all respects, 
and did not attend at their own wish hut ordy at die request of the head 
master, who thought that the examination would be benciitial to them. 
The examination, however, which was passed by Raglionath Naravan was 
generally so creditable, and more particularly in (ieometrv and Algebra 
that although the Sub-Committee did not think it right to recommend him 
to a scholarship, on account of his not having completed what is proposed 
to be learnt in the school; yet they feel that they ought to recommend him 
tor a present: of useful books as encouragcincnt and leward. 

The lliree scholars ^vho were elected by tlie Collc'oe Council last year 
were also brouglit before the sub-conuiiiitee. They were examined 
minutely viva voce in history, and the opinion formed' ])y tlie gentlemen 
who examined them was that Sacharam Ball Kristna was superior to the 
other two, that Waman Rao Trimbuc was very good, but that Bliao Wittul 
was much inferior to both. It was remarkecl by Professor Orlebar that 
Bhao Wittul had made a stuclv of historv an excuse for the little attention 
wdiich he: had ])aicl on his classes; and also that tlic' greatc:r part of the 
information which the other two appealed to possess must Inne been 
accjuired in their leisure hours, as they had but imperfect assistance since 
the dc'parture of Prolessor Markness. 

They were also examined on paper in Matliematics and Physical 
Geography which they had been studving in the Physical class in both of 
wdiich Waman Rao 1 rim hue was much superior to others. 

The result of tliis examination and of the account wfiich Mr. Orlebar 
gave of past attention to their studies is to recommend Waman Rao 
Trimbuc for promotion to a scholarship of 40 Rs. and of SACHARAM 
Bal Krishna to one of 30 Rupees.

Gentlemen, 

It may be serviceable to any pupils, if I state the opinion which I 
have formed of their progress; and it may be satisfactory to you that I 
should give a written account of what they have been taught and the 
course of instructions proposed for them, and our additional scholars 
entered in the College classes for the present session. I therefore beg leave 
to inform you that 

1st. Waman Rao Trimbuck has been pursuing his Mathematical 
studies with z.eal and success. He has now made himself thoroughly 
acejuainted with all the Dillerential Calcalus, and the investigation of Curves 
as well as with the Elements of the Integral Calcalus. He has continued 
his studies in Mechanics and has made himself well acquainted with all 
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that part of Dynamics, which has relation to the motions of points and 
consequently to the Elements of Physical astronomy. He has commenced 
although he has not yet made such progress in Optics. I consider his 
mathematical genitis and attainments to be such that he would even now 
obtain very high honors in any of our Universities. His knowledge of 
general physics is extensive, and. in the course ol my lectines in physical 
GeogTaphy, he lias acquainted himself with the elements of Mineralogy, 
Geology’ and other liranches of knowledge which are more or less necessary 
to that science. He has also learnt the French language, sufficiently well 
to understand a Mathematical or scientific work. His general conduct 
also has been exceedingly good. 

2nd. Sacharam Bal Krishna has been studying Trigonometry and the 
elements of the diflcrential calculus so far as to be able to calculate 
Logerithms and rrigonometrical table, and also understands the use of 
some Trigonometrical and Astronomical instruments. He makes very 
respectable progress in Malliematics; l)ut I have not turned his attention 
so much to them as to Ph\sical Geographv in which his requiiements are 
respectable. He has also been attending lectures elsewheie, which I con¬ 
sider to be highly creditable to him. 

3d. WITH regard to Bhao Withul 1 cannot persuade him either to 
write down what 1 notice in the class, or to answer any question; and, 

although he sits and listens, I am unable to say what he does or what he 

does not know. Although I have reason to hope that he is making some 

progress. In consequence of the illness of Mr. Harkness they have had 

but little instruction in the branches which constiluled his department. 
I have, however, done my liest for them in correcting essays and transla¬ 
tions. They have also been reading with me the life of Alexander the 
Great, one of the Volumes of the f amily Library, but more as a political 
and historical work Uian for the study of the Eugiish language. Saccharam 
Bal Krishun has been particularly attentive, and 1 have also been much 
pleased witli WAMAN Rao. 

With respect to the present year I propose to adhere to the subjects 
of instruction taught during the past; that is to give to each of the scholars 
a mathematical course, and also one on Physical Geography as the basis 
of the statistics. But I proj)C)sc‘ also to give once a week a short lex true 
on the history of some bramh of Mathematical or Physical science. I do 
not yet feel that I am sufficiently experienced in the country or know, 
with sufficient accuracy, what has been and what may be done, to state 
witfi confidence what the details of my lectures should be. However 
desirable this may be. T must be content at present with stating the general 
nature of the instruction 1 propose giving and this 1 am now able to do 
with some degree of hope that I may obtain a successful result. 


The number of free scholars who attend me still continue very few 
and are not at all regular.

It has long been rnv opinion that the management of the two Insti¬ 
tutions viz. the Native Education Society and the Elphinstone College 
would be much improved by being united in one Superintending Com¬ 
mittee or Council.

Report of the Sub Committee. 

The Committee appointed at a Meeting of the Directors of the Native 
PTlucation Society and the Council of the Elphinstone College held in the 
rooms of the Native Education Society on the 22nd May 18:^9 to draw up 
a plan for (arr\’ing out certain resolutions hating for their object in union 
of the two Institutions do now hand up their report. 

The Committee bearing in mind the circumstances which gave rise 
to their appointment have determined to coniine their suggestions to such 
details ordy as are alisolutely necessary to effect the pur|)oses wfiidi all 
have in view. 

Their attention was first directed to determine what pupils ought now 
to be transferred from the Schools to tfie Ciollegc as ha\ing advamed be¬ 
yond the Elements of Education. 

At the request of tfie Committee Messrs. Elenderson and Bell in con¬ 
sultation with Professor Orlebar have prepared such a list with respect to 
the boys now attending the Society's English School —vnic Appendix No. 1. 

A similar list was also furnished to the Committee by Professor Orlebar 
and Ball Gangadhur Shastree with respect to the scholars now atteMcling the 
college school— xj/de Appendix No. 2. 

The Committee therefore now propose: 

1. That the Boys named in the above lists should be transferred to 
the College and become the College students. 

2. That the remaining scholars now attending the College school 
should be transferred to the English School of the Native Education Society. 

Although anxious to avoid as far as possible any observations which 
may lead to ditfercnce of opinion or discussion, the Cominitlcc fed it their 
duty to explain the grounds of some of the sttogcsiions that follow. 
AmUgst the causes which have principally operated hitherto to prevent 
the college and school working in harmony together as parts of one Insti- 
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tution, are the circumstances that the two Departments have been under 
separate managements without any rule being in force providing for the 
gradual transmission of the more advanced boys from the school to the 
college; in consequence of this, and also of the temptations which the West 
and Clare Scholarships have held out to the higher classes to remain at the 
school, the latter Department has preserved its students whilst the College 
has been without any. It became necessary therefore for the Committee 
to suggest a plan under which the College might from time to time be 
supplied fFom the school, and the most obvious one seems to be to make 
it the duty of the Professors to watch over the Education given at the School, 
and periodically to rcj)on to the Council the names of those Boys who are 
qualified to receive collegiate education. 

This alone would scarcely reflect the object in view. The Education 
at the School might not be conducted in a manner to meet the approval 
of the Professors, and if tlie Teachers at the School were allowed to 
retain their appointments independent of the Council, they might 
still be apt to consider their Departments as rival and separate institutions 
and to object attending to the suggestions of the Professors. The Com¬ 
mittee accordingly unanimously resolved to recommend that the Teachers 
should be nominated and removed l)y the Council, it seeming essential to 
the proper working of the system that the Council should possess the power 
of controlling the education of those who are being prepared for the 
College. 

The Committee therefore suggest 

3. That it shall henceforth be the duty of the P-rofessors to watch 
over and superintend the Education given at tiie Society’s English School 
and once in every quarter to report to the College Council the names of 
such of the Boys attending the School as are fit to be transferred to this 
College. 

4. That the District Supcrintendancc over the Discipline and internal 
economy of the school together with the nomination and removal of the 
teacher shall be vested in the College Council subject to the approbation 
of the Directors of the Native Education Society. 

The result of the last proposition would be to make the College 
Council so far as the school was concerned a quasi sub Committee of the 
Native Education Society. What follows the Committee feel it unnecessary 
to remark upon as with the exception of the first, the remaining sugges¬ 
tions are not new and seem very desirable for drawing the two Departments 
closely together. 

5. That Mr. Bell should be appointed acting third Professor with a 
salary neither more nor less than that now received by acting Professor 
Henderson (The funds of the College it seems will admit of this). 

6. That the West and Clare Scholarships should henceforth be given 
to the most promising of the College students or occasionally as the Council 
shall think fit to Boys who have come from the mofussil to procure the 
benefits of the College Education. 
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7. That there sliall be but one Secretary to the Institution. 

-'‘"ni'-ersary of the Native Education Society the 
Colkfre Count il shall make an annual report of the state of the school. 

The Committee conceive that the above details are all that are required 
to effect a practical Union of the two nepartments. Whether it tould 
not be desirable that the College and Schools sliould meet under one roof 
how far this may be practicable and wheif.er. on the oilier hand, conveni- 
ence docs not require that part of the school should tontinue, as the 
Co lege School does not present to meet in the fort, these and many other 
collateral questions, the Committee have not fell the necessity of enterin.r 
upon but for iiiany reasons they have considered it desirable that the nevv 
system should be^in to work upon as few points as possible. .More extended 
detads, if Rone into, iniolit, at this period, oive rise to dillerence of opinion 
and possibly prevent any Union bein^ edecUTi at all. Wliereas the Com¬ 
mittee feel a stroni; (onfidence that when tlie two Departments shall have 
begun to work in harmony together, the feeling and variety of opinion 
that so long a separation must necessarib have created will disapT)ear, and 
that no difhculties will then exist in the way of effecting solid improvements 
in the Institution. 


The Commiitce have foregone to recjuire c'f the Professors any detailed 
scheme upon which they propose to (ondiicl the Institution to lie afforded 
at the College. The Committee feel satisfied with the assurances which 
they have leccived from the Prolessors that should the proposed arrange¬ 
ments come into ojjeration, the Professors will exjx'iienct^ no emlianvass- 
inent in acting in comert together. M he Committee have much gratifica¬ 
tion in annexing to this Report, a strong jiroof of the readiness of tliese 
gentlemen to enter into any scheme whidi may benefit cither Department 
of the Institution— x)idc Apjiendix No. ?>.

Extract of a Letter from the Honble the Court of Directors, 
dated 2ud October, No, 27, of 18.^9, 

Para 2. Fhe Report of the Council of the Elphinstone Collep^c, for¬ 
warded with your letter of the 30th November 1837, explains the causes, 
which have occasioned the failure of the College; and proposes means for 
enabling that Institution to fulfil the important objects for vdiich it was 
established. 

3. The failure of the Elphinstone College, consists in the entire 
absence of students. No persons have shewn themselves desirous of benefit¬ 
ing by even the gTatuitous instruction of the Professors, in the more 
advanced departments of Literature and Science; none have exhibited any 
wish to attain high proficiency, in the use of the English language, extensive 
familiarity with our standard writings or ac(|uaintaMce with tiie more 
abstruse branches of mathematics or their application to phvsical science, 
subjects for which the aid of the Professor, was thought to be essentially 
requisite. 

4. The reasons for this dearth of pupils, where competent preceptors 
are provided, are we think accurately described in the Report of the Caillege 
Council. The natives of India do not yet value, because they do not want, 
such high proficiency, nor can they spare the time that is necessary for its 
attainment. Their object is to gain so much knowledge as shall be sub¬ 
servient to the means of subsistence, and so much, or even more, they can 
already proceed in the schools of the Native Education Society Mahratta, 
Gujerati, or English. The last constitutes the crowning step of their 
advancement, and in the Society’s Central English School, they become 
professed of acquirements w^hich confer distinction, and fit them for public 
employment. To proceed from thence, to a still more advanced stage and 
protract their studies into a period, during which their concessions expect 
that they shall maintain themselves and their families; would in their 
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estimation, and in tliat of llicir friends be an unprofitable waste of time, 
and an unjustifiable nej’lcct of natural interests and necessities. It is not 
to be wondered at. therefore, that the people should he backward, to 
accept the offer of a collegiate education. 

5. It appears to us. upon a review of the past Proceedings, in this 
matter, that any disappointment, which may have attended the plan of 
the Elphinstone College, originates in the entertainment of mistaken views, 
regarding the appointment of the Elphinstone Professors. Irom supposed 
amilogics which have no real existence, it was somewhat hastily assumed, 
that tfie services of Professors implied the foundation of a College, and 
that the latter must therefore precede, or at least be simultaneous with 
the former. Ehe intemtion of the suliscrihers to the Funds endowing the 
F.lphinstone Professorships, had, Iiowever, nothing in view, after evidencing 
the regard W'hich they felt for the distinguished individual in honor of 
whom tlie Professorstiips were endowed, than the provision of masters of 
a superior order, for the Native Education .Sotictv's English School, of 
which at the time wfien ihe suliscription was raised, the school stood in 
very' great need. Fhc delav that ensued, in tlie nomination of I lofessors, 
(^QjTipelled the Socieiy to supply their wants from other sources, and they 
accordingly, setit to England for two school masters, who arrived in Bombay, 
long before the Professors, atid took their places. They proved to he 
men of ability, industry, and judgment, and under their administration, 
the character of the school underwent a total alteiaiion. Irom little more, 
than seventy scholars it has now above* four hundred and inste,id of the 
instructions being limited to the rudiments of tlie English language the 
latest report of its Proceedings in the Bombay Papers of January 1839, 
represents the studenis, as answering at public examination, in the most 
satisfactory manner, to cpicstions in Algebra and Mathematics, Physiology, 
Natural Philosophy and Chemistry, Commercial Transactions and Ex¬ 
changes, and on the combinations of Society, the British Constitution and 
the British administration in India, with other topics, relating to ancient 
and modern History and general Literature. The chief examiners were, 
the Governor of Bombay, tlie Chief Justice, the Archdeacon and the 
Accountant General. After making ample allowance for the superficial 
nature of accjuirements, which such public exhibitions are apt to stamp, 
with more than their real worth, there is enough in the results of this 
examination, to shew that the school provides the youth of Bombay with 
as much knowledge as they are likely to want, and more than they will 
probably retain or apply. The improvement thus effected, in the character 
of the school, is one reason, and a satisfactory one, why the services of 
the Professors should have been so little in request. 

6. At the same time, there can be no doubt, that the services of the 
Professors, might be of great value and essentially subservient, to the 
promotion of native education. Their separation from the Native Educa¬ 
tion Society’s School, and the formation of a nominal College, were not 
the necessary consequences of the improved condition of the school nor 
did it follow that, because the Masters had done much, there was nothing 
for the Professors to accomplish. The original objects of connecting them, 
with the school, might have been adhered to, with perfect facility, and 
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with the ^eatest advance. It must, however, be admitted, that the 
separation had its origin, m some measure, in misapprehension. In our 
reply o the letter of your Government of the i!kh Auist 1828. amouniino- 
the subscription for the Professorship and soliciiing our aid to give it such 
extension, as might most eflectually accomplish its objects, we expressed 
our high sense of the feelings, which had animated the subscribers, and 
our entire approbation of the purposes of the subscription, but delavt'd 
pleading ourselves to contribute to the funds, until put in possession ‘‘of 
a positive and definite plan, of the proposed Institution.” ^Fhe formation 
of an Institution, was indeed, ratlier inferred than strictly dediKccl from 
the Resolution of the subscription of the 28th August 1827, which proposcxi 
merely, that ‘‘one or more Professors, should be established under the 
Native Education Society, for teaching the English Language, and the arts 
sciences, and literature of Europe.” 


7. As observed in the Letter of tlie Secretarv to the Gollege Council, 
“those who subscribed for the establishment of Professorship! appear to 
have had no very definite idea, regarding the mode of bringing into opera¬ 
tion the system of superior education, with which they were to be associated. 
They therefore, proposed, that they should be estaidislied under the Native 
Education vSociely, which had becai instituted for the managcMiient of the* 
school known by its name, thinking no doubt, that it would sufiply the 
Professors, with scholars versed in those branches of knowledge which arc 
necessarily preliminary, to Professional education.” And this, would no 
doubt, have been the case, had the Professors been at once appointed, or 
had they, as originally intended, been attached to the Native Education 
Society. 


8. The use in our despatch, of the word Institution, ajipears to have 
led your Government, in communication with the Native Education Society, 
to devise, after a considerable interval, a plan for the foundaiion of a college, 
and in April 18S4, the Elphinstonc Gollege was created. L'he plan provides 
for a President and Council, a Secretary. Two Fellows, and an establish¬ 
ment of servants, in addition to the two Professors, but it omitted to take 
into consideration, the likelihemd of the attendance of scliolars. All con¬ 
nexion with the Native Education Society ceased, except tliat they were 
allowed to elect from the suliscribcrs, seven members of the new Colk^ge 
Council, four natives and three Europeans, the Government reserving a 
veto on the election of the latter, and appointing one other nmmber, and 
the President. 


9th. The Elphinstone Professors, arrived in Bombay early in 1835, and 
attempted to give effect to the Scheme of the college, by obtaining classes. 
The students of the only Public School, that of the Native Education 
Society wxre sufficacntly provided for, and the attendants upon their lectures, 
W’ere collected chiefly from the private schools of Bombay, Europeans and 
natives. After a short course, the lectures were suspended, by the indisposi¬ 
tion of the Professors, and it has not been thought w^orth while to attempt 
their renewal. An effort w as next made to concert an anangement by which 
the students at the school, might attend the Professors also, but it is stated in 
the letter from the College Council, that a meeting of the Professors and 
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Masters at which this was discussed, proved wholly unsatisfactory. Finally 
by way of doing something, a junior school has been formed, under the 
control of the College Council, and the conduct of the Native Assistant 
of the Professors, for the purpose of qualifying at a future period, candi¬ 
dates for admission to the classes of the Professors, who are thus transferred 
into the prospective masters of a rival seminary, instead of being at once 
employed in carrying forward the studies of an establishment, already 
flourishing, and becoming efficient parts of one general and comprehensive 
system, under the direction and partonage of the state. 

10th. For it may bet observed that the school of the Native education 
Society, whatever be its designation, is not a private and independent 
Seminary, but to all intents and purposes a public Institution. I he 
support it receives, from private liberality, is of small amount, in com¬ 
parison with the aid it derives Irom the Ciovernment. The avciage of the 
former, is about 3,000 Rupees a year, of which the natives contribute, but 
about half, the fixed annual allowance made to the school by the Govern¬ 
ment is 20,000 Rupees, liesides additions to the funds of the West and 
Clare subscription scholarships. The Government therefore, has by far the 
lar<rest share in the burthen and the strongest interest in the prosperity 
of ”110 School. At the same time, it wotdd be by no means desirable, to 
detach it from the connexion with private support; on the contrary, it 
would be highly advantageous to extend as much as possible, and amongst 
the members of the native community in particular, a leeling of warm 
and active interest, in the credit and welfare of the Institution. This is 
quite compatible with its forming a principal feature in the plans of the 
Government, for the education of the people, and it is their obvious policy, 
to take advantage of the Native J'.ducation Society, and of its School, as 
the most ready and convenient instruments for giving popularity and 
extension to European instruction. A simihir course, has been adopted in 
Calcutta, with the happiest results. 

11th. In considering tlie plan to be proposed for the Elphinstone 
College, the attention of your Government was directed by us, to that of 
the Vitlyalaya or Anglo Indian College of C.alcutta, as likely to fuinish 
a useful niodel. The rules of that Institution, were accordingly procured 
from Bengal. Fhe Council of the Elphinstone College in examining them, 
were of opinion that they were suffic iently in harmony with the plan which 
they had proposed, to recommend its adoption but in forming this con¬ 
clusion, the Ciouncil seem to have misapprehended, the real character of 
the Calcutta College. They .speak of it as an Institution under the super¬ 
intendence of the Government, exercised through the Committee of Public 
Instruction. This is not strictly the ca.se. It is a school essentially 
analogous, to that of the Native Education Society of Bombay, liberally 
aided by the Government, but founded and in part maintained by private 
subscription, and managed by a board of rnanagers elected by the subs- 
cxibers. A visitor of the College, is appointed by the Government, and 
of course, he exercises considerable influence with the Mangers, but the 
College, is under the authority of the Government in no greater degree 
than is the Native Education .Society’s School. Indeed, it is even more 
independent. It has a considerable capital of its own; it owes nothing 
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to European aid, tlie subscxiptions having been restricted originally to 
natives, and derives a considerable income from the monthlv payments 

of the pupils, three fourths of whom, pay part at least of the cost of their 
own Education. 

12th. When by the pecuniary aid and public encoiiraoenient given by 
the Government of Rerigal to the Anglo Indian C'ollegc, the resources of 
the Establishment were enlarged and its capabilities improveeb a higher 
tone was gradually given to the education, which it alforded imtil^thc 
most advanced of its pupils were qualilied, to benelit by Frofessional 
lectures. What then was the course cjI the Bengal (iovernnient? It did 
not impair the credit and elTicacy of the old Institution, by setting up a 
rival. It did ncjt weaken its owm support by dividing it or incur thc,‘ un¬ 
necessary cost of building up a new^ edifice from the foundation, but it 
skilfully availed itself, of that which was already erected, to enlarge its 
accommodations, and extend its utility. It founded no college, but added 
Professors to the School. In the latter, the pupils of the senior classes, 
were reading History, and Poetry, Algebra and Geometry, having mastered 
in the junior class, tlie elements of the English language, aritlimctic, geo¬ 
graphy and astronomy. They had attained in general literature, and in 
some brandies of science much the same irrohciency as appears to dis¬ 
tinguish the senior scholars of the Bombay C’entral School, but of course, 
they had much still to aexjuire iti order to possess a free command of the 
English language, in composition and in extending familiarity w ith English 
literature; and to advance to the higher departments of both literature and 
science. To carry forward there the work so well begun, Professors of 
Literature, Mathematics, Chemistry, Political Economy, and jurisprudence, 
have been at various times attaclied to the Vidyalava on whose lectures the 
students of the two senior classes are obliged to atlend. Tney are not 
however, wdthdrawm from the^ School; they observe tlie hours and disci¬ 
pline of the Estaldishment, and when not engaged in attendance upon 
the lectures, pursue studies connected with the subjects of them; or those 
which form part of their general education, under the direction, and wdth 
the aid of the Head Master. I’here is no inlerfeience, no counteraction; 
the whole works as one system and has been found to work well. 

13th. This amalgamation of the school and colleges, or something 
of a similar description should, we think, be still attempted at your Presi¬ 
dency. The Elphinstone Professors, should form their classes principally, 
though it need not be exclusively, from the more advanced pu|)ils of the 
Nativo Education Society’s School, or schools. The establishment of a 
college as a distinct Institution, may possibly become expedient in the 
courre of time. At present it is premature and the object should be sus¬ 
pended. THE precise mode of combining the services of the Professors 
and Masters will be best determined on the spen: we do not apprehend 
any difficulty in such an arrangement. The students may attend both 
upon the lectures, and in the school room, as they do in Calcutta. 

14th. The College Council lias proposed, and you have sanctioned, 
an arrangement, which is an obstacle in the way of this plan of combining 
the Professors with the school, viz., that of founding fourteen scholarships, 
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as part of the endowment of the Elphinstone College. The allowances are 
in our opinion in every case too considerable. They not only enable 
young men to support themselves for the few additional years that are 
required to give them a more than ordinary education, but they hold out 
inducements to them, to protract the character to mature years or even to 
old age. It is not said, whether these sdiolarships are to be held for any 
givcn''’term, or if for life: if the latter, thev will not operate very extensively 
as encouragement: if the former, it may be expected that some hardships, 
and more discontent will result fiom casting off a student who draws Rs. ,50 
a month, and sending him to begin the world perhaps upon sixteen. It 
would have been better to h;ive applied the whole monthly grant to the 
institution of a number of .scholarships, in the school, on the scale of those 
held by the West and Clare scholars, witli one or two exceptions in favor 
of a higher grade, and that those scliolars with the free scholars also of 
two senior cfasses. should have attended the lectures of the Professors as 
well as the studies of the school, as far as the attendance on the former 
woldd permit of the latter also, rite scholarships should in every case, 
be given upon an examination and the profession by the candidate of 
certain definite qualifications. You have directed the Cfouncil, to report 
upon the success of their plan, when a snlhcient period shall have elapsed 
to give it a fair trial. 

WE should think, tluit bv tliis time, some opinion may be formed of 
its results, and we therefore, direct vour calling for the Report and com¬ 
municating it to us witliout delay. If. as is jcrolcable. no sulliciently quali¬ 
fied tx-rsons have been found to hold tlie superior allowances you will 
suspend the grant of them, until it shall have been ascertained whether it 
may not lie still practicable to carry into eflect the scheme of attaching 
the Professors and scholarships, to the school, instead of constituting them 
members of a separate college, which cannot in the present state of educa¬ 
tion be necessary or beneficial. 

1.5. Another difficulty in the way of the proposed combination, may 
arise from the very natural reluctance of the masters, to Icxse the satis¬ 
faction and credit of finishing their own work, and to part wdth theii best 
pupils to other preceptors. They will be apt to think, that such an 
arrangement is a derog;ition from their own importance, and a diminution 
of their usefulness. I his is, however, by no means to be inferred, and they 
should be assured, that their claims to consideration and remuneration, 
will not be thereby injured; one of the masters, we observe, has been 
appointed Acting Professor, and as a general rule, liable of course to dis¬ 
cretional exceptions. A master of the school might be raised to the station 
of Professor, as a vacancy occurred, where he has shewn his fitness for the 
office, by hi.s previous services. The allowances of the Head masters should 
also be placed ujxm a scale, proportionate to those of the Professors, with 
reference to their labours and merits. Their usefulness would be far 
from diminished. They would retain the duty of directing and aiding the 
seniors, in some of their studies partially, in others entirely, whilst what¬ 
ever time and trouble they could save, from the seniors, they would have 
to bestow upon the juniors, and they would thus be able to bring them 
much more forward, than they can at present, so that, at no very distant 
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period, the scale of acquirement would be raised, and tl.e third and fourth 

classes might nsc, or surpass those which now hold the first and second 
place. 

IGth. If there be no Colleg^e, there will be no occasion for the services 
of a College Council, but the iKKly may, we think be ad\'antagcously trans¬ 
ferred into a Committee of Public Instruction. It may consist of the same 
members as the Council, and be elected as at ])resent, witli tlie addition of 
any other persons, native or European who may have a knowledge of or 
take an interest in the business of education. Ilic Committee should, 
under the Government have the general superintendence of all the schools, 
both in Bombay and in the Provinces, which the (Government maintains 
either wholly or principally, leaving their particular management to such 
sub committees or Individuals, as may be most expedient.' The interests 
and wants of cxich institution wdl thus bc^ brouglit together, and a con¬ 
sistent and systematic course of proceeding may be expected. 

17th. It is liighly desirable to olitain the continuous cooperation of 
the natives, in the support of schools, generally, much bevond the partial 
and limited extent, to wliich it has been hitherto allorded. How this can 
be best effected, it will be most in your power to dclerniine. Some pri¬ 
vileges should be attached to contributions. VV^e know not on what grounds, 
the students of the Bombay Native Education Schools, are admitted, wliether 
on the nomination of the Directors alone, or of the Subscribers individually. 
If this latter is not the case, it might be for the benefit of the schools, and 
of Education, to give to each subscriber according to the amount of his 
subscription, the right of recommending boys for admission, according as 
vacancies occurred, the conditions of such admission, being duly fulfilled. 

18. Your letter of the 21st November 1838 forwards the first annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Government scfiools in tfie Deckkan, 
of the schools under the Poonah, Ahmednuggar and Rutnagherry collecto- 
rates and your Proceedings thereupon, and calls our attention to the 
arrangements proposed by the Superintendent and your sanction of them 
to a modified extent. 

19. The schools which arc the subject of the Superintendent’s report, 
are twenty four in number, containing 2218 boys. Notice is also taken of 
schools in the Punmdhar District (>3 in number with 800 scholars. The 
expense of these schools consisting chiehy of a small salary to the master 
of each is provided by the Government, llie instruction is in tfie Marhatta 
language and is merely elementary. It is possible that this institution is 
of use but care should be taken that it does not interfere with the exer¬ 
tions and livelihood of independent Village School masters. 

20. The recommendations of the Superintendent of a graduated scale 
of allowances to the masters, of the equalisation, of the allowance for 
petty expenses, and the grant of a small sum, 2 Rupees a month, to the 
most deserving scholar in each school, which has so numerous an attend¬ 
ance as to require the assistance of a monitor, appear to be judicious. 
The first has received your sanction. The allowance for expenses you 
have abolished: should any real inconvenience result from this, it will 
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of course be shewn in the superintendent's next report. The compensa¬ 
tion to be given to the monitors you have fixed at one Rupee per month 
which for the present is perhaps sufficient. 

Para 21. In your letter of the 17th January 1837 you repeat the 
application made to us, in your letter of the 17th June 1835, to sanction 
tlie assistance originally proposed by you, to be given to a Fund for endow¬ 
ing certain scholarships to be denominated Clare scholarships in compli¬ 
ment to Lord Clare, on his quitting the Government of Bombay which 
had been raised by private subscription among the natives. The amount 
subscTibed, was 20,400 Rupees yielding at 4 per cent per annum an income 
of Rupees ... ••• •••

The whole additional grant of the Government being therefore annually 
(408 + 1224) = 1632 Rupees. 

22nd. Before giving our sanction to this additional grant, we ex¬ 
pressed in our letter of the 17th July 1836, our wish to be apprised of the 
result of the reference you had made to the Supreme Government of India. 
This was in the first instance, unfavourable upon the principle, that it is 
obviously of)jectionable, for any of the Governments of India to take part 
with private individuals, in any measure intended to record their appro¬ 
bation of the public conduct of public officers. In a Minute written in 
reply by the Governor of Bombay, of the 3()th October 1836, he shows 
however, that this principle had not been acted upon in the similar instances 
of additions previously made to the endowments of the FJphinstone Pro¬ 
fessorships, and West Scholarships raised by private subscTiption and 
augmented by grants from the Government. He shows also that there was 
every reason to believe that tiie augmentations, were received much more 
universally, as proofs of the interest taken l)y the Government in the 
promotion c')f Native Fxlucation, tlian as testimonies to the work of the 
Individuals in whose names the endowments were commenced. Fie con¬ 
cludes by stating it as his opinion, that much disappointment would be 
created, by a departure from the liberality exercised in the preceding cases, 
and that "our witliholding the grant altogether would have the worst 
possible effect Under these considerations, the (hrverriment of India 
as it has apprised us in a Dispatdi dated the 3rd May 1837 acceded to your 
recommendation, that in this instance the cstal)lishment of the proposed 
scholarships, should be adopted. We therefore, give our sanction to the 
arrangement. 

23rd. It appears from the proceedings of the Native Education 
Society, that the interest accruing, from the original subscription, is already 
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applied by dicni, to the purposes for which it was subscribed, arul tliat 
this school indudes some “Clare” scholars; the oraiu of a further sum, 
Will of course, enlarge the number of ilinse scholars, and in tlieii appoint* 
nient, It will be open to you, in concert with the Society to frame such 
provisions, as shall firing the scholars within the (omprehensi\e scheme of 
that combination fietween the School and the' Professors, whicli it seems 
desirable to effect; at any rate, it may be made* oliligatory on tliem, to 
attend such courses of the Professotes’ lectures, as the* Clommittee of puldic 
Instruction, may tfiink calculate to give them the lull benefit of such 
superior tuition. 

24th. In comlusion, we have only to repeat our instruetions to von, 
to keep us regularly appri/ed of your jiroeeedings in rc'gard to the education 
of the natives of the Bombay Presidency, as the subject is one, in wfiich 
we feel deeply interested.

We request you will have the goodness to lay before the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor in Council, the accompanying copy of a letter from Jainsetjee 
Jejeebhoy, Ksip, of the 28tfi instant, to tlie address of tlie Chairman of the 
Committee of the Bomfiay Native Dispensarv, read at a Meeting of the Conn 
mittee. convened this day, for “ the purpose of considering the outlines of a 
plan for the establishment of a Native llosjiital, in connection with the Dis¬ 
pensary” from which, it will be seen that Jainsetjee jeejeebho) with his 
wonted liberality and regard for the welfare and (omfort of his countrymen, 
and more particidarly of the sick and destitute, that cannot be too highly 
praised, proposes to make an immediate donation, of one lakh of Rupees 
(1,00,000/-) in furtherance of an establishment of that Nature, on an ex¬ 
tended and efficient stale, provided Government will give an equal amount 
of capital, independent, of its present subscription to the existing Dispen¬ 
sary, and allow such a rate of interest, say six per tent, on his donation, 
as will prcxluce an annual income, in perpetuity of Rupees six tliousand 
per annum from that source. 

2. It will he further seen that in the anxious desire entertained by 
Jamsetjee Jejeebhoy, to see so useful and charitable an Institution as the 
one he contemplates, promises to be, established at the earliest possible 
period, and on a firm and proper footing, he offers to snbscrioe an 
additional sum, of Rupees ten thousand (10,000/-) towards the erection 
of the proposed Hospital, if the funds to be raised lor the general purposes 
of the new establishment from his own (ontribution, and that of Govein- 
nient, increased as it is hoped these will be, very considerably l)y the conti i- 
butions of other charitable Individuals, should fall short of the sum, 
necessary to give full effect to the measure in question. 
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■S. In thus constituting ourselves, at Jairisetjee’s particular request the 
medium of communication between Government and himself on this 
interesting occasion, and submitting his present views and wishes to its 
favourable consideration, and we would lain ho]>e, early concurrence, it 
might perhaps be expected, that we should expatiate on the advantages, 
which we conceive would follow their adoption here, but we feel that we aie 
addressing those to whom the wants of the Native GomiTuinity of Bombay 
in respect to Medical assistance on the one hand, and the prejudices wdth 
which European practitioners have had to contend on the other, are w'ell 
known, and w^ho have witnessed the benehts that have already resulted to 
that Communitv, from the establishment of the Native Dispensary, though 
still on its Infancy, and on a verv limited scale, together with the degree 
in wdiich Native prejudices have t)een overcome, by a judicious separation 
of the diflerent castes, and freedom of intercourse betw^een the patients 
and their friends in the si ill more limited Hospital, w hich has recently 
been attached to the Dispensarv, and that no argument ol ours, can there¬ 
fore be necessarv to satisfy the Right Flon’ble the Governor in Council 
of the blessing which an Institution of the naiure and extent of that whidi 
it is hoped may be raised on the loundation now submitted to C»ov’Cinment, 
would prove to the native inhal)iianis of this Island, at large. We abstain 
therefore from enteritig into anv detailed exposition of its advantages ni 
this place, Imt it is due to Jamseljee Jejeebhov as well as to those wIjo 
may with the l)enelKent assistance of (jovernment l)e(()me j)artakcis of 
the benefits, that will flow' from this rnunilicent donation hereafter, that 
we express an earnest hoj)e, that if the Right Hon bh‘ the (lovernor in 
Council should feel himself precluded by the existing oidets of the Hon blc 
the Court of Directors, from granting inletest at six per cent (6) on 
Jamsetjee fejeebhov’s donation, (h)vernmenl will still feel itself autho¬ 
rized, to allow 4 per cent as in the case of the* Capital of the Elj)hinstonc 
College, and to concecU' the diliere’nce betweeit that rate and 6%, 

as a donation on the part of the ilon ble Ca>mpany, to bc‘ added t.o the 
interest, accruing from Jamsetjee* jcjc'chltov s gilt, so thiit the income 
derivable from tiiat source may, as we have alreacl)' shown to }>e the desire 
of its liberal Donor, )ielcl the sum of Rupees six ((i.OOO) thousand {)cr 
annum, in perpetuity. 

4. We trust that we shall not be viewed as unduly obtruding our 
opinions on the attention of Government, if with reference to the desire 
that is understood to exist, of establishing a Medical (a)llegc^ at Bombay, 
wn take leave on conclusion, respectftdly to submit to the consideration of 
the Right Hon’ble the Governor in Council whether it may not be practi¬ 
cable, in the event of the sanction of Government being given to the 
arrangement proposed by Jamset jee Jejeebhoy so to arrange the scite and 
duties of the Medical College-the New Native Dispensary and Hospital 

_and the existing Native Hospittd maintained by Ciovernment, as to 

induce a clegTcc" of efficiency and usefidness in all brandies of the s<ime, 
greatly exceeding that, which each, itt its separate working can be expected 
to realize. We arc aware that the details of such a measure would require 
much patient investigation and consideration, and we would not venture 
therefore to do more at this moment, than bring the subject thus cursorily 
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before Government, as an an anseincnt 
of its notice, at a future period.

9. I he' sul)scri|)tion to Sir Robc'rt Ctiant s 1 estimonial amcaunts to 
nearly 13,000 Rs. and most of the subscribers will expect that this sum 
should be so applied, as to unite witli a usc fid })m jxise a monument credit¬ 
able as a work of art, wliich may recall the meniorv of him whom tliey 
wish to honor. 

10. It would seem approyvriatc also that in some conspicuous jKirt at 
the entrance* c)f the Hospital, tlierc' sliould be a marble* tablet place*d, 
recording in suitable terms Jamsetjee Jeejeelilioy’s muniheent encknvnient 
of the Hospital and Dispensary. 

11. It would also be* coni])!mieiilary as well as just always to have a 
descendant of Jamsetjee Jeejeebliov a member of the Dispensary Committee. 

12. being desirous of giving tlie public; the lienefit of all the science 
in the Piesidencv in the preparation of plans for the building, the 
Governor in Council is pre])arecl to jalacc* at the dis])C)sal of the Ciommittee 
a sum of say Riq)ees 1,000 to !>e offered as a Fremium for the* best designs 
of an Fdihce adapted for the purpose which could be c'rected at a cost not 
greatly exceeding a lac of Rupees.
